This is that Antiechus that builded a great City 
upon the ſea coaft, and called it Antiochia, where- 


in he made a golden ]dol, commanding thart the 
children of Iſrael thould be brought unto it, and / 


worſhip it, Bur fome of them choſe rather to ſuf- 


fer death for the religion of their God, and ſome 


other fell from the Synagogue their mother 
Church. Before this he rook away alſo their Sab- 
bath, their New Moon, and leagne of Circumci- 
ſion : forbidding that in any wiſe they ſhould ob+ 
ſerve theſe Commandmenrs m any place through» 
our all his Dominions, For the which he put ma» 
ny of the 1ſraclices to death, and opprefſed them 
more, then did ever any of their enemies or ad- 
verſaties. Th: ſecond man in honor next himſelf 
in Jeruſalem, was one Po/jpus, he ereRted an Image 
in the Temple, commanding the people of Iſrael 
to worſhip it: and whoſoever was diſobedient, ro 


be flain, Therefore he put to death Hanna and |. 


her ſeven children, as it is mentioned in other pla- 
ces, When Antiechw perceived this, it increaſed 


- his harred towards Ifrac}, infomuch thac he did 


his endeavour that none of them ſhould eſcape or 
be left alive, except ſach as would worlhipthe Im- 
age, Then fled many of the Iſrachites rothe mount 
Motiit, and to Fericho, becauſe of the law of Polj- 
pr nd Antiocrbus his lord, having to their Gover» 
nour the high Prieſt Mattathias ſon of Foby, orhere 


wiſe called {aſmmeme, The Prieſt enjoyned | 
chem to faſt , and puniſh themſelves before rhe |

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Lord with weeping ſackcloth and aſhes, And af- 
ter this he ſaith unte them if ye will jeopard your 
lives for the holy Lord, why dye welike women? 
Ler us go and hghe with Polipus R and if we dye, 
we ſhall dye with honor: paradventure the Holy 
and bleſſed God will help us, and will not root 
out the remnant of Iſrael, To this counſd eve- 
ry man aſſembled, and made a covenant with | 
him upon this thing, Po/ipus hearing this, gather» 
ed his forces together, and made rowards them 
to deſtroy them , and what Ifraclice ſoever he 
found in his way, he flew him. Mattathiss the 
Prieſt, and all the remnant of Iſrae|, underſtan- 
ding that Polipus came againſt them, they went up 
the mount Modiit with their wives and children. 
Then put he himſelf and his ſons in armor. He 
had five ſons, Fudas the eldeſt, thenexr Fohona» 
than, the third Foachan, the fourth Schimezn, the 
fife, Eleazar. All theſe were ya'iant men of war, 
When Polipu came to them, he craftily ſpake to 
Mattathias, ſaying: Thou art one of the chiefmen 
in Iſfracl, and a man of honor and eſtimation. 
Come down therefore, and all thar be with thee, 
warſhip the Image, and ftrive not againſt the 
King, that ye may live and not be Teftroyed. 
Thou ſhalt be their Prince alſo, if thou ſhalc be 
conformable. But the Prieſt in no wiſe would be 
ſeduced by him, bur rather curſed and reviled 
him. Mettathias had an. Altar at the foor of the 
hill, whereupon when he had offered ſacrifice to 
the moſt bleſſed God : there came one of the wic- 
ked Iſraclites out of _— Camp, and killed 


4 upon 
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upon it aſwine. This villain was young and lu- 
ty, but the Prieſt wasold: yer when he ſaw what 
this lewd fellow had done, crying to his God to 
ſtrengthen him, he challenged a combat berween 
himſelf and the fellow. Which ching being liked 
both of che fellow, and of Polipus, with his whole 
arwy: Mattathias came down with his drawnſword 
in his hand, and the fellow ſtood againſt him rea- 
dy to receive him, But the Prieſt ruſhing upon him, 


by che aſſiſtance of his God, overcame him, cut off | 


his head, and caſt his carcaſs upon the Altar: 
whereat Polipus and his whole Hoaſt were much a- 
ſonied beholding one another, The Prieſt ſtood 
ſill by the Alcar, crying, which of you will come 
to me man for man ? Then Po/ipws picked out a 
ſtrong champion, the beſt of all his army, and 
brought him out of the arreis of his hoaſt,co teach 
him his lefſon, how he ſhould behave himſelf with 


the Prieſt, The Prieſt therefore drew toward the ; 


camp Witch his naked ſword in his hand, as though 
he came to joyn with their champion: bur leaving 
him, he turned his ſword upon Polipw, ſtruck of 
his head, and fled to the hill. Then blowing their 
Lorns, and making a ſhout together, they ruſhed 
down upon the Grecians camp. But when the 
Grecians ſaw that their grand Captain was (lain, 
they fled, Chaſmoname and his ſons with ali [ſrael 
followed the chaſe ; overthrew them, and made 
great ſlaughter, 

This done, Mattathias the Prieſt went to 
Jeruſalem , purified che Temple , reſtored the 
worlhipping of God, and commanded ol

that were born during the time of Polipus to be 
circumciſed, for by the nieans of his inhibition, 
they were uncircumc.ſed. Thus. being eſtabliſhed, 
he (ace upon the T hrone of the Kiugdom , and 
drove the Greeks out of the Land of Iſrae]. His 
kingdom endured one ygar, which was the 212. 

ear from the building of the ſecond Honſe. After 
this he fell fick, and like to die, charged his ſons 
to keep the obſervations of the Lord, and to walk 
in his wayes: alſo to play the men againſt the 
Grecians, for the Religion of the Lord. Then 
brought he forth Fad a tall man & a hardy, and 
placing him in the SanCtuary, took a horn of oy), 
and poured it upon his head, whereat the Iſraclits 
clapped their hands, and gave a great ſhout, ſay» 
ing, God ſave'the King, God ſave the King, 

Soon after, 7udas gathered an Army of Iſrae), 
and made an expedition againſt the Remnant of 
the Greeks that were left in the Holds of Iſrael, 
and whatſoever he took in hand,God gave it good 
ſucceſſe, Notwithſtanding, Antiochw ſent againſt 
him a Puiſſane Army, under the leading of one 
Captain Peloniw, againſt whom Fudas ſo warred, 
that the Grecians went co wrack, for he eſpied his 
time when they were deſticuce of vituals, and ſpee- 
dily ſet upon them, beat ther down.-handſmooth, 
and approached to Captain Pelonius ; flew the va- 
lianceſt about him, yea, and bim alſo; When Anti» 
echus heard this,he was in a great rage : wherefore 
be choſe out a moſt valianc Captain, called Lyſigs, 
and ſent him againſt Feryſalem, with 1000. Horſes 
men,and Footmen wuhout number. 74a having 


knowledge 
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knowledge thereof, commanded a Faſt chrough- 
our all Iſrael for three dayes, and afterwards took 
Muſter of all bis Army, and made over them Cap- 
tains of chouſands, hundreds, fifties, and tens. 
Theſe ſaid to their ſouldiers, #hoſoever is afraid, 
&c, Whereupon manygof the people returned 
home, yer there remained 7500. of ſuch courage 
all, that one would not have run away for a hun- 
dred. Lyſis divided his Hoaft into three parts, 
committing them unto three Captains, Nicanor, 
Baegris, and Pro/omy : But afcer the Iſraclics had 
once givena great ſhout, the Lord beat down the 
Greeks,ſfochat the Iſraclics deftroyed nine thou- 
{and of their enemies, and ſpoiled the whole Hoaſt, 
and they that remained alive, took themſelves to 
flight, The next day King Jada kept his Sab- 
bath, together with all [ſrae] in che Temple, for 
the battel was upon the fixth day, The morrow 
after, the Iſraclits returned to the ſpoil of thoſe 
that were killed, and after to purſue other that 
werenotable toreſiſt : but they found none, for 
they were fled into Ataroth Karnaum, 

During the cime of theſe Wars, Antiocbus inva- 
ded the Land of Perha, for they had moved War 
againſt him, and done injury, wherefore he fought 
again him : bur having the overthrow at cheir 
hands, he returned to Antiochia with great ſhame, 
where alſo he found his Armies with another diſ- 
honour and foil. Wherewith he was in ſuch rage, 
that he gathered together all the valianteſt and 
beſt Warriours in all Grecja, yea all that were able 
20 bear weapons,(wearing he would bring with him 
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fach an Army, thar all the ground about Jeruſa- 
lem ſhould not fuffice them ro ſtand upon, whom 
he would have wich him, even for his foormen on- 
ly : And he ſet forward his Horſemen,with horſes 
and wagons laden with all manner of municion 
for the Wars ; as Bows, Shields, Targets, Swords, 
and Spears, Breftplares, and Moriuns, beſides a 
great number of tlephancs, and ſuch, chat ewelve 
valiant men mizhe fight upon one Elephant, the 
Elephants bemg to them as a fortrefſe, Bur King 
Fudas taking heart ro himyput his rruſt in his God, 
and joyned barrel with him. Aricngch when he 
with the power of 1ſracl approached to the Ete- 
ants, they flew rhem down righr, fo that the E= 
ephanrs roared, the Horſes and all che beaſts thac 
drew the baggage and furniture, were very fore 
afraid, King Antiocbus ao, bang monnted upon 
his Mare,and not ableto fic her in her flight, was 
thrown down, His ſervants therefore tnding him, 
took him vp,and bare him a while upon their ſhoul- 
ders,and (being a corpulent and grofſe man) they 
were not able cocarry him furcher, buc caſt him 
down in the way. The Lord had plagned him 
alſo and his whole Hoſt before with « dry ſcab,or 
rotten mectier,amd wich other moſt horrible de(ſca- 
ſes: therefore as he ſaw all theſe things, he confeſ(- 
ſed ic to be the hand cf God, Whereupon he made 
a vow,that if ke eſcaped,he would circumciſe him+ 
felf,wrrh all his Couldiers,and would convert them 
to the worſhipping of the God of Lireel ; but God 
heard him not, He tied therefore a foot as well 
as he might, and died by the way, chrongh his 
greivous 
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grievous and fore diſcaſes, and Opiter his ſon 
reigned in his ſtead. King 7»das with all Iſrael, 
returned with great joy to the houſe of the Lord, 
offered ſacrifice : and as they had laid wood upon 
the Altar, and the ſacrifice upon that, they called 
unto the Lord, lovingly to accept their ſacrifice, 
and in the mean ſpace,fire came forth of the Alcar 

its own accord, conſuming the ſacrifice and the 
wood, the like never chanced unto them to this 
day. This miracle was wrought the 25, day of 
the moneth Elul,or d4ngult. 

The King made an expedition alſo inco Arabiz, 
to war upon the people thereof,and made of them 
a great ſlatizhter, brought chem into ſubje&ion, 
and made them tributaries. In his return he ſer 
upon « great City of the Greeks, wan it,and razed 
it, After that, he made a road into Greece ten 
dayes journey, where came againſt him with a 
mighry Army the-chiefman in King Opiters Realm, 
next his perſon : but” Judas dilcomficed him and 
all his people. From whence he went to the City 
Oypolis that was under the Romans, where came 

rth tomeet him Godolies with a royal Preſent, 
informing him chat they had ever born the |ſrae- 
lies good will, were their neighbours, and ſhewed 
them pleaſures. The King examined the matter, 
and found their words true : ſo receiving their 
Preſents, departed thence. 

Afﬀeer this Goygorius a Captain of the Romans, 
moved War with 7udas, but Fudas ftruck a battel 
wich him, and deſtroyed his whole Army, ſo that 
none eſcaped, 

Opiter 
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Opiter ſon cf Antioch, hearing what a&s Indes 
did in all Countries round about : he muftred all 
his people,levyed a puilſant Army, wherewith he 
came and befieged Bethar. Then cryed Indas and 
all Iſrael to their God with faſting and ſacrifices. 
The night after, [ud divided his men into certain 
bands, commanding them to give the Grecians a 
Camiſado, and to enter their Camp whiles it was 
dark : which they did, and (lew very many of 
the beſt of the Grecians, about 4090. preparing 
nevertheleſſe for the Field againſt the morrow 
where alfo the Iſraclites did beat down many of 
the Greeks. In that Battel was flain Eleazer ſon 
of Mattathias the Kings brother. For when he 
eſpied one with a golden ſword. upon the Ele- 
phantyhe thought him co be King Opiter, who had 
20. Elephants in his Army 3 therefore he took 
heart to him, and beat down the ſouldiers of the 
Greekson both ſides were they never (o ſtrong, 
till he came to the Elephant, And becauſe the 
Elephant was ſo high chat he could nor reach 
chem chat ſate upon him, he thruſt his ſword into 
the belly of che beaſt, to evercthrow the King, 
whereat the Elephant (ſhrunk together and fell up- 
on Eleazar, that he died there, for whoſe ſake all 
Iſrael mourned,and made great |amencarion, 

But Opiter hearing this, ſtraightway made ſuice 
to King Tudas for peace, and a League to be mide 
between them,which after Tudas had conſented un« 
co,he returned home into Greeee again,and by che 
way fell into the hands of his enemies that flew 


him, 
Aﬀeer 
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Aﬀeer him ſucceeded Demetriss,his enemy, who 
was the caufe of his death, There were at that 
time,certain evil difpoted perſons of the Jews,thart 
ſerved the King of c..e Grecians in his Wars, name- 
ly, one Alkemu who went to the King of the 
Greeks at that time lying at A4ntiochia, and ftirred 
him co move War upon [fracl,and King I»4es. By 
whoſe ſuggeſtion Demetrius ſent againſt Tudas a 
Captain called N:-anor, with a ftrong Army. He 
now coming to Jeruſalem, Jet Tudas underftand 
thac he bare him good will, and was defirous to 
make peace, and to enter into a League with him. 
Therefore as Indas came forth accompanied with 
his brechren the ſons of Chaſmoname, Nicanor met 
him in the way, imbraced him, and kiffed him : 
after that,led him to his pavillion, and ſet him up- 
on his pavitlion, and ſet him vpon his ſeat of Ho- 
nour. King [4s a ſo afcer he returned from the 
Camp,made unto N:canvy a great feaſt, calling him 
and his Noble men with himmto Jerufalem,where 
they cat and drank at the Kings Fable. King 
Iudas was yet unmarried, wheretore N canor mo- 
ved himtcotaktea Wife, that he might have iſſue, 
and nor looſe his fucceffion, whoſe counſel Iudas 
allowed. 

This done, the lewd pickthank 4/kimns decla- 
redto King Demetrics the League that Nicanor 
had mae with King In4as:whereat Demetrixs bes 
ing wroth,writ unto Nicanor, that he had intel.i- 

ence of his traicerous praftiſes. Nicenor was in 
eruſalem when this Letter was delivered him, 
When 1udss heard of the contents of the a -- 
ac 
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he fled ont of Jeruſalem into Samaria, where he 
founded a Trumpet, and gathered Ifracl toge-= 
ther. 

Nicanor upon theſe letters entred the Houſe of 
the Lord to ſeek Fudas, but he found him not. 
Then he examined the Prieſts, who (ware they 
knew not what was become of him, 

After he had now ſought him in every carner 
throughout Jeruſalem, aud could not find him,in 
a fume he (ware he would beat down the Temple: 
and gathering together all his Hoſt, He made ſpeed 
againſt 7udas, 

When he heard of Nicanors coming,he iſſued out 
of Samaria to met him, and after they had joyn» 
ed battel, Fudas flew of the Greeks to the num+ 
ber of eighteen thouſand Horſemen, took Nicanor 
alive, and was intended to kill him. Bur Nicanor 
beſought pardon of him, alledging that the King 
knew well enough, that he began not this bartel 
with his good will, but leſt he (hould tranſgrefle 
the Commandment of the King his Maſter. Where- 
fore ( (aith he) I humbly beſeech your Majeſty 
not te kill me, and I will ſweare unto you, that [ 
will never bear Arms againſt you, nor annoy you 
any more. 

Upon this the King made a League with him, 
and diſmiffed him, So be returned co che King his 
Maſter with ſhame enough, After this Demetrius 
died,and Lyſia his ſon raigned in his ftead; yer the 
wicked men ceaſed not, but moved againſt King 
Lyſie to make a voyage in his own perſon, with a 
puifſant Arwy againſt Judas: but having che = 

nrow 
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throw of King Fudas, be fled unto Aſdotum, till he 
had ftrongly repaired again his Army. Then came 
he the ſecond time upon Fudes, in which conflit 
the Iſraclites were pur to flight. King J#das not- 
wichſtanding,fled neither one way nor other, but 
called to his men, and exhorted them to return 


- and ſtick to him, yet they would-not obey him. 


So he abod alone with his drawn ſword in his 
hand, unto whom none of his enemies durſt ap- 
proach nigh, but wich chariors and horſemen chey 
environed him,and Archers ſhot ar him, wounding 
him ſore,cill hefell down dead upon the ground, 
and they that were about him were taken alive. 
The time that he reigned over [ſracl was fix years, 
Many of the Greeks Captains were (lain alſoin 
that baccel,and the King himſclf ſo wounded,thar 
he was fain to get him into his Country to be cu- 
red of his wounds. Afﬀeer he had recovered his 
health, he returned again, came to Jeruſalem,and 
toall the Cities of [ſrac], with the power of the 
Greeks,wherewith he ſo afflifted chem at that time 
for the ſpace of four moneths after the death of 

xdas, that the hike tribulation was never ſeen 18 

ſracl. In che mean ſeaſon, the Iſraclirs reſorted 
to Toxathas the ſon of Mattathies, and made him 


- King in Indz2's ſtead, and were {worn unto him. 


T his Toxathes fought d. vers great battels againſt 
the Greeks,having the aid of one Samnus-of the 
kindred of Alexander the firſt, who had made a 
League with lonatbas, and took his part againſt 
Grecia,waſted and ſpoiled it ſore,till at length,rhe 
King of the Grecians flew Jonathas by a wrajny 
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His reign over [fracl was fix years. 

Then was S$:meon his brother King in his ftead ; 
againſt him came Antiochns the ſecond, King of the 
Grecians came to war ; but S;meon met him and 
laid firſt and an ambuſh to entrap the Greeks, and 
then ordered his barrel in array againſt Antiocbus. 
After thar, he with his whole Hoſt made a face, 
faining as they fled, and retired, till they percei- 
ved Antiochus, who purſued them, ro be within 
their danger, then the ambuſh brake forth upon 
the Greeks, made a very great flaughter, Afﬀeer 
this, Simeon returned co Jeruſalem wich great 
joy. | Waco 

Then ſent Ptolomee King of Egypt, an Embaſ- 


ſage to Simeon King of Iſrael, offering him his + 


daughcer in marriage, To this requeſt when King 
Simeon had conſented, Pro/omee came to ferufalem, 
where was made him a great Feaſt, and they were 
allyed together. Vhereupon Antiochus King of 
he Grecians writ to Pro/omee King of Egyprt,pri- 

ily to murther $;»2e0u King of Ifrac]. Whom Pro- 
omee durit not but obey, for at thac cime the King 


' bf Egypt was in fubjeCtion to the Greeks, - There- 


ore when Simeon came into E.gyprt cofee his father 
n law Ptolomee, he was received with great feaſt- 
ig : but in the ſame time he had poiſon given,chat 
he dicd thereof, Beſides his alfo, his ſon which 
ame with him, Pto/omee calt in priſon. Thele 
,o- juſtly chanced unto S:meor, tor that he had 
ran{grefſed che word of the Lord,that f;rbad all 
lliance with the Genriles. Thetime that he reign- 
yer Iſrael, was eighteen years, 
D The 
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Then Fob his ſon reigned in kis Read, who was 
cal.ed Hrcanss inthe Greek Tongue. The ſame 
Ptolomy king of  gypt invaded [irae)l with all the 
power that he could make. But Fobn the ſcn of 
Sime:n met him, and the Lord overthrew Pto/omy 
with his whole Hoſt,cthat they were {lain of the Iſ- 
raelites, and purſued to the City Dagon, abcut 
which time the Iſraclites made irenches, and be- 
fieged ir. Now within the Town they had the mo- 
ther of king Hircanss, whom Ptolomy cauſed to be 
ſet upon the walls, and co be ſcourged with whips 
in the ſizhr of her ſon, When Hircanvs ſaw the 
great affl.&tion of his mother,he would have railed 
his Giege,and departed from Ptro/omy. Bur his mo- 
ther called unro him, and ſaid, My dear fon Fobn, 
regard not my trouble, for all chaſtenings come 
from God. Proceed mantuily with thy ſege a- 
gain(t this City, for ic is in great diftrelle, and re- 
venge me.thy father and brother murthered by 
Ptolomy. The king followed her adviſe,and man- 
fully raiſed a Monnt, from the which he batrered 
the walls with Engines of Iron like Chariors, till 
they begen to ſhake. \V herefore many of the ſouli- 
ers ofthe 1 own fled,and their companies began to 
ſharrer, Prol;my ſeeing this, commanded to afflict 
his muther yet more, and to increale her ſcour- 
gings, until the entrails of Hircanus was moved, 
that he could not abide ionger to ſee his morher (0 
cruelly handled,bu: leave che fiege, and let Prolo- 
my e(cape : who nevercheletle killed his mother, 
and fied into Egypt. 

In the fourth year of king Hircans reign, Pins 
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king of Greece came and beſieged Jeruſalem 
wich a greac power aud ſtrength, whom Hircanus 
was not able to meet and encounter wichal in the 
field, but ſuffered himſelf robe cloled up in the 
City. The king ofthe Grecians cheretore raiſed 
great towers againſt the Ciry,apart from the wall, 
digged acrench, and caſt up a mounc. Then p:an= 
red they their Engins named F.ams agaimlt the 
gares, ſo that the City was hard befjezed: for they 
beat down one of the T urr<rs that ftood upon the 
wall, whereat all Iſrael was afraid,and agreed to» 
oetherto ilſue our,and «kirmilk with them, whats 
ſoever ſhould come thereon,life or deach. Which 
alchough Hircanu liked not, yet they did ſo,and 
ſlew many of cheir enemies, and pur them alforo 
flight that they were con(trained co encampthem «» 
ſelves farther off from Jerutalem, Then the I(- 
raclites came to Tie rowers thar che Greeks had 
builded,and razed them co the ground, Thus they 
ifſaed our daily, s&irmuſhing wich Pzus, until che 
Feaſt of che Tabernacles. Then ſenc Hrrcanzs to 
Pinsgdetiring him that he would granc chem I ruce, 
and iec them be at peace while the Featt laſted, 

His requeſt Pins granced, and fenca fat Oxe co be 
off:red to che od of Ifracl,covering his horns 
wich beaten gold, and drethng him wich filers of 
chriſtal, & other precious (tones, clad alſo in a'gar- 
ment of Purple, aud d.vers orher precious cloaths, 

He ſent moreover place, both of ui ver,and gold, 

full of divers kinds of (pices,all to be offered unto 

the Lord, When Hircanss (aw chis, he wenr ouc 

unto-Pi#s,and after he had made peace with himy 
D z he 
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he made him and his chief men of War a great 
Feaſt, and gave him a Preſent of IiI C, pound 
weight of Gold : He went alſo with Pus to aid 
him againſt the King of Perſia, that at that time 
rebelled againſt him. Bur he rarried there not 
Jong, becauſethe time of Pentecolt was at hand. 
Wherefore Hircanus and the Hoſt of Iſrael re- 
turned-z but Pius and his Army of the Grecians 
roceeded. Whomthe king of the Perſians met in 
the field, flew Pius hinſelf,and vanquiſhed rhe re- 
fidue,thar almoſt none remained. V Vhereof when 
tydings came to Hircanss he was very glad, and 
returned to Jeruſalem witch peace and joy, 

Afcer this, Hircanus made many great Battels 
with the Nations about him, and had ever vi- 
cory. 

He alſo came to the Mount of Corizim, where 
he won a fort of the Sce&aries and Samaritans, and 
razed the Temple that the Se&aries had there as 
their houſe of Sanftuary, which chey builded by 
the licence of Alexander the firſt king of the 
Greeks. He that built it was M2xaſſe the Prieſt, 
brother to Swmeon the juit, But Hircansus the high 
Prieſt pulled ir down two hundred years after 
that it was builded, From thence he went to the 
Gity of Samaria and beſieged it. This was the 
mother City of the Samaritans, - and Seftaries, 
which was brought to ſuch diſtrefſe, by the long 
fiege of Hircanys that they within were fain to 
eat the carcaſes of Dogs. | 

The fez it of Propitiation then at hand, H jrca- } 
aus made fpeed to Jeruſalem to execuce his office | 
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at that feaſt, ( for he was high Prieſt ) appointed 
for Generals of his Army, 4ri/tobulus his eldeſt ſony 
and his ſecond Axtigonns, 

In the mean feaſon,they wich'n the Town writ 
to the king of Greece, to come to ſuccour them, 
which he did with a great power, But theſe two 
young men the kings ſons,went to meetthem with 
the ſtrength of the [ſraclires, and gave them the 
overthrow, killing them up almoſt every one, to 
the number of twenty one thouſand fighting men, 
and the reſt fled, 

Thar done,the young men returned to the ſiege 
of Samaria. King Hircanss their father, had ti- 
dings of the coming of the Grecians againſt his 
ſons, ſo that he perceived they ſhould have the 
Grecians of the one {ide of them, and the Samari» 
tans and SeRaries of the other : bur he knew no- 
thing what was hapned, for thar vitory chanced 
the ninth day of Tiſre, or September, His heart 
therefore was careful for his tons, and for Iſrael ; 
notwith{tanding he proceeded in his office accor- 
ding as the fealt required : as he entred into the 
houſe of Santtum Sanftorum,or the Moſt Holieſt,to 
offer mcenle, and to call tor mercy for his chil- 
dren and for his Army,he heard a voice (peaking 
unto him : Never trouble thy mind with-thy chal» 
dren,and with the Hoſt of Iſrael,for yeſterday the 
Lord of mercy heard them, and according to the 
greatneile of his goodneſs, for thy Fathers ſakes: 
Letthy heart therefore be right, and thy hands 
pure, So the King going our of che Sanuary, 
declared it tothe people, Whereupon che nexc 
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day he ſent poſt ro Samayia and was aſſuredly 
certified again that. this was true, V Vherefore 
King Hircanu was magnified greatly of all Iſrael, 

for they knew thatthe bleſſed Lord accepted hig 
doings,infpiring him with the holy Ghoſt,and in- 
creaſing his kinzdom and Pri fthood, After this 
he took j journev to Samaria, beſieged ic a whole 
year, and at Jength wan it, flew all a!ſo that bare 
life within. He razed the walls, the palace, and 
burnt up the Ciry. He had wais alſo with the Ro- 
mans,and the Arabians : and God proſpered all 


rhat ever he took in hand. Shortly after, God, 


gave him reſt and quietnefſe from all that dwelt 
about him. and from all his enemies,ſo that Iſrael 
reſted boldly in peace and cranquilicy all his time, 

Cn a time the King made a Feaſt to all the Sa» 
ges of [[rael, that tlticy might make cheer with 
him. And being pleaſantly diſpoſed, be ſaid, T am 
your Scholler, and whatſoever I do, that do T ty your 
Authority. Wherefore I pray you, if you ſee any fault 
in me.cr if | do not s becometh me,tell me of it,that 
I might reform my evil way. Then every man great- 
ly exrolled and commended him, ſaying ; who is 
like unto thee, our Lord King, (o worthy of the 
Kingdom & Priefthood, fo notablein good works, 
whole works be done for the God of heaven, 
which haſt alſo done us fo much good i in Ifrae] ? 


Tire King was well pleaſed with theic anſwer,and - 


rejoyced g greatly. Yet was there one among 
them,* an Undiicreet man, called E/ezaar, who 
ſpate unailviſedly to the king. And ir pleaſe youe 


Majeſty, it were lufficicnt for you to have the 
Crown 
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Crown of the Kingdom,ye might leave the Crown 
of the Prieſthood to the (ſeed of Aaron for as much 
as your mother was Captain in monnt Modiir, In- 
continent the King was moved and ſore diſplea- 
ſed againſt the Sages : which certain of his ſer- 
vants that hated the Sages,and ſmelled ſomewhat 
of Sets, perceiving one of them, informed the 
King chat whatſoever that undiſcreet perſon had 
ſpoken,ic was not withour the adviſe of the Sages, 
Wherenpon the King demanded of the Sages, 
what law ſhall that man have that in deſpight of 
the King ſpeaketh things to his reproach ? They 
made an(wer, he is worthy to be whipt. Then 
ſaid one of the Saducees,the matter is plain, thar 
according to the minds of the Sages, and ar their 
bidding, he upbraided thee, and therefore they 
would not award him to die, Whereat che King 
held his peace,and gave never a word to anſwer : 
ſo all the joy was turned into ſadnefſe. The next 
day at the commandment of the King, proclama- 
tion went to all the Cities in the Kings Domint- 
ons,that they ſhould ſtand to the ordinance of $ x- 
boch and Bithus : and wholoever ſhould refuſe to 
follow their Decrees,or would obſerve the Tradi- 
tionsof the Sages,and obey their will, ſhould (uf - 
fer death. T his was Fobx the high Prieſt, which had 
the Prieſthood forty years, and in the end became 
a Saducee. Notwithſtanding che [ſraelites obeyed 
not the kin;zs commandment, but rather privily 
followed the ordinances of the Sages: The 
king himſelf and all his ſervants followed the 
Traditions of the Saducees, making Inquiſition 
D 4 for 
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for them that ſtuck to the conſticutions cf the 
Sages, and putting to death as many as he could 
get knowledge of, By this means he drew much 
people of Iſrael into this apinion. The time that 
Hircanus ruled over Ifracl, was 3x. years, and 
then he died. 

Afﬀcer him reigned his ſon Ariffobulus, for he 
had chree ſons, Ariſtobulus, Antigonw, and Alexan- 
der; T his Alexander was hated of his Father, 
and baniſhed cut of his preſence, He went there- 
foreand made War upon Iyre and Sidon, ſub- 
- wy them, and compelled them to be circumci- | 

ed. 

Ariſiobuluc regarded not the high Prieſt-hood, 
bur set light by it, wherefore he would not exe- 
cute the office thereof, but rook the Kingdom up= 
on himand ſet the Crown upon his head, and was 
called the great King. Belides this, he baniſhed 
his mother, and Alexander her ſon, his younger 
brother,and would not { ffer them to dwell in Je» 
ruſalem, Bur he loved his brother Antigonns, and 
made him Lieutenant General] of all his Wars,(et- 
ting ham forward into the Wars againſt his ene- 
mies, Wherein the young man Antigorus bad good 
fortune, and proſpered in all things that he took 
in hand,and returned ſafe to Jeruſalem, where he 
entred into the houſe of the Sanfuary to pray for 
his brother the King, which at chat time was grie- 
voully fick : and alſo toacknowledge before the 
Lord God, his goudnelle and mercy towards him, 
in that ke aided him againk his enemies, Then 
came a certain wicked perſon unco the King, and 
informed

informed him with this tale : Thy brocber ( ſaith 
he) returning from the wars, inquired of chy 
health, and when it was told him thou waſt ſick, 
he ſaid, I will go to him co day and rid him outet 
the world. When the King heard rhis, he was 
wroth toward the Sages, and commanded his bro- 
ther to be apprehended, and carried to theplace 
ot Starton, there to be kept in priſon, till he had 
made further inquifacion of this matcer. In the 
mean ſpace the Queen, the Kings wife, comman= 
ded him co be put to death there, withoat know- 
ledge of the Kings mind. But when the King 
heard that his brother was killed, he cryed our 
and wept bitterly, ſmicing his breaſt in (uch ſorr 
wich his hand, that he ſwouned, and much blood 
iſſued our of his mouth. He reigned over Iſrae] 
WO J cars. 

After him his brother A/exander reizned, who 
was «l(o called, King 7 ani, being brought our of 
Priſen, where his brocher had pur him, and made 
King of Iſrael, He was a mighty man, and valiant 
in all his wars againft his enemies, prevailing againſt 
them, He had wars with che Philiftims namely X- 
ſam and Aſca/on, whom he pur to the worſe, and 
overcame them, This man refuſed not the Priefſt- 
hood, buc was high Prieſt, Ic chanced onatime, 
when he ſtood at the Alcar to offer ſacrifice, one 
of the ſages caſt a Cedar tree on him, whereat he 
lifced up his right hand upon the Alcar crying give 
me my ſword. Then the Sages kneeled down 
before him, and (ware they did © not of any con- 
tempt bur racher ( (ay they ) that we thus ſpor- 

ting 
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ting before the Lord, would be merry upon the 
High ſoſemn day. But the Kings ſervants anſwer- 
ed roughly again, ſaying ; alchough ye play and 
xejoyce , yet it is not the manner of the country 
to uſe any ſuch deſpightfull cuſtome with the 
King. The contention waxed hot againſt them, 
eill ac Jengch che Sages ſpake evil of che King, ca- 
ſting in his ceeth that he was an unhallowed and 
ſuſpended perſon , and that his Grand-mother 
on the fachers ſide was a Captain in mount M9- 
diit, whereby her ſeed was ittained. The King 


was fore moved at that, inſomuch that he com+-_ 


manded all the Sages to bes (lain. Therefore, 
whereſoever they found them, in the SanKuary, 
or in the ftreecs of Jeruſalem, they killed them 
forthwith, Then the King commanded that eve- 
ry man ſhould obey the governance and traditi- 
ons of the Saducees. So in thoſe daies had the 
Sages great tribu:ation, ſome fc)l onthe ſword, 
ſome fled away, and ſome tarried at home with 
great dilhonor. 

Afcer theſe matters, the King made an expe- 
dition into Arabia, entred the country as far as 
the rock ofthe Wilderneſs, againſt #4'tam King 
of Arabia atid ſubdued his iand. Atter thar, he 
Warred on Wedaba and the whole Land of Moab, 
Vanquithed them, and bringing thein under cri> 
bute, and fo returned wich honor to Jeruſalem. 
When he had after this well bzthought tim of his 
doings, it repented !-im of his evil wates : where» 
foie he alcered tis mind and began co make much 
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of the Sages, ſubmicting him to their ordinance; 
and efteemed their traditions, 

There was at that time a kind of Se& that were 
called Phariſees, of whom ſuch as had eſcaped, 
the King ſent ro call them home again, and when 
they came into his preſence, he ſpake unto them 
words of comfort ſaying, My brethren, ye ſhall 
underſtand, that the thing which is once done, 
muſt needs be tearmed as it is, and cannot be re- 
voked. And truth ic is, you cannot excuſe the 
reproach that ye did me , nor [I cannot call again 
the blood that ] have ſhed, Notwithſtanding I 
confeſs my fault unto you, and have changed my 
indignation to love, praying you to pur out of 
your heart a)l rancor and malice, lay away all your 
mourning and forrowfulneſs of your minds, re- 
joycing mm your reconciliation and atonement with 
me, and be of good cheer, But they made him 
anſwer: we will nor lay away our hatred and en- 
mity» for thou ſpeakeit bur deceicfully, and we 
ſpeak that is truth. Furthermore, thou haſt kil- 
led our chief men and Elders, neither baſt chou 
oniy done us this injury : bur as Hircan thy fa- 
ther began this miſchief, ſo thou haſt kolden on 
and continued it, Wherefore this hatred between 
thee and us hath taken ſome root, neither can we 
leaveour lamentation till thou dye, and God take 
vengeance on thee for our ſakes. Then ſhall we 
rejoyce when we ſee vengeance, So they departed 
from his preſence, neither did che King give them 
any an{weratall, Bur when they law the King rn 
be 
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be incenſed againſt them, and by that means the 
matter might zedound to their own harm, after 
conſulration had, they went to the King of Greece, 
whoſe name was Demetr:iuc, ſhewed him what Hir- 
canus and Alexander his ſon had don to the Phari- 
ſees, and all the [ſraelites that bare them good 
will, and followed their craditions, and how they 
alſo hated Alexander, for the miſchief that he had 
wrought them, fo that if any man will come and 
revenge the malice of Alexander, they would be 

ready to aid him. Demetrius followed their ad- 

vice, and afſembling togerher all his people , to 

the number of 400000. horſemen , and ftootmen 

withour number, he took his Journey, and en- 

camped againit S;chem. 

The King Alexander raiſed fix thouſand horſee 
men to aid him, Bur the King of the Grecians 
writ privily to the Antients of the Seftaries, that 
they ſhould not aid Alexander z to the fouldiers 
alfo that Alexander had hired, he ſent rewards, 
gold and filver, that they returned home to their 
country , and aided not Alexander, whereupon 
he was not able to withſtand Demetrizs. There- 
fore hearing that Demet rizs was remove | from $4- 
chem toward Jeruſalem, intending to take him in 
the City, he fled by night with a few of his men co 
the mountains, and | rked there, 

When the men of Iſrael that were in Fudes, 
heard chat the King was fled our of Jeruſalem,and 
that the City was in fear to come into the hands 
of the Grecians : they gathered themſelves toge= 
ther, and ſtood for their lives, as though _— 
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been one man, to the number of ten thouſand and 
ſet upon Demetrius Camp, killed all his beſt men 
of war, and ſpoiled all his Hoſt, chac he fled from 
them, and came home into his Country wich great 
diſhonor, 

This done, the King took heart to him, and re- 
curned to his Kingdom, bur the Phariſees fled co 
B:tbſhemes, fortifying themſelves againſt the King, 
who having intelligence thereof, gathered an Ar- 
my and went againſt them, won the City, aud 
took $00, of the chicfeſt Phariſees, bound them in 
chains, and brought them to Jeruſalem, 

Then banqueted he all his ſervants upon the 
roof of his Pallace in a high place, where his lear- 
ned Peers did eat and drink, til| they weredrunk. 
And in his merry mood he commanded thoſe eighe 
hundred Phariſees priſoners to be fetcht forth,and 
to be hanged every man of them upon gallowſes 
before him, at which fight he drunk and laughed 
heartily, 

After this he fell fick in the four and ewentieth 
year of his Reign, of a grievous diſeaſe, a Quar- 
rain Ague, that held him three years; and for all 
this he ſhrunk not nor lected to goto the war to 
encounter and fight with his enemies, what nation 
ſoever they were round about him, as though he 
had been a whole man. 

In che 27. year of his Reign, which was the 
third of his fickneſs, he made an expedition into 
the Land of CMoadb, againita certain City called 
Rabaga, to get it by force. Ar which time he was 

very lick aud weak; wherefore his wife 4/exendre 


the 
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che Queen went with him, fearing leaf} he ſhould 
dye by the way. And as he encamped himſelf a- 
gainſt the City, andurged ir fore with affaults, 
his fickneſs increaſed upon him more and more, 
Wherefore his wife, perceiving that he was like to 
dye, wept bicterly for him, and ſaid; to whom 
ſhall 1 be ſo bold as to ſhew my face when chou

On a time therefore when ile Queen (ate in the 


| throne of her hingdum, the ca!'d the antiencs 


of 
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of the Phariſees before her, honored them, and 
commanded to releaſe and ſet at liberty all ſuch 
Phariſees as the King her husband, and her facher 
m Law had caſt in priſon, and taking the Phari- 
ſees by the hands ſhe commanded all Iſrael ro obey 
their ordinances. Then made ſhe Hircany her 
ſon high Prieſt, and Ari/tobulus Lieutenanc of the 
Wars. 

She ſent alſo to all che Lands that her hnsband 
and father in Law had ſubdued, and demanded 
the noble mens ſons for pledges, which ſhe kepr 
in Jeruſalem, So the Lord gave tothe Queen | 
quierneſs from all that were under her ſub;ef&ti- 
on. She gavealſo the Phariſees authority over the 
learned fore, putting them in their hands to or- 
der at their ill 

Whereupon ſtraight way they found one D#- | 
griz, 2 great man amongit che learned ſort, whom |: 
they flew, and much people belides of the Anci- 
ents of chat Set, (o that the SeQaries werein great 
difirefs. They gathered themſelves cogether there- 
fore, and came to Ariſtobulw the Lieutenant of the 
wars, and wich him they came to the Queen,ſay - 
mg unto her; Thou knoweſt the enmicy that ts 
berween us and the Phariſees, which hate thy 
husband and father in law, yea, and thy children 
alſo. We were his men of war that went with 
hie in all his affairs, aided him, now thou haſt gi- 
ven us into their hands to be murthered and ba+ 
miſbed out of the Land : What will Hartam King * 
of Arabia do, when he hearech this, that we ſhall * 
forfalke thee? He will come and revenge him -_ 
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all the battel that thy husband fought againſt him, / 
Yea, the Phariſees will cake his part, aud deliver 
thee and thy children into his hands, thar there 
ſhall nor be lefe unto Hircanw the King, and his 
Son Alexander thy husband, any name or rem- 
nant at all. The Queen gave themno word of 
anſwer; whereat Arijtobu/us was angry, and letred 
not toutter it to his mothers face, bur the would 
not hear him.. Wherefore Ariſtobulus counlelled 
the SeCtaries to go their waies, and depart out of 
Jeruſalem, to chooſe them Cities in the land of 
Fuda , where they might dwell with cheir honor, 
and not to ſuffer chemſe]ves to be lain under the 
Phariſees hands. Wherefore departing from Fe- 
rſalem, they dwelrc in the Cities of Juda: N8r 
long after this, ic fortuned the Queen fell ſore 
fk, that ſhe was like to dye, whereof when Arj- 


| .1bulus heard, he feared leaſt the Phariſces would 


make his brother Hircanu King, and at lengeh 
apprehends him, wherefore he fled away by nighr 
to the City of the Saducees to be their head, and 
make war upon his brother if he ſhould pre- 
fume toRaign. He came therefore to the Prince 
of the Saducees called Galuftizs, who was a good 
man of war. And after he had gathered a ſtrong 
army of the Saducees, his mother the Queeen ſene 
unto him that he ſhould return uncober , which 
he would not do, bur rather went to war wich the 
nations that dwelt about him, where he won ewen«- 
ty Ciries, and gor him great renown thereby. 
Now as the Queen his mother waxed flicker 
and ſicker, the chief Phariſees came unro _ 
| Wit 
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with her Son Hircanus, weeping before her, and 
ſaying, how they were afraid of her ſon Ariſtobu- 
lus, who if he ſhould come into Feraſalem and 
take it, he would deliver chem up into the hands 
of che Saducees, Unto whom ſhe anſwered, I am 
as you ſee at the poinc of death, not ableco talk 
much with you; there is here in my houſe great 


treaſure, that my husband and my father gather- * 
ed, and their parents, Kings of the poſterity of 
Chaſmonany, take that to you, and make my ſon ' 


Hircanw King over you. If Ariſtobulus will difturb 
him, and make war againſt him, ye may leavy 
men of war therewith, and ſuccour him as you 
think good. And even with this ſhe fainted and 
dyed, and was buried amongſt her people, after 
ſhe had raigned nine years over /ſrae/. The Pha- 
riſees therefore and Prieſts, with allthe inhabt- 


rants of Feryſalemy made Hircanw her ion King | 


in her ſtead. 


Ariſt»bulus hearing tidings of theſe things, aſ- | 


ſembled his Army and came toward Fer»ſalem, to 
fight againſt his brother. But Hircanw mer him, 
and encountred with him nigh unto Jordan Feri= 
cho. The Saducees of eAri/tobulus hoſt were good

thou wilt help him ( ſaith he) and lend him f(pee- 
dy aid, thou (halt cahly ſer Ariſtobulys betide the 
Kingdom; for all Iſrae! is inclined to Hircanus, 
and favour not Arijtobulys : Hrrtam avilwered, | 
am afraid of the Fews, and thcir crattineſs; 4/ex- 
auder his Father pur me thiice ro the foil in bat- 
tel by his fubrtilty, and cook my dominions from 
me. 
Then A»tipater ſwore unto him, He ſhall be 
( ſaich he) thy erue and rtruity friend, to do 
whatſoever thy heart defireth. T hus H :rtam 
was perſwaded, and they made a lea,ue togerher, 
Then Ancipater turned to Feryſalem, cauled Hir- 
canu to flye in thenight; and they both went co: 
gether to the King of Arabia, who much rejoy= 
ced at Hircanus coming , and received him hono- 
rably. When chey came together to intreat of the 
league, 
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league, Hartam demanded reſticution of ſuch Ci- 
ties as Hircanus Father had taken from him, to 
whom Hircanw conſented in all things, Where- 
fore Hartam raiſed all the people of Arabia, and 
led them to Feruſa/em to war upon ic, To Hir- 
canu allo came all the men of Fuda, ſave only 
they that dwelt at Feruſalem : fo berwixc them 
they beſet che City round about, It fortuned 
that in the (olemniry of che Palleover, rhey could 
not have their (ervice of the folemnicy in the ho- 
ly place , becauſe of the wars ; whereupon a cec- 
rain juſt and perfeC man of the Town, called H9- 
nyeuriga, brake out privily inco the Camp of Hir- 
canis, and Antipater his counſelier, and beſoughe 
them wich much prayer and cears, that they would 
granc a truce unto Ferrſulem, while the fealt of 
{weet bread laſted, that chey might execute the 
ſervice of (olemniry in the Holy place ; To whom 
Hircanus (aid, Thou art a jult man, and often 
when thou haſt prayed, the Lord tath heard thee, 
pray now therefore unto the Lord, to deliver Ari- 


ſtobulus into our hands, and that Iſ-ae! may reft: 


H -nyaurige anſwered, Am1 a God? or able to 
remove battels that be ſtirred up for many mens 
iniquicties ? Thus when he ſcemed to be unwilling 
ro pray, Hircanus men compeiled him, drawing 
their {words, and fayinz, it thou wile not prays 
thou ſhalt dyeforic. Tkerefore as he ſaw his life 
in jeopardy, hecryed un:orhe Lord , O Lord e- 
verlajting, which hajit choſen thy pe: ple (racl out of 
ali people, and haſt ſet thy Nume in his houſe, may it 
Pleaſe thy Majcity to plaut among the Children of I- 
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rael friendſhip and brotherhood ; take away from a» 
mong them this hatred which is riſen of nothing, and 

let not the one of theſe fatiions , prevail againſt the 
other, ſeeing they all be thy Servants, and children of 

thy Covenant. When the tervants of Hircanus heard | 
him ſay ſo, they ran upon him with their ſwords, 
and killed him : Buc God deferred not his venge- 
ance, for he ſtruck the hoſt, as well of the Arabi» 
ans, as of Hircanus, with a grievous peſtilence, 


CHAP. Il 


T the ſame time came from Rome a famous 
Captain called Pon-peirs to war againſt the 
country of Armenia: This P-wpeins (ent one of 
his chicf men to Damaſco, of v hom, as Ariſiobys 
} s (thus befieged ) ha: heard, and that an Ar- 
my of the Romaxs was come to Damaſco, helent 
him a preſent of four hundred pound weight in 
gold, deliring bim to remove the Army of the A» 
rabinns from him, and to :aile the lirge, 

In thole daies all the world obeyed the Romans, 
Thac Captain thereture writ unco Hirtam King 
of Arabia in this wile ; Depart from Jernſalem, 
if not , thin ſpalt underiis nd , thorn bajt troke thy 
league with the Senate of Tome, and the whole Army 
of the Romans fall Hyrtly invade thy Lind, Har 
tam ©: the light of this letter, raiſed his fjege, 
and departed from Jeruſalem. Hircazus = 

an 
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and Antipater departed with ſhame and reproach, 

Ariſtobulus upon that gathered a power, and 
purſued after them, gave the Arabians and I(- 
raclites that took Hircanns part a great Over- 
throw and after returned co Jeruſalem wich much 

Oy . 

Shortly afcer Pompeivs came to Damaſ.o, where 
Ariſtobulns preſented him with a Vine of gold, 
marvellous artificially wrought, The roots of the 
Vine, leavs, cluſters, and Grapes that were upon 
it were pure gold, the weighe whereof was five 
hundred pound. Pompeins was very g ad thereof, 
and ſent ic to Rome to the Conſul. And the 
whole bench of che Senate, which was of the num- 
ber of chree hundred and ewenty Senators, won= 
dered at che cunning and wit of him that made it: 
and wich great joy they bare ic into the Temple 
of their gods, placing ic in the preſence of the 
great Idol Fpiter, fo called after the planet Fupi- 
$cx, 

Pompeius writ his Letrers ro 4: iftobulus, with 
great thanks and commendation for the ſame, aſ- 
ſuring him, how both he and the whole Senate fa. 
voured him, and that he ſhould have a friend of 
him coſpeak in his cauſe as long as he lived; Hir- 
cans hearing of this, was clean daſhed, and in de- 
ſpair, Bur Antipater comforced him ſaying, ler 
not the friendſhip thar is berwixe Pompeirs and 
thy brother diſmay thee: 1 will go to him and 
make him thy friend LUIpon char he went to Port- 
peins, and perſwaded his mind to hate Ari/tobnulis, 
and to favour Hircanus, informing him thus 3 If 

E 4 thou 
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thou (ſaith he) defend Hircanss, all Iſrael will 
be content to be under chy proceftion, for they 
love him every man; but if thou detend Ariſtobu-« 
lus, the people will not obey thee, for they hate 
him. Pompeixs Charged him that no man ſhould be 
made privy to their communication; For I (quoth 
he ) will ſend for Arijtobulus to come to me to De» 
maſco, and then ] will cauſe to be laid hands upon 
him, and deliver him bound to his brother, re- 
ſtoring the Kingdom to him. Ariſtobu/us upon the 
ſight of Pompeins letters re{orted unto him ; Hir- 
canus allo came from the rock of the wilderneſs; 
and as they appeared together before Pompeius, 
Antipater deſired him that he would do juſtice be- 
twixt Hircanus the King, and Ariſtobulus bis bro» 
ther, that rebelled again him, and took his King- 
dom from him without cauſe, whole ſayings, a 
thouſand of the Elders of Iſrae! ſtood up and wit- 
nefled to be true : Ariſtobulus anſwered, [ never 
Rrove with him for the Kingd.m, untill ſuch time as 
I ſaw ail thefe that made Rircanus K-ng, to run in 
great obloquie, and to ſuſtain much reproach, becauſe 
he was ſo feeble a perſen, and of »: great Wit, nor 
ſought much the Kingdom : yea, till all nations that 
were about him, wheſe Dominions our pregenitours 
conquered, began now to deſpiſe him, topaſs little for 
offending kim, to deny him tribute for bus ſimplicity 
#11 mopiſhneſs, with lack of courage. 

When Aritcbulus had faid, there flood up a 
great multitude of goodly and beaucifull young 
men, apparrelled in cloch of Hyacinth and purple, 
with mighty targets upon them,& other TE_— 
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of gold, chryſtal, and precious ſtones, affirming 
wich one accord, that Ariſtobulns (ſaid the truth : 
namely, that Hircanus was not favoured by rhe 
kingdom, Ar which Pompeius marvelled, Saying z 
Happy is this people having ſo many goodly men, 
rrue in their words, and wiſe : Happy alſo were 
the Senate of Rome, if they could bring co paſſe, 
that this great Nation might be under their Go- 
vernance. So he took his journey to Jeruſalem 
with Hircanus and Ariſftobulus, Bur after Ariſto« 
bulus perceived that Pompeius ſtood not to the pro» 
miſe he made him at the beginning or the Vine,he 
ſet light by him, and fled from him co Alexandria 
in Egypt, whither Pompeins followed with his Hoſt 
2d befieged Alexandria. From thence Ariſtobu- 
{is Ae gain to Jeruſalem, and Pompeins purſued 
him alſs thitiier, writmg to Ariſtobrlys a letter of 
Truce and pardon. So Ariſtgbulus came forth un- 
ro him,and Pompeius did him at that time no harm, 
but demanded to be given unto kim all the vel- 
fels of the Houſe of the Lord, which Ariftebulus re- 
fuſed to do; Powpeins in a rage, cauſed to Jay bim 
faſt in heavy iron chains,and aljaulted Je utalem, 
battering the walls very fore,till they of the crown 
Hued our again{ him,and flew of iis Hoſt cwelve 
thouland men. 

After this had the Iſraelites civil Wars within 
Jernſalem, becauſe the fiege was grevious unto 
them, for they were divided into Fattions : one 
part ſaid, Jet us open the Gates to Pompeins , 
and !ethim in, that we may ſubmic our ſclves 
under his proteftion, The other (aid, Ler us fight 

againſt 
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againft him unto death. But much people diſliked 
tharyſo thar that fide prevailed thar would yield. 
Wherefore Pomwpeins entered the Town, and the 
Houſe of the Sanftuary, killed much people of the 
Prieſts,and che people of the Land made Hircanns 
King of Iſrael the ſecond time, and Antipater his 
Connſellor, Moreover,he ſet one Securyvs a Roman 
in the Country,to receive the tribute & departed, 
leading Ariſtob»/us with him bound in iron. And 
becauſe he took his journey toward Arabia, Hircas 
mus and Antipeter went with him co condudt him. 
Ariſt obulus thus being priſoner,and his two ſons 
with him, ic fortuned that one of them ( called 
Alexander) eſcaped : and having intelligence,that 


Hircanns and his Counſellour were gone out of 


Jeruſalem, he came chicher and rebelled againſt 
Hircanus, made up the breaches of the wall that 
Powperns had battered : yea the Iſraelites reſorred 
unto him, and made him King in Hircanns place. 
Whereupon he gathered an Army,and went forth 
ro meet with Hircanus as he came homeward from 
Pompeius, where he gave Hircanus the overthrow, 
and Seczrys the receiver of the tribute fled and 
elcaped, 

Then Alexander returned to Jeruſalem, from 
whence ſhortly after, Gabianus a Roman with a 
firong Army compel.ed him co flee to Alexandria. 
And being in the ſame place beheged allo of Ge- 
bianus,his Mother Ariſtobulus wife, went forth to 
Gabianis weeping,and beſought him that hewould 
noc deſtroy hcr Son : for whole ſake he did 4- 
lexander no harm. 


Gabianiis 
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Gabianus therefore having gotten all the Land 
of Fudea, made Hircanus King cf Jeruſalem now 
the third time : who ſet Roman Captains and 
Rulers in Fericho, and in Zephori, and through all 
the Land of Iſrael, 

It fortuned after this, that Ariſtobulys got out 
of priſon at Rome, and came into [frac] ; ro whom 
on every fide reſorted men in ſuch fort, chat he 
had a puiſſane Hoſt of Iſrae], Whereof when he 
had taken Muſter, he choſe out eight thuuſand of 
the beſt, and with them went againſt Gabianus, 
where wasa (ore Batrel fought between them,rill 
the belt of 4riſtobakys men were (lain, and only one 
thouſand lefr, wherewith he fled ro che Moun- 
tains. Buc the Romans followed the chaſe, and 
flew them every man, Yer Ariſtobu/us would not 
yeild, but foughc alone, although his Helmet was 
broken,till he had divers ſore wounds in his head: 
and then fell he to the ground, and the Romans 
rook him yer alive, brought him to Gabianns 
who comforted him, commanding his Surgeons 
to heal him, and after (ent him to che Conſul and 
Senate of Rome, where he was put in prifon yer 
once again, And this, the Senate taking pity of 
Arijtobulus wite , which was reported to be a 
very wile woman, releaſed her two ſons out of 
Priſon, and fer them ar liberiy. Alexander, the 
one of choſe, could nor be content, bur rebel- 
led once again 2gainſt Hircanus, and the Romans 
Governours, For he gathered together much 
people of Iſrael, encountred with one of che Roe 
mans Governors that Gatiauus had appointed,and 

cave 
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gave him the overthrow : but proceeding further 
to fight with G ab5nizs,had the worſe, and many of 
the Iſraelites were flain, yer he eſcaped and fled, 
This done,Gabinins came to Jeruſalem,and renew- 
ed the Kingdom of [ſrac] to Hircanus the fourth 
time, 

About this time one of the Senators Wives at 
Kome conceived a chi'd, and d ed in the birth and 
travel thereof : They therefore.that were about 
her, ſtraight-way ript her, and got the child out 
alive, whom they named F-/ivs, and becauſe his 
mother was cur, they called him Ceſar, This 
child growing to great towardnefſe, and coming 
to mans eſtate, the Conſul and Senate ſent him 
into che Wars, and whatſoever he did, he had 
go 1d forrune,and proſperous ſucceſſe. He depri- 
ved thegGrecjans of: the Empire and Dominion, 
tranſlating it to the Romans : Many Provinces al- 
ſo befides t ar, he did ſubdue and returning to 
Rome with a power, attempted to ger the Domini- 
on,and (ole power over them. Burt they had made 
ſolemn ſtatuces in the time of their progenitors, 
never to ſuffer any King among them, or any man 
to have perpetual rule over them; wherefore they 
w-u d not make Falivs king : Upon this roſe a« 
mongſt them great and mortal Wars,ſo that Julius 
flew a great many of them, and wichout number. 
When P-wmpeins underſtood that Ceſar raigned at 
Rome, and had killed the Conſul, and Senate, 
with 2!] the Nobility of Rome, he gathered toge- 
cher his whole Army out of Arabra, and made 
toward him. Faiizs having intelligence of his 

coming 
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coming againſt him, ſent for Ariſfobalus out of 
priſon,ſpakefriendly unco him, gave him a power, 
and made him grand Captain thereof, bidding 
him to go and encounter with Pompeixs : Indeed 
his Army was a ſtrong Army, and he himſelf a 
King of no ſma]] proweſs, and valiantnefſe. Pom 
peins hearing that Ari/tobulus came againſt him, 
was ſore afraid of his valiantnefſe, and of his 
Hoſt ; wherefore he ſent to the inhabitants of 
Feruſalem that were under his obedience, that 
they ſhould preſent Ariſtcbu{us with ſome gift, 
whereby they might decei.e him,and poilon him, 
The Inhabi- ants of Fernſz/em at his requeſt, ſent 
unco Ariſtobulus a preſent,by certain Noble men, 
whereat Ariſtobulus was right joyful, and did eate 
and banquerc with them, till he was overcome wich 
drink, then they impoiſoned him, and I died : 
The cime that he raigned over Iſrael! was four 
years, and fix moneths, He was a good man of 
War, hardy in fight, and a man of amiable coun» 
tenance, - | 

Pompeius receiving tidings of his death,the more 
gladder proceeded toward Kome to beſijege it : 
Bur Julius met him in the way, and deſtroyed him 
and his Hoſt, whereby the Empire was eſtabliſhed 
unto Fulius : He after this, ſent Preſents tothe 
King of Syria, and into Egypt, by his Caprains, 
to allure them to his friendthip : Antipeter ad= 
viſed Hircanus to aid Falixs, if perchance he 
might win his favour, which Hircaxxs did ; and 
Antipater was Captain of the Hoſt, who played 
the man, and found ſuch fayour with Fulrzs, that 


he 
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he made him Lientenant of his wars; and af:er 


' he had fought ſundry and great Batcels, he re- 


curned to Fervſalem with great hotiour, and by 
the way proſpered much more. Hircanus after 
this, made Phaſe/ns, Autipaters ſon, Governour 
of Jeruſalem, and Herod his third. ſon Preiident of 
Gali/ee, There was a Certain young man at that 
time in Fer»ſalem called Hizkia, a valiant man 
of war, to whom adhered all ſuch as were in any 
diſtrefſe, and he became their Captain. Theſe 
went and ranged abour in Syria, roving and mur« 
dering in (uch forc, that the Syrians were weary 
of their lives, for fear of them. Wherefore the 
King of $1ria ſent unto Herod Ruler of Galilee, 
deſiring him to kill that Hizkzas and his compli- 
ces : whereupon Herod prepared himſelf,and went 
to meet with Hizkzas as he returned irom the ſpoil 
of Syria, came upon him unawares and flew him 
and his men. Whereupon when the King of S»rie 
was certified, he ſent a noble reward unco Herod, 
of Silver.Gold,and precious Srones;by wh:ch.and 
by lize means, he became very famous T h: Noble 
men of Fu4z made their complaint unto {4 ircauus 
upon Antipater,and his ſons, for their fore opprel[=- 
ſing the Land of 74a, deiiring char Hero4 might 
be ſummoned fromGa/il-e,co appear in judgement 
and an(wer with other for the killing of Hr21as, 
The King therefore ſent for him,and he upon that 
came to Jeruſalem, appeared before the Judges, 
princely apparelled, with a guilt (word girr abour 
him, whoſe pride an antient man (called Samar) 


blamed, and reprehended alſo kis ſtout heart, 
bur. 
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' but he would not give ear unto him, nor yet re 
gard the Judges. When Hircanus perceived thay 
the Judges had almoſt determined co give judge- 
ment againſt the young man, and to make him a« 
way, he took pity on him, and ſaid, We will not 
give ſentence to day,to morrow is anew day, and 
by that means delivered him out of cheir hands : 
Herod knew not afore that it was a matter of life 
and death,thatnighr therefore he fled to the King 
of Syria,declaring all what had hapned unto him, 
The King of Syria let him have a ſtrong Army, 
and came with him himſelf, purpoſing to beſiege 
Teruſalem : But his Father Antipater,and his eldeſt 
brother Phaſe/us,came forth unto him,and rebuked 
him, ſaying 3 Is this the reward chat chou render- 
eſt unto King Hircanus,that took pity on thee,and 
would not have thy blood ſhed ? Therefore they 

willed him to depart from [ernſalem; untc whom 
he condeſcended, after he had once let the Inha- 

bicants of Tersſalem know what he could, and had 

ſhewed chem his power. J#/ius Emperour of Rome, 

about that time ( as he was worſhipping in the 

honſe of his God ) was murthered by the conſpi- 

ration of certain of them which had ſerved Poms 


peins that was (lain, as is afore mentioned : The 
name of one of them chart killed him was Caſſius, 
of the Country of Macedonia, who fled thicher, 
being afraid to tarry at Kome : this Caſſius had 
great dominions in Macedonia, Antifater alſo of 
whom we ſpake, was a great ſcourge to the 
Noblemen of ade, and a great deal forer man 
than was Hircanw himſelf ; yea, Hircanus could 


do 
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do nothing in compariſon of him, for he had no 
rule himſelf, but Antipater and his Sons bare all 
the ſway throughout all the Realm: Moreover, 
Antipater was in great eſtimation with all the 
Kings of that time, And foraſmuch as he ſo ſore 
opprefled the Fews,they therefore hated him,and 
conſpired to kill him. 

There was a man in great authority about Hir- 
canus, named Halchia, by whoſe means they 
wrought this matter, He corrupted che Kings Buc- 
ler with rewards,to put poiſon in Antipaters cup, 
which as ſoon as he had drunk, he died, TI hele 
things his ſons Phaſelus and Herod diſlembled and ' 
winked at. as though they knew nothing. Not- 
withſtanding they privily wric unto Caſſixs that 
reigned in Macedonia, certifying him of this deed. 
Soon after came Cafſivs to Tyre, from whence he 
> ſent Mciienges ro Hrrcanus ro come unto himyw'io 
came,and with him Malchias, Phaſelusr, and Herod : 
Caſſius entertaining them all in his lodging,willed 
his men, that whatſoever Herod bad chem, they 
ſhould doit. Herod willed chem to kill Mz2/chias, 
they flew him cherefore, ſitting hard bv Hircanus 
lide, Hircanus demanded of the ſons of Antipater 
the cauſe hereof: who anſwered,[s it not manifeſt 
that King Caſſizs ſervants flew him, and we know 
not why ? Therefore Hircenss ſtood m fear of 
Phaſelus and Herod, being certain that this was 
their deed; Wherefore he ſaid unto them, this 
AMalchias was worthy of ſuch a death, for he was 
a Crafty man, and an Ukſurer. 


Theſe things done, Offavivs A4ugsſtus brothers 
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ſon -unto Fu//us that was murthered came to 
Rome : and the people of Rome made him their 
Emperour. . He had a fellow in office named Mer» 
' C18. »Antonivs his Uncle. Otavianus therefore ſee 
ing to che Governmenc of. Rome,ſfcnt Marcus Aus 
tonins ro war upon Caſſin;, and to revenge Jabd 
death. Unto him Hircans ſent a Preſent,a Crown 
of Gold, in which .were, ſet ſundry precious 
Stones, praying him co ſtrengthen. his. Kingdom 
in bis hands, and to be a means of a League to: be 
made becween OGavins Augyſtns, King of. Kings, 
and him; as there was between. him and ulins, 
which A-tonins granted, About that time 4nti- 
gonus (on of Ar:iſtobulus writ to Pegurus:;King of 
the Perſians, to aid him againſt Hircanus, to re- 
move him, and to reſtore the Kingdom to himſelf, 
promiking to give him for his txavel, five hundred 
pound weight.of Gold, and an hundred [ſrae.itiſh 
Virgins, So Pagurus gathered an Hoſt againſt Ifs 
racl,and. Antiginus departed out of ſerufalem with 
much people of Iſrael that took his parc, and joyn- 
ed themſelves to Pagyurys, 

Theſe came to Jeruſalem, befieged it, fought 
many skirmilhes,and gave many great afſaules un- 
to irgtill at length they undermined the Cicyzthen 
took they Hircaxns,and flew Phaſes. And to the 
intent Hircanus might be clean removed from the 
Prieſthood, Avtegonus that had deprived him of 
the Kingdom, cut off ( beſides that ) one of his 
ears. But Herod -eſcapedand fled to Auguſtus, Eme 


- -perour of Rome. 


Pagurus'therefore having made Antigonus King 
; F of 
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of Jeruſalem, returned home into Perſia, carry: 
ing Hircanss as priſener with him. But Auguſt» 
appointed Herod to be King over all Inda, giving 
to him a very ſtrong Army of the Romans to ob- 
tain it withal, In the way thither, Herod met 
with Alexandra, Hircanus daughter, and Marimi 
her daughter,that ſhe had by Alexander ſon of A4rj- 
ftobulus, and brought them again into the Land 
of Iſrael, where he took Marimi to wife, and (6 
lemnized the Marriage with her in the Mount df 
Galilee, for there the chief of all Iſrael dwelt, 
with whom he cook peace, Marcus Antonius con 


' panion in Office with Otavian Auguſtus , about 


that time made a voyage through all the Wet 
Countries,toſubdue them ro the Romaus,togethe! 
with Egypt, Damaſco,and Syria.Him Herod accom: 
panied ro the flood of Erpbrates, and helped hin 
not a little. For the A abjans lay in wait for hin 
in the way, and jntercepred all that would ai 
Marcus Antonius. Herod mec with chem and van- 
quiſhed them. Wherefore Antonius was very glai 
of Herods valiancnels, and brought him again to 
Ifrael, together with Caſſi»s his Captain and Lieu 
tenant of the wars, having alſohisLetters co all the 
Captains of Syria, this tenor. Te ſhall wnderſtanl 
that our lord and Maſter Octavian Auguſtus, Kings 
Kings hath appointed Herod the ſon of Antiparer,! 
be King of all the Land of Juda. Therefore as ſoon « 
theſe Letters conBe unto you, ye ſhall with ſpeed aid hin 
No man ſhall be excuſed: all that can bear Arms ſp 
go with him to Jeruſalem, to vanguiſh Antigonus th! 
Kings adverſary:whoſo refuſeth ro go with him,it ae

be lawful for the warri-urs ts ſlay him forthwith. I 
Marcus Antonius have ſworn by my ſword | will not 
alter this that I have ſaid. When the Captains of 
Syria had read this, they reſorted wholly ro He- 
ro4, ſothat his Hoſt was wonderfully increaſed. 
Antig,nus hearing of this, ſent one Pompeius Lieu» 
tenant of his wars,againſt chem, who fought a ſore 
Battel with them, chat much people were ſlain on 
both ſides. Joſeph King Hersds brother was (lain in 
that Battel. Notwithſtanding, at the length Antigo* 
#us Hoſt went co rhe worſt, and ha the overthrow. 
S') Herod and Cxfſirs proceeded to Jeruſalem 
and befteged ir the chird year after Herod was 
made king of Ifracl, And when they had bat- 
ezred down a piece of the wall,Caſſius with the Ros 
mans entred into the Town, and made a great 
ſlaughter in Jeruſalem, They entred alſo into 
the SanCtuary, and attempred to enter into the 
Sanftum Santtorum,but Herod and his men lept bee 
tween it and them, and ſtood with their 2 nt 
ſwords in the Temple door,to withſtand their en- 
terpriſes. Herod was alſo diſpleaſed wich Caſſius 
for his cruelcy, and ſaid, If ye will deſtroy all the 
[nhabicants of the Cicy, upon whom ſhall I reign 
10 the kingdom thac Auguiins hath given me; 
Wherefore ({traight- way C:ſixs cauſed proclamas 
tion to be made through all his Hoſt, chat no 
man, upon pain of death ſhould kill on* Iſraclice 
more. This done, Herod apprehended Antigonns, 
and delivered him bound to Caſsivs, He rewar- 
ded allo Caſsivs Souldiers both with Gold 
and Silver, Then Oe offered a Preſent unto 
2 the 
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the Lord, a Crown of Gold,for he was ſore afraid 

of Gods diſpleaſure, becauſe he had fotight a+ 
gainſt the holy Cicy. That done, he took his 
journey, and returned into Egypt, and Antigonus 
as priſoner with him. T hicher ſent Herod unto 
him aroyal reward,to make away Antigonns, and 
tomurder him, fearing leaft he ſhould make claim 
unto the Kingdom again; Whereunto Caſſius con- 
ſented,and flew Antrgonys,

CHAP. III. 
a was the kingdom ſurely eſtabliſhed to 


Herod, Then made he wars upon all the 
Nations that were about him, conſtraining then 
to become tributaries, by which means he grew to 
ſuch power, as never any cf his Predecefſours 
were to be compared unto him. Afﬀrer all this, 
Pagrr/', xing of Perſiz releaſed out of priſon, Hir- 
canis {on of Al-xander, and promoted him to be 
head of a!] che Iſraelites that were fled inco the 
Land of Sexnaar, and into the Dominion of the 
Perfrans,and he became their King, This Hir- 


canus had a fervent defire to ſee the holy City, . 


and the houſe of che Sanfuary : alſo how Herod 
( whom he took for his ſon ) and his kingdom 
did, Herod hearing that Hircanus ( who had 
been priſoner at Baby{on) was now ſer at li- 
berty, and in great honour, he was afraid of him, 

miſtruſting 
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miſtruſting leaſt the Iſraelites would reſtoreunto 
themſelves the kingdom of their Fathers ; where- 
fore he caſt in his mind how to do him a miſchief: 
He then writ'this letter unto Pagurys,the contents 
whereof were ſuch ; Tho# ſhalt underſtand that 
Hircanus i he that brought me up, and uſed me even 
as his Son; Now therefore ſince I camie ty be K ng in 
eruſilem, 1 bave called to my remembrance the 
goodneſſe that be hath done to me, wherefore my de» 
fire is to reward him according to his benefits ; there- 
fore I require thee to ſend him to me, otherwiſe aſſure 


- thy ſelf of wars between thee and the l[raclices, with 


their Confederates, 
Pagurys having read this letter, ſent to Hirca- 
#us, giving him to underſtand, that if he would 


" go to Herod he might; but notwithſtariding 


he” int 


Herods threats, he ceaſed not to give to Hircanus 
all good counſel. he could, adviſing him co take 
heed of Herod, becauſe he is ((eith he) a blood- 
ſhedder, and a breaker of his League: And he 
hath called thee, for no love he beareth chee, bur 
becauſe he feareth thee. As long as thou liveſt ſhall 
he never fleep ſoundly, leſt the kingdom ſhould 
be devolved unto thee: Iris better for thee to re- 
main here in ſome honour,though ic be nor of luch 
eſtate,than to go thirther to die with greatdifpighr, 
and end thy old age with a bloody death. Furcher- 
more thou ſhalt know, ſuch is the diſpoſition of 
mens hearts; If there be two men, the one in ho- 
nour, the other in contempt ; after time {f:all 


come, that the deſpiſed {hall be had in honour, 


and the honoured be negle&ted ; never will he 
3 ' thar 
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that is now honoured, an:l before was in con:« 
tempt, be content ro ſee him that was before ho- 
novred, nor ſpeak friendly to bim : For he will 
think, hi herto according to his accuſtomed man- 
ner he hath deſpiſed me, how much more when 
his Dominion 1> taken from him, and his ſer- 
vants reign in his room ? Moreover, Hered 
knowerth right well, that me-s hearts are cli- 
ved to him that is the true King. And ir might 
be (lo, it thou wert meet for the Priefthood, that 
he would promote thee unto it, and be Governour 
of the kingdom himſelf : Bur ſeeing ckou art 
diſmembred, having one of thv eares cur off, and 
thereby art unmeet for the Prieſthood - thou ſhalt 
rewain in F-r»ſalem, deprived both of kingdom 
and Pr.efthood, which is uncomely forthece, Such 
counſel gave Pagurys. King of the Pertians, unto 
Hircanus ; yea, and all the Jews that were in Ba- 
bylon beſought him, that he would not go unto 
Herod. 
Notwithſtanding he wonld not be perſwaded, 
and why 2? For it was the Lords will and his deed, 
that the injury done unto the Sages, whom his fa- 
ther and grandfather flew, and the injury com- 
mi.ted co Hoxyaurjge,might return upon his head 
ard bherevenged ; fo that no remnant of the houſe 
of Ch. fmdnanz, no name, no reſidue, no kinſman 
or poſterity ſhould be lefr alive, Hircanus there- 
fore took his journey toward Feruſalem, and 
Herod came forth to meet him,e mbraced him, 
ard kilſed him z after broughr him to his houſe, 
zppd fcaſted him daily,calling him his father before 


e 
all 
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all men, albeit in his heart he conſpired to kill 
him, which A/exandra tis daughter, and Mother 
in law to Herod knew well enough, who opened 
itunto Hircenw, but he would not credit her at 
the firſt, till on a cime he perceived che matter 
clearto beſo: then deviſed he how to flye to 
Malec King of Arabia, he ſent therefore to Ma- 
loc ro ſend him horſes, and a Chariot to flpe with- 
all ; bur che Meſſenger dealt unfaithfully , and 
lewdly with him, for he brought Hircanns letters 
privily unto Hered, who rewarded him well for 
his labour, and bad him go to Malor, and to ler 
him know what anſwer Maloc gave. The Meſ+ 
ſenger upon this,went and delivered the jecters to 
Maloc,who fulfilled Hircanss requeſt, ſent him hor- 
ſes and a Charlot, writing in this ſort : I have ſent 
thee horſes and horſemen,ccme therefore unto me, 
and whatſoever thy hearc detirerth,l will doic for 
thy (ake: 50 the Meſſenger brought the anſwer ſe- 
cretly to Herod ; whereupon he ſenc {traight to 
the place in which he underſtood Malocs men to 
lurk waicing for Hircanus, and cauſed to appre- 
hend them alive. Then Herod commanded to 
call together the Elders, before 'whom he willed 
alſo Hircans to be brought, and of him the King 
demanded tel] me whicher thou haſt written any 
letterro Meloc King of Arabia? he an;wered, [ 
writ none. 

Then was Riſtius the Meſſenger brought in as 
his acuſer,and che men of war alſo of Aratia that 
were apprehended, who declared the whole 
matter before the Council, ſo that Hircanus 

4 Was 
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was quice daſhed : Then the King commanded 
him to be put co death, and ſo was the kingdom 
eſtabliſhed unto Herod. The timac that Hircanus 
raigned,was 40. years,and 6. monerhs- After the 
death of his mother, he raigned 3. years,and Arj- 
ftobulus his brother removed him , making him 
Prieſt : Again, 3. years after he returned to his 
kingdom,and raigned ,o. years, 

Then Antigonus ſon of Ari/tobalus depoſed him, 
cutting off his car, and baniſhed him our of the 
holy City. So after when Herod bis ſervant came 
to the kingdom, he recurned to Jer:ſalem, and 
H-rod ſhed his blood guiltleſs: yer norwichſtand- 
ing he had deliverei Herod fromthe hands of the 
Elders,who would have put himto death, for the 
death of Hizk:as, From that time Hircann 
wrought no evil in the {light of the Lord, nor of- 
fended him in any great matter, fave only in chis, 
that he bare too mach with H-ro4 in ſhedding the 
innocent blood, wherefore h1s own life wear for 
the other ; Therefore happy is he thar never for- 
gecreth any part of his dury. M7197 the daugh: 
rer of Alexander, the fon of A4riftorulnus, the Wie 
&f Herody had a brother whote name was Ari/ts- 
tiulus, him Herod would in no wife promote to the 
high Prieſthood, becauſe he feared the children 
of Chaſmmary, although his wife made carneſ 
ſuice, and lay fore upon him for the matter : But 
the King made high Prieſt one that was nothing 
of the kindred of Chaſmonany, whole name was 
Henie!, Notwithſtanding, when he had once dif- 
patched Hircanns,his wives Progenitors, father of 


Altxanara; | 
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Alexandre, his mother in law; then he depoſed! 
Hanel the high Prieft, and preferred his w-fes- 
brother Ariſtobulus tothe digniry, whoalthough- 

he were bur a child, yet he was wiſe, and of good' 
underſtauding, and beautifull wichall, ſo that-in 

all Iſrael was not a goodlier, nor hanſomer young- 
man than he was: And this Hanie/ was the fir 
that ever was depoſed from that office of the high- 
prieſt hood; for never did King of Iſrael! attempt 
the like afore Herod, who did: this toquiet his 

wife, and-to fulfill his mother in laws mind ; not« 

withſtandino, this A/exandra his wives mother way 
not content, nor ſatisfied, for the death of her 

Father was ſuch a grief: bur alwaies ſpake ſnap* i 
piſhly to che King, that he commirted her to ward; 

Then ſhe writ croCleoputra, Queen of Eg ypt, wife 
unto: M. Antonius, a Noble man of Rowe, decla» 

ring unto herall tne miſchief chat Herod had'done 

to the poſterity of Chaſmonany, and deſiring of hee 

aid; ro whom Cleopatra made this anſwer, if thou 

cant find' the means to come to melecreriy, thou 

ſhalr perceive what I ſhall do for chee, 

When Alexandra had read the Letter ſhe ſent 
to Aritobulus her fon the high Prieſt, ſhewing him 
that ſhe would fiye ro the Sea Fapho, and from 
chence would take fhipping into Egypt, perſwa- 
ding himalſo to flye wich her. We will (ſaith ſhe) 
make two Coffers, one for me, and another for 
thee : and we will with rewards allure our Sers 
vantsto Carry out us privily, whereby we may fliye 
ro ſave our lives, ' his their device was perceived 
of one of Herods Servants, who forthwith e:ade 


126 
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the King privy untoit, The King commanded 
his Servane that bewrayed them, that when they 
did convey the Coffers, they ſhould bring them 
to him, which the ſervant did, So when the 
Coffers were brought ro the Kings preſence, he 
cauſed them to be opened, and cook wut Alexan- 
dra and her fon Ariſt»b»lvs, to whom the King 
ſpake ſharply, and rebuked them ſore. But 4- 
lexandra anſwered him again as ſhortz inſomuch 
that the King moved with anger, flung away from 
her into his chamber, ſaying : Ic is becrer to ſit 
ſolitary in a corner of the houſe, chan with a braw- 
ling and (colding woman in an open place. The 
King difſembled the matter, and ſhewed no great 
diſpleaſure a year after. 

As Ariſtobulus the high Prieſt, apparralled in his 
Ponrtificial veſtures, ſtood in the remple nigh un- 
to the Altar to offer ſacrifices, the Iſraclits beheid 
his beauty, his wiſdom, and behaviour in the 
miniſtery, whereat every man rejoyced, praiſing 
God, that had not taken all away, bur lefrone to 
revenge the injuries done to the houſe of (haſmo- 
many. The King hearing this, was ſore afraid, and 
not a little diſpleaſed, thinking to himſelf the ICl- 
raclits would reſtore the Kingdom of their fathers 
unto him : He perceived every mans heart to be 
enclined towards him : Wherefore te deliberated 
a while, and in the feaſt of che Tabernacles he re- 
moved to Fericho with all his hauſhold, whereas 
he made a great feaſt to all his nobles and ſervants, 
placing them every one after his degree before 
him, Ariſtobulus the high Prieſt he ſetupon the ri ghe 

han 
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hand. And as they eat, drank, and made merry, 
Certain of the Kings ſervants were diſpoſed cogo 
ſwimin Jordan. To theſe the King had given 
ſceret commandment, hat they ſhuuld deſire Ari» 
ſftobulys to go and bath with them in Jordan,. and 
then to drown him. So when they were going, 
they came tu Ariſtobulus and muved him to. keep 
them company , which he would nor, unleſſe 
the King gave him leave :  wherefore he asked 
the king leave, but he denied him at che firſt 
yet at length the young man - intrearted him 
ſoinſtantlv, that the king bad him do what 
he would, 

He went therefore with the other young men 
to ſwim. The king preſently cook his horſe and 
returned to Jericho, with all his train, leaving the 
young men behind, which concinued ſwimming 
till Sun ſerting, and at ic began to be dark, they 
drowned the Prieſt Ariſtobulvs among them, Wher- 
of when cidings came to the king,and jr was known 
that he was dead, the people wepr and made great 
lamencation, conlidering his Virtue, Nobilicy, 
and Beaury, every man was full of ſorrow that 
he ſhould have fo ſhort a life : and they bewailed 
ſo much that it was heard afar off, Buc Marimi 
chiefly, and Alexandra the young mans Mother, 
could no wile be comforted. Yea, the king alſo 
wept & made great mone,for ic repented him that 
he had done ſo wicked an aft; yer all the people

were not of theſeedof Iſrael: but prophane, un- 
holy, and of baſe birth, Notwithſtanding Herod 
loved Marini as his like, wherefore he would ne- 
ver diſpleafe her as long as ſhe lived, nor (ay fo 
much to her, as why fſaiſt thou ſo, 

Theſe things done, Marcus Antonivs a Noble 
man of Rome, next unto Ofavian Auguſtus King of 
Kings, being ſent by Auguſtus to war upon the 
Kings of the Weſt Countfies, reigned in Egypt, 
and by the provocation of his wife, rebelled a- 

ainſt Oftavian Auguſtus, made war with him, 
th by the Sea and Land. And foraſmuch as 
Egypt is near adjoyning tothe Land of [rae], He- 


red joyned with him, and helped him. For Mar- ' 


cus Antonius had aided him before in ſuch ſort, 
that no King durſt meddle with him , fer fear of 
Marcus Antonius, Whereupon when Marcns con- 
fpired againſt his Prince and maſter, Herod,aiderh 
him with an Army, with horſemen and with 
fhips alſo againſt Ofaviayn, In which wars O74 
wian got the victory, flew Antony and all his peo- 


ple coming by ſlip to the Ie of Rhodes, and ſo in« | 


ro the Land of Egypt. 


Herod Wo 
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Herod hearing that Marcus Antonins was lain, 
and that Ofavian Auguſtus was come into Egypt, 
he fainted for. fear of che diſpleaſure of OFaviax. 
Yet at length he took heartunto him, prepared 
a royall preſent to be carried before him, and fol- 
lowed after himſelf ro Offavian Anguſtus. And 
ſetting forwards, he called Foſeph the husband of 
Salumith his fiſter» whom he made chief of his 
houſhotdd, commanded h'm that if OFavian pur 
him to death, he ſhould poyſon Marimi his wife, 
ſaying; Ir ſhould nor be ſeemly for Kings, that a- 
ny mean man'ſhould marry with a Kings widdow, 
and {Jeep with her upon the Kings bed. 

So then he took his journey towards OFaviar 

Auguſtus, who then was at the Rhodes, where he 
underſtood Ofavian to' be diſpleaſed with him, 
for that he had ayded Marcus Antonius, Theree 
fore as ſoon as Herod came to Ofavian Auguſtus 
preſence, having his crown uporr his hank be 
took it of,and fell down proſtrate upon the ground 
at Ofaviens feet, ſaying: Moſt Novle Emperour, 
I confeſs my treſpaſs agamſt your Majeſty, that I lo» 
ved Marcus Antonius my companion in league, who 
was my neighbour and ayded me : and is true that your 
Majeſty ſin:e the time you made me King, haveheard 
of mine affairs that hapned unto me but never ſuccour= 
ed me. this Marcus Antonius 4id netſy, I cone 
* feſs therefore that in his wars againſt your Majeſty, 
1 ayded him with an Army, with Horſe-mey aud 
ſps: Neither went I out with him for any wars upen 
mine own borders, but when{cever I went with bim 1 


Helped hins to the uttermoſt of my power. When he was 


falling, 
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falling, T bolſtered bim up: and when he ſtumbled, 1 
raiſed him again. Am-ngſt all theſe ] proteſt all, 
that I wonld not be counted of your Majeſty a breaker 
of leagne: but now Marcus Antonius is lead Where- 
fore whether that it fhall pleaſe your Majeſty to re« 
ſtore me my former eſtate or no , foraſmuch as T have 
kept touch with Marcus Antonius ag inſt your M+ 
Jeſty amongſt others, if you put me to death, you will 
do me nm wrong, but juice, becauſe by th: Law of 
arms I bave deſerved death. 


When Oftavian Aguſtus heard him ſpeak ſo, he 


ſaid unco him: Ariſe thou King of Iſrael in peace, | 


be of good comfort, and fear not, for thou art 
worthy to be nigh, yea next unto my perſon, [ 
know that M2rcus Antonius was inticed b his wife 
and would not follow thy cuunſel, for if he ha ', 
I dare (ay he would never have conſvired againſt 
me. $o he commanded the Crown to be fer a+ 
gain upon Hero4s head, and made a league wich 
him. Then they went both cogether toward E: 
gy/t, to be revenged upon ({copatra, Bur that 
wicked woman when ſhe ſaw her City to be over- 
come, put on her moſt precious apparcel, and it- 
ting upon the throne of her Kingdom, comman- 
ded a Viper to be brought unto her: which 
ſoon as ſhe bad (uffered ro ſting her breſt, (ſhe di 
ed.

It chanced that Beroxice, King Agripp#*s faſter, 
came at that time to Jeruſalem our of devotion to 
vifit the holy place.

From that time forth the wars in- 
creaſed more and more, between Eleaſar and his 
complices, and Agrippe with his hoali, and the Sa» 

$f ges, Elders, and Princes that took their part, 
Upon a time when the Captains of Agrippe en» 
tred the Temple,cercain cur- throat nlonans 
ſed by the ſeditious, mixc themſelves amongſt the 
Kings bands,and getting behind cheir backs, woun- 

ny ded them with daggers chat they had under their 
f jacketsg 
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kets; ſo that the Kings ſouldiers having Laun- 
ces, and great arming ſwords in their hands, 
ſuch as they uſe in the wars, could not wield Z 
chem in the preſs; by this means many of them Z 
were flain and the fſeditious got the viftory, 
Thus Darius and Philippus with the Roman Army Þ 
were put to flight, and the Elders with the Sages 
that were defirous of peace, departed out of town, ® 
and fled to King AorSpe.

the ſeditious the whole rule of the City, and all 
to their great damage ; forthefury of the ſediti-Z 
ous increaſed to ſuch outragiouſneſs, that they 
ſer a fire King Azrippe*s houſe that he had in Fe? 
ryſalem, ſpoiled all his treaſure, and all chat ws 
any thing worth they divided amongſt rhemſelve,* 
They burnt the books of accounts, and bills o% 
debrs, every one that were in his Palace, Bers; 
wice's houſe alſo the Kings fiſter they ſet on fire 

and they flew all the cunning Artificers that wer 
Maſters of the Kings works; ſo their rule 
power in the City,grew every day more and moni li

with many Cities of the Syrians, {laying and kil-

hands, and then would they be revenged upon uyWhe 
and deſtroy us, as they have done the other CiticPvhe 
of Syria : Therefore they agreed to ſay unto tra:

Aﬀter that he came to Jad, 
where he firſt burnt all the Country about ir, and 
whomſoeverhe caught without the Town, he lev 
them: Bur the Citizens of Zippory went ot 
meec Caſſius, and beſought him for peace, who!

cryed that the people mighc hear, ſaying ; What 
meaneth this conſpiracy of ycurs againſt me? ye 
fight not againſt me, bur rather againſt the Lord 
God, whoſe Covenant ye have tranſgrefſe41, and 
broke the Bond that we made with him; Ye have 
alſo violated your oath that you ſware by che God 
of Iſrael, that we ſhould fight againſt our enemies 
to abate their pride, The people anſwered from 
the walls, We beſeech thee our Lord,hear thy ſer- 
vants ſpeak ; God forbid we ſhould joyn with the 
Roymens, and not rather with the people of the 

Lord God of Iſrael, and his Sanftuary, wich the 

people of his Inheritance : howbcit there be a- 

mongſ us certain proud men, ungodly perfons, 

that have made a league with Yeſpaſian, and have 

brought into the Town one of his chief Caprains : 

wherefore and it pleaſe thee, my Lord, to enter 

the City with thy {ouldiers,come unto us, that we 

may live with thee, rather than co periſh in the 

hands of them that hate us, 

Sothey opened the gates, ſo that Toſeph went 
in and cook the Town. Then he cauſed to appre- 
hend thoſe ungodly perſons that were there, a- 
bout fix hundred men, and laid them in irons, 
{ending them to Tiaroe which he had afore ta 
ken ; the other wicked men that had aided Yeſpa- 
fan, he pur to the ſword.But the chief Governour 
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of the Town he apprehended plive, carried him 


 outof the City, and commanded one of his Soul- 


diers to cur otf his hands, Then the Captain be- 
ſought Joleph, ſaying, I beſeech thee, my Lord, 
let one of my hands be cuc off, and leave me the 
other, Then Joſ-ph and his fouldiers laught him 
to ſcorn, judging him to be no valiant man,nor of 
haughty courage : Joſ:ph bad his fouldier give 
him che (word in his own hand, and let him cut 
off which hand he liſt, and leave him which he 
will. So the Roman Captain took the (word, and 
cut of his lefc hand himſelf, leaving him the 
right, and ſo he was let go. He came therefore 
un'o Veſpaſians Camp, to ſhew them what ſhame 
was done kim. 

Afcer this, the Citizens of Zippory rebelled alla, 
making a league with YVeſpaſian and the Romans 
hoſt. T:ſeph being certified of this, made t'1ither 
with his hoſt co beſjege it, but the Town abid the 
brunt of the aſſault that Joſeph could prevail no- 
taing againſt it, wherefore he beſieged it a long 
ſcaſon, 

Abont that time, it was fignihed alſo to them 
of Jeruſalem, that the 45ka/onites had entred in 
friendſhip with the Romans, T hey ſent therefore 
Nezer the Edomitz,and Shiloch the Babylonian, and 
Ichochtan with a power of the common people, 
who came to 4/1, and belieged ir a great 
ſpace. Within the Town was a Roman Caprain 
called A:ytonine, a valiant mai, and a good Warri 
our: who upon a certain nizhe in the morning 
watch, ilited out of the Town with his company,

co give a Camiſadoto the lews that befieged che 
Town,entred their camp,and made a great {laugh- 
cer, continuing the ſame till ic was day-liohr, (o 
that about 10000, of the Tews were (lain, the reſt 
never moved out of the place, ſaying, Ir is better 
forus to die in this battel, than to flee from our 
enemies 3 therefore they took a good heart unto 
them,and ſtood manfully in their {tations and pla- 
ces,truſting in the Lord God of Iſrae/; and when 
it was day,they alſo ſet themſelves in array againſt 
Antony, {lew many of his men,not withour lolle al- 
ſo of cheir own part:for $hi/och the Babzl:nian,and 
Tebochanan of Jeruſalem were deſtroyed, by the 
Romans,wich others of the Jews,to the number « f 
$000, fighting men, that were under $hi/och and 
lehochanan,and never a one of the Jewiſh Captains 
eſcaped that conflit,ſave only Neger the Edomite, 
who hid himſelf in a{Sepulcher that was there in 
the plain, whom the Romans in their purſuice 
ſoughr,bur found him nor, wherefore they ſet on 
hre the wood,that it burntreund about the Sepul- 
cher wherein he lay hid,an{cnſumed all the trees, 
!hrubs,and buſhes, bur came no nigh the Sepulcher; 
For Neger had called to the Lord with his whole 
hearc, to deliver him this once from his enemies, 
left he ſhonld be ſhamefully handled of chem, pro- 
mifing at another time to be ready to die valiant- 
ly in his quarre!: So Neger eſcaped the Romans by 
_—_— of the God of Iſrael, in whom he pur his 

truſt, 
Shortly after ſent the Jernſo/imites much peo» 
pie to Ackelin, to the number of eighteen 
K 4 thouſand 
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thouſand good men of war, to bury the bodies of 
the Jews that were ſlain in the conflicts by 44> 
tony. They ſought alſo the body of Neger the E+ 
domite,bur they found ic not, till at length he cry- 
ed unto them out of the Sepulcher, ſaying, I am 
here:For God hath delivered me qut of the hands 
of mine enemies, to the intent I may be avenged 
of them in the wars of the Lord, So Neger decla- 
red unto them at large, all things how they chan- 
ced unto him: wherefore the Jews rejoyced great- 
ly that they had found him alive, and that he was 
ſaved by ſuch a miracle, and the Lord delivered 
him : Therefore they put their cru in the Lord, 
believing that God would be preſent wich chem 
to aid them, whereof this deliverance of Neger, 
they took for a ſure token, The Romans kept 
themſelves within the Town for fear of the Jexs 


that were come to bury the bodiez, Sothe Jews | 
buried all the bodies of their own part that were | 
ſlain in both battels, for the Romans were not able þ 


to prohibite and let them, bur heid them in the 
Town, And when the burial was finiſhed, they 
took Neger with them to Jernlalem, to give God 
thanks there for his deliverance at that preſent, 
Then Fofeph the Prieſt gathered his ſtrength, aad 
came upon Ashaloy with his whole Army,aflaujred 
them,gorche upper hand,and won the Town; after 
ſtew Antony and all his people with the Sword, that 
of all the valiant men of War that were with him, 
not on? eſcaped. Belides this, alſo the Villages 
and Hamlets chat were rhereabout without the 


Town, he burnt chem all : And ſo ferved by

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all the Towns thereabour, that had entred into 
11> Þ league with the Romans , (laying both Jews and 
Ee. BÞ Romans that dweltin them with the ſword, as ma- 
ry- & ny as he found, and their houſes he burnt. 
am This done, T-eſph returned again to Zippory 
ids ſought with themand got the upper hand, there 
ed Þ ſhed he much blood of che people that had conſpi- 
la- ÞB red wichthe Romans,utterly deſtroyed them,burnt 
an- & their Cities and Villages, led their wives and chil- 
at- F dren priſoners unto Jeruſalem; and all the Romans 
vas & he found there, he put them to death. 
ed When YVeſpafien &, Titus had heard of all that Ts- 
rd, & ſep had done againſt the Romans, both how he 
em & {1lue cheir Garriſons as' many as he could find in 
er, Þ Galilee, and all the Tews that had made any league 
ep. © with him and his ſons, they were wonderful incen» 
ys | fed, and in agreatrage, They took therefore their 
ws & journey, and came to Apite/ma, otherwiſe called 
ere | Acho, where at that time, Agrippe King of Is» 
ble & dea, was abiding, and forty thouſand men with 
the Þ him, all good men of war, and archers every one: .

ges ple of Mizraim, Lod, Denan, and Seba,waith all 
the I Provinces far and near, that were under the ſub. 
he I j<ftion of the Jews, caſt off che yoke from theig 
all necxs, 
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necks, and rebelled againft the Dominion of ſe- 5 
ruſaſem, joyning their power with the Komen Ar- Þ'! 
my,to aid Veſpaſian and Tits, For theſe were al- Þ? 
ſo ſubje&s unco the Fews that ſore had burthened M* 
them; wherefore they came to help the Romans, P! 
and to invade Jeruſalem and the people of the Þ! 
Jews, Bur the Edomites had not affociated them- j| 
ſelves unto Veſpaſiax and Titus, for they werein h 
ſubje&ion to the Jews and ſerved them,ſfothar not * 
one of them aided the Romans. For long before, Þ'© 
they had moved war againſt Jeruſalem, and could F* 
not get the viftory, but the Jews prevailed again W** 
them, and ſubdued them. 
Hircanw alſo the firſt King of the Fews circum- 
ciſed them. They dwelt alſo in Feruſalem, kept 
watch and ward about che houſe of the Lord, and 
his covenant, without all rebellion againſt the Texs, 
and Teruſolimites. And at that preſent was thiny 
thouſand of the beſt of the Edomites in Feruſalen, | 
which kept the walls, and the houſe of the Lord. 
After this', Veſpaſian and Titus with all their hoſt, 
took their journey from A4:h9 , and came to Gali- 
lee, and in the mount they picched their rents: 
Wherefore when tidings was brought to Joſeph, 
how the hoſt of the Kowaxs lay upon the mount 
of Galilee, and how Feſp:fizu had ſent before hin 
a great power, to repair the broken waies, to fill 
the holes, and caſt down the hills; tolevellthe 
way, that his people might pals the better, for 
he was ſore moved againſt the Fews : Foſ-ph ifſued 
out of Zijppory with all his power, ſet upon then 
and flew them, taking ſuch vengeance of them,

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ſe (ps never was the like before, for his God was with 
im: YVeſpaſian and Titzs hearing of this, deter- 
ined toſet upon Foſ-ph at nnawares, and to be- 
et ull the waies, that he ſhould eſcape of no fide; 
but Joſeph had intelligence of their coming, 


the rherefore he left Zippory, and went to Tiberias, 
mm. {{y bicher Veſpaſian followed : Joſeph perceiving 
ein {11m coming, fled from thence to Torpare, the big- 


veſt City in Ga/ilee , cloſed up the gartes,and there 
Ire, remained with his Army, Then ſent Veſpaſian 
lg FEerrain Noble men , Embaſſadours to Joſeph, to 
inf {debate the matter with him in this wiſe: Veſpaſian

ſep dvencure (ſaivh he ) they will be perſwaded to 
ounc2ake Peace wich chee, and chen will we enter 
e hin{294ue with the Roman Empire, So Veſp+ſian cea» 
d from fighting againſt Joſeph, permitting him 
conſult of the thing. Upon char, Joſeph ſenc 
mbaſſadours to all the people at Fernſalem, to 
e Prieſts, Chief men, Rulers, and co the reft of 
e people, giving them to underſtand YVeſp:ſians 
und: Te ſball underſtand brethren, that Veſpaiian 
aq Generall 
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nerall of the Romans, ſent bis Embaſſaders unto m, 
enquiring, What it wonld avail us,to be ſtiffe again; 
them, and not rather to come forth, and intreat 
peacey and to Joyn in league together, that we ma 
ſerve the Emperour of the Romans, ſo to ſave « 
lives,and not to b: deſtroyed : And T pray ye, why wi 
ye loſe your lives, your wives, your ſons and daugh 
ters? Why will ye all fall together ox the ſword? the

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inf When Joſeph heard the derermination of the 
t if} people of /eryſa/#n, how all ſorts with one con- 
molt ſent willed by the Embaſſadors the continuance 
wif of the wars; he was wonderfull wroth, andin a 
vil great fury 4ſſued out wich all his people, and ſer 
ub chem in array againſt Veſp«þ6an, and the Roman 
that} hoſt, in which confli& were ſlain very many of the 
Wa jun and from chat day forward,Veſpaſian began 
ercely to war upon the Jews, He departed thence 
anlY] to the City Geerara, a great City in the higheſt 
| Leif Geliler, belteged it, and wom it; razed it, flew all 
the people, Man, Woman, and Child,Oxen,Sheep, 
Camels, and Aﬀes, leaving nothing alive; And then 
Mhe (aid, Now begin I co be revenged for the Ro» 
Wmans, which the /ews murthered in the land of [n= 
lea. From thence he departed, and brought his 
\rmy to Torpata, _ —_ remained : The 
firſt day that he incamped abour Torpeta, he re- 
ieved his ſouldiers with meat and drink plenty; 
nd made them good cheer , then furniſhed he e- 
; boiffſery man with-weapons, 
So on the next morning early, the Roman Ar-. 
vy gave a great ſhout, and beſet the City round 
Wbour on every fide, In this bulineſs Toſ-ph ſtood 
iWpon a certain Tower, from whence he beheld the 
ge camp of the Romans 3 wherefore he ſounded 
brth a Trumpet and gave a ſign to barrel, iſſued 
it with the whole power of the Jews thathe had 
ith him, and ſer upon the Romans camp at the 
-2ſon,FÞor of the hill, continuing the fighe from morn- 
themWg till nightz And when it began to be dark,they 
\Whaled fighting, and departed che one from the 
other 
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other; che Jews to the town, the Romans to theit 
tents. In this battel were many {lain on both (ides, 
as well Jews, as Romans. The Romany advan 
cing themſelves, proudly and ftoutly ſaid, We wil 
quickly vanquilh this lictle Nation, as we hay 
ſubdued all. other Nations that we have conquer 
ed, that they ſhall annoy us no more, and af. 
terwards we ſhall beat reft. The Fews alſs on th 
other {ide enconraged themſelves againſt the R: 
mans, ſaying; Atthisrime we will all dye tog 
ther, for the zeal of the San&uary of our God 
and never ſuffer theſe unclean perſons to pollur 
it ; and having once deſtroyed them, we fhallhy 
quiet: So whar with the pride of the Remayse 
the one fide, and the ſtiffz-necked ftubbornnefſs« 
the Fews on the other ; much people was (lain; 
that fight, for it continued till che ſecond, third 
and fourth day, In this while, all the Fewsth 
dwelt about Torpate, fled unto Veſpaſiaus cam 
and joyned themſelves to the Romans to aid thet 
and ever as Foſepb skirmiſhed wich Yeſpaſian wil 
out the City, Veſpaſianſent a power to alfaulrri 
City. So Foſeph and his men fought wich Yeſp-fi 
withour the Town, and the Tews that were wit 
in the Town defended the wall againſt the Arn 
of the Romans, that was a leller hoſt made of t 
main Army : but the Jews that were within t 
Town, began to diminiſh every day, untill ve 
few werelefrc, Thehardieſt a)fo of oſephs (oulana 
ers,and the worthieſt young men char fought vis 
our, were all {lain, excepta very few, with wh 
Iſeph fled and recovered himſelf into the To 
ramper! 
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rampering up the gates after him : but as Yeſpaſiar 
with all bis Army beſieged Iorpata a long while, 
he eſpied at length a Conduit withour, that ran 
e wills into the City,where ofthe Citizens drunk becauſe 
hav the water was good.and ſweet; that he cut off, 
que} and derived the waters thereot befides the City, 
dof. whereby the inhabiranrs of the Ciry were deftituce 
n ti: of beverage, having nothing left chem but Well- 
e Rf waters. T:ſeph therefore perceiving that the con- 
rozeY duic water whereof they were accuſtomed to drink 
was taken away, conceived with himſelf; Now 
will the Romans brag and boaſt againſt us, and 
think to take us at their pleaſure, whiles we have 
no water, but ſhall be conſtrained to dye for thirſt: 
He took therefore garments, and dipped them in 
the well waters that were in the Town, and hang- 
ed them here and there over the wall, to declare 
to the Romans , that they had water plenty inthe 
Town, leſt they ſhould conceive any hope of win- 
ning the Town, thinking they had no waters, 

; with Then commanded Yeſpaſian a mount co be rai- 
ſed nigh tothe Town fide, to plant an iron Ram 
upon, to batter the walls with, and beat them 
down. 

The manner of the making of an iron Ram, is 
1us, 

Firſt they take a great long thick beam, upon 
he forepart whereof they puc a great ſtrong head, 
Wnade like a Rams head, with horns, all of princi- 
c vial! ſtrong iron, che weight of it is as much as half 
1 whahe beam,& covereth the beam tothe midſt, Then 
TouFalten they inco the ground over againſt the place 
nper! that 
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that they intend to batter, two great Trees, like 
ewo maſts of ſhips, between which they hang the 
beam that is called the Ram, with ſtrong rope 
made of hemp, the beſt chat may be gotcen, anf 
iron wier twiſted together :* Atche hinder parc of 
the beam from the wall- ward, are rings of iron 
ſurely! falned , with ropes made wich hemp ant 
wire, tied tothem : that when the aflaulcers wilt 
bactey the walls, chey puſh forward the beam as 
chough ir were a (pear, and faſten his ſtrong horny 
among the ſtones. Then hung they weights 
the rings of the hinderparc, and much peoples 
far off take hold of the ropes that come through 
the rings behind , and hale that part of the bean 
upon the ground, and by ſuch means they ſhake 
the wall, that they make ic quake again, ; 
Thus in many places they did wreſt, and wrenc 
out the ſtones of the building, fo that afterwar 
the wall falleth down. There be alſoother math 
ner of engines, 2s an iron Ram upon four wheell 
bound- with iron and faſtned with ironnails, Tt 
this they make four feet, ashath a Ram; as 
bigneſs of the beam requireth. The biggeſt 
che moſt parc is thirty cubits long, and che Is 
is ten, And look how many feec the Ram hatl 
fo many wheels hath it alſo, for every wheel hz 
his foot by him : and when they will battert 
well, certain men appointed thereunto, dra 
fiiſt a good way off, then a great multicude 
men cake hold of che hinder part thereof, by It 
porters or levers of wood that are put therein, 2 
with all their ſtrengch ſhove forward che Raitt 
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frike the wall they will batter. The head of this * 
iron«Ram that goeth upon wheels, hath no horns 
but is blunc, made of the ſtrongeſt kind of iron, 
with a wonderful thick neck : they have alſo up- 
on both {ides of the engine, a pentiſe of wood for 
the ſafegard of them that ſhove forth the Ram be- 
hind, from the arrows or ſtones of them that are 
upon the walls. The Rams that Titus uſed ar Je- 
ruſalem, for the moſt part ran all upon wheels. Of 
the other ſort he had only a couple,as we ſhall de- 

clare in this place. | 
The beam of this Ram we even now deſcribed, 
was as thick as ten men could fathom, and the 
length thereof was fifty cubirs, It was alfo hpl- 
low within, and filled with Oxe-hides folded 
and ſowed cogether. The wood ſerved for none 
other purpoſe then that the faſhion of the leather 
might be {er as upon a mold, The hinder part of 
the beam was covered over with iron plates. 
The leather was put wickin, that the beam 
ſhould not break with the poiſe of the weights 
that were hanged by che rings behind, wherees 
men appointed for the purpoſe, haled ar the 
ropes to draw back che beam. The wood there- 
tore that went abour the leather, (ſerved to keep 
the leather in falhion, They covered ic with an 
iron plate, leſt they that kept che walls ſhould 
etiton hre: the horns that were upon the head 
of the Ram, were as many as they lifted, but ne- 
ver fewer than ten, and then the beam was XX. 
cubits long, nor alſo mioce chan fifcy, and then the 
beam was a hundred cubirs in lengeh. Berwixs

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every horn wasas thick as a man could fathom,thef 
length was a Cubit and a half at leaſt, The wooden 
wall or pentiſe was as long as the leather that wa? 

utin the beam, and 1t was ſet on both fides to- 
ward the hinder part of the beam, to defend the 
men that laboured to batter the walls, leſt they 
ſhould be hurt with arrows or darts, 

The Ram that V:ſpaſian uſed at Forpat azwhich 
he beſieged, and me in it, was made in this ſort, 
The length thereof was fifcy cubits:it had twenty 
five horns in the head, which was as thick as ten 
men, every horn alſo was as thick as one man,and 
betwixt every horn, the ſpace of one cubit: 
The weight that was hanged at the hinder pa 
was a thouſand five hundred Talents, eye 
Talent was about a hundred Troy weight ; th: 
men that laboured in the executing of this Engin 
were fifteen hundred. To remove it from of 
place to another, or From one City to another 
were appointed a hundred and fifty yoke of oxen 
or elſe three hundred brace of Horſes and Mules 
If they were to aſſault any Forts or Cities 
ſtood on hills,then they did divide it in parts,at 
bring it up to the ſiege by piece-meal, and the 
it was (et together again, 

Now when the Remans had battered the wal 
of Forpata,and Foſeph perceived them to ſhake; 
rook great ſacks,filled them full of chaff, and hav 
ged them down by the walls, that the horns 
the Ram could not come nigh the ſtones of t| 
wall, bur light upon the ſacks, which by reaſaſſy. 
of the fofinelle of the chaff,hindred and brake th} 

{tros 
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firoke, that the walls were lefſe hurt : For the 
nature of ſofc things is, to give back tothe hard 
and to weaken their force, 

But Veſpaſian ſeeing the ſubtilty of Foſeph, uſed 
1 theff alſo policy for policy 3 for he ſent into the Town 
they ſecretly, Jews, ſpies, which when the batteries 

TY ould be, might cur aſunder the cords that the 
hich} ſacks were ryed to, and wich chem {lip down the 

walls, where the Romans were ready to receive 
"chem, that they ſhould nor hure them in the fall 5 
and immediately they ſtruck the wall with che 
Ram. There was at chat preſenc in the City, a 
. Mcerrain valiant man, named Eleazer, of the houſe 
of Anani the high Prieft that chen dwelt ac Fera- 
alem: This Eleazer perceiving the Kamays to go 
about to batter down the wall as they did before, 
plucked out of the wall a mi;.hty tone, ſo that he 
made a great hole, or gap, whereat he (lid down 
the wall, and ſtradling did lighe on che Engine; 
made faſt an iron chain to the horns thereof, and 
got again up nimbly and quickly, from the beanu 
mtothe Town, with the chain in his hand, for the 
nall was not very high above his head, as he ſtood 
upon the Ram; then the other rall fellows took 
hold upon the chain, faſtened ir to the pillars and 
walls in the Town, that cae Komars might rather

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up again from the beam to them that were withinff | 
the Town,greatly rejoycing in his manhood. Aﬀeer 
that,he went up upon a high Tower, from whence 
he tumbled down with a mighty force a greaff | 
tone, and a hard, on the head of the Ram and . 
brake ir, that both a great part of the head and} | 
the hornes fell on the ground : For the iron that 
it was covered withal'was old and ruſty, fo thatit 
was much waſted, and eaten therewith ; the rope 
were alſoold. After that, E/ceazar went down + 
gain,took part of the head that was broken, and 
hurled ic into the Town ; the Romans that remain- 
ed, either he {1:w, or put to flight, The Archers 
ſhot ar him, and wounded him with five Arrows, 
wherefore by the heip of his fellows upon the wah 
he climbed up, otherwiſe he had not been able for 
the grief of his wounds, 

The people then gave a ſhout for joy of the 
vitory cf the worthy Prieſt E/eazar that had (lan 
the Romans, and broke their Rem, wherein they 
pur their confidence, and brought part of it in 
the Town, and faſtened it with an iron chain, that 
the Romans could nor pull ic back again to them, 
nor have the ule of ir afterward, wherefore di- 
vers of the beſt Cities of Jorpatz armed them 
ſelves that day,being ſtir*d with the great couragt 
that they had ſeen in El/eazar ; and went down, 
hewed the beam to pieces, brought the poyſes with 
the Rings,and two maſts with them into the town: 
and the ſame day died Eleazar with great renown, 
as one that had fought for the Sanftuary of the 
Locd, and for his people and Country of ug” > 

like 
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likea fairhful ſervant and ſouldier of the Lord : 
whom all the people mourned for, burying him in 
the Town, honouring him for his death, wortht- 
neſs, and fairhfulnelſe, appointing him a worthy 
memory alfo, for that he had waged btattel with 
the enemies of che Lord, 

The young men of the Jews ſeeing this, and e- 
ſpecially two of them, the one called Nitra,the 0- 
ther Polipas, men of great wiſdom and underſtand- 
ing, and therewith expertin the Wars, being mo- 
ved with zeal of the God of Iſrae}, opened the 
gates, and ilſued againſt the Romans, +skirmiſhed 
with them, and ſlew many of them. But at lengrh 
they were (Jain themſelves in theskirmith, for the 
Sanftuary of their God,ſer Iſrae!,& their country, 

When Foſeph ſaw the Wars to encreaſe more 
and more,[-e iſſued our, and madea great flaugh- 
ter in the Roman tents, burnr the mount and Fa+ 
gines of Wer that the Romans had left; by which 
means the Wars waxed yer hotter, inſomnch chat 
Zoſeph repulted the Romuns. For when they (aw the 
Jews ſo deſperately give their lives for their God 
and Land,they would not abide their force, 

Veſpaſian ſeeing his men ſhrink,he Rood np, and 
encouraged them, exhorting them with fair words 
and promiſes, as well Gold and Silver, as meac 
and drink, wherewith the Kowans allured, fought” 
with Zoſ:ph that day unto the Sun-+ſercinz, and as 
the batce] waxed hor, the Jews wounded Yeſpoſian 
with an arrow in his right leg, which ſore diſmay» 
ed the Romans, when they ſaw the blood run down 
bisleg : and thar day was a ſore fight berwen che 
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Jews and the Romans, T:tws ſeeing his father 
wounded, being ſore abaſhed, ran to him to help 
him, to whom his father ſaid : How is it my ſon, 
that thou art thus aſtonied ? Take heart to thee, and 
with a courage revenge thy father of theſe Fews that 
bawe now the better hand of ws, So both Titus and 
Veſpaſfian,with all their whole hoſt,fought that day 
a ſore fight, and many were ſlain on both parts, 
yea, very few were left on Zoſephs part, with whom 
he returned into the Town, 

The next day, the Romans raiſed a new mount, 
inſtead of that which Foſeph burned, and planted 
another iron-Ram thereupon, berween two poſts 
accordingly ; for Veſpaſian had brought four df 
this ſort with him from Rowe, bur other battering 
pieces upon wheels, had he witch him chirry, wha 
more what leſle ; the bigger ſor: were 39, cubit; 
long, the lefſer ren, He brought alſo ten En- 
gines to hurle great ſtones wichal, which he hat 


placed about the walls. The Romans therefore rt w 
newed the affaulcs againſt the Town, as they wer 5 
wont before, Bur the Town was now deſolat! w 
and naked of the ftonreſt warlike men, for th ls 


were a!l {lain in the fights. Albeit Foſeph remaine th 
and a few with him, who went every one, and thi

women alſo, to defend the walls, tor there was q 
. "Y an 
moſt no men lefr fit for the War. Then che Gy 
mans flung, with the Engines that ſtood on uy 
mount, ſtones into the Town on every lide. IF ., 


chanced that a great ſtone hic a woman with chil |; 
with fuch violence, that it paſſed through he wh 
body,and carried the child wich ar, by the (paces 

h 
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half a mile. They caſt up and raiſed yet other 
Mounts alſo, from whence they flung ſtones. And 
another like chance hapned. A ſtone came and hit 
one of Foſephs men of war, a valiant man, in ſuch 
fort, that ic divided his head from his body, and 
made it fly a large-mile off. Atthe ſame time,one 
of the Roman ſouldiers deviſed with himſelf, how 
to hit Foſeph with a venomed arrow, and gar him 
under a wall where Foſeph was, to accompliſh 
his purpoſe; but Foſeph eſpied him, and cryed 
to him, Hold chy hand, thou wicked fellow, 
and do not kill me: With that the fellow ftar- 
ted ſomewhat aljde, being afraid at Foſephs 
voice, and ſuddenly the Jews out of the Town 
poured hot Oyl upon him from the wall, and his 
Skin was ſcalded off, and he ran away naked, 
howling, and yelling to the Rzmans Camp,where 
he died, 

Veſpaſiau and his ſon Tits were fully determi- 
ned co continue the affaule, until che 47, day 
notwithſtanding the walls were fo high, that they 
could not win the Town, Yet at length the men 
were ſo ſpent within the Town, that they that re- 
mained alive, were fo wearied with toyling, thaz 
they were not able any longer co furniſh theirwarch 
upon the wall. This,upon a certain night Veſpaſizn 
and Titus underſtanding,fcaled the walls at 2 quar- 
ter where watchmen were lacking, and af:er them 
many more of the Ryman ſouldiers followed, 
which went down on the infide, and brake open 
the great gate of the Town, whereat entred che 
whole Army of the Kamans. And being withiathe 
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Town, ſounded their Trumpets, and ſhouted to 
batrel. The Jews with the alarum, tumulr, and 
hurly burly of the Romans, awaked out of their 
ſleep,and were ſore afraid, Notwithſtanding every 
man took him to his weapon, and drew to the 
Markert-place as faſt as they might. They had 
made the Market-place of the Town fo large of 
purpoſe, that if any bulineſſe ſhould happen,chere 
might come together the wholeCity if chey would; 
and as they looked about them,they ſawthe Roman 
Army entring in at the Town, by the way that 
came from the great gate, T hen fought they with 
the Romans,and divided even in the Marker- place 
where they ſtood,exhorting one another, and lay- 
ing,Letus die here fighting, and never ſuffer our 
ſelves to beraken alive, But F-ſ;hand forty men 
with him,worthy men all, fled away into a wood, 
where they found a certain Cave, and hid chem- 
ſelves therein, All che reſt of the Citizens were 
ſlain in that confli&,for they would nor yield, nor 
commit themſelves tothe Romans, they truſted 
them ſo little. For on a timeza certain Jew beſonght 
2 Roman ſouldier to ſave his life, and the Roman 
{ware unto him, ſaying, Cod deal thus and thus 
with me, if 1 flay thee, therefore yield and come 
hither tome. The Jew required him to give his 
right hand that he might cruſt him,and che Roman 
reached him his left hand, T he Jew being diſmayed 
mn thargreat frar mark*c noc that it was his left 
hand ; Burt when the Roman had once hold of him, 
he kept him faſt with that hand,and with his right 


took his ſword,&llew the Jew that then was naked, 


having 
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having caſt away his weapon, upon truſt of the 
Koman. 

When the Jews ſaw how the Roman regarded 
not his oath, but flew the Few, that upon the cruſt 
of his promiſe and oath, had yielded himſelf unto 
him; they determined co die alrogether, and ne- 
verto truſt the Romans : Whereupon they relol- 
ved with themſelves, ucrerly to die for the holi- 
nefſe of the Lord God of Iſrael ; but in ſo doing, 
they flew much people of the Romans, and far 
more than they had done in any other batte], yer 
at length the Ciry was taken. When Veſpaſian had 
knowledge where Foſeph and his company was, he 
ſent Nicamor, Pilerinis,and Callicanus with him to 
Foſeph,ro will him ro come forth, and he ſhould 
have bis life and not be {lain z upon that Foſeph 
debated che matter wich chem that were wich him 
mthe Den, requiring their advice : For my parc, 
( ſaith be if ye will follow my counſe], 1 think 
it beſt we go unto them 3 bur upon this condition, 
That they will make us a forma! aflurance of 
our lives, efieftually as we ſhall require them 
which done, 1 doubr not but Veſpaſian, when we 
come uico him, will extend his favour towards 
us, 

When theſe men perceived Foſeph to be inclined 
to yield unto the K omans, they laid, We marvel 
at thee (O Piince Foſeph) at thee,we ſay,that waft 
choſen our of thoulands of people, and promoted 
to the Prieſthood, and Kinsdom, to ſanttifie 
and hallow the Lord God of 1{rael, who waſt al- 
lo appointed Captain General of (0 great an hoſt,

- «this they will do, yea if they ſave thy life. Bur put 
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and haſt ſeen wich thine eyes the ſhameful re 
proach of thy people, with the diſpleaſures and 
damages of thy Sheep, that thou haſt yet any de- 
fire co live in this diſhonour. What ſeeſt thou that 
thou wouldeſt deſire tolive #-Should*ſt thou not 
rather deſire death than life ? Peradventure thou 
perſwadeſt thy felf,that they call unto thee to ſave 
thy life,c : for thy commodity ; but without doubt 
this werea vain perſwafion : For they call thee for 
none other intent than to cake thee alive, and to 
brag how they took Foſeph, that was conſecrated 
and addifed tothe Wars, and make it an argu- 
ment that their power proſpereth.

| by any means dillwade them, nor divert them 
from this opinion; Wherefore ſhould we two 
fin againſt God fo grievouſly, and againſt our 
own fouls ? If the lot ſhould fo fall that I ſhould 
killthee, 1 ſhould be counred a man-ſlayer, and 
that werthilyz and ic may ſo chance | ſhall e- 
ſcape after thee,and ſave my life ; butif che lor 
ſhould (o fall,that thon ſhouldeſt flay me, thou 
ſhould*ft be caken alſo for a murderer, and per- 
adventure thou ſhould*ſt not eſcape after me; 
yea, alchough thou chinkeft that thou mayeſt : 
But aſſure thy (elf of this, we loſe onr hope in 
God,in as much as we fin againſt our own ſouls, 
For all theſe men that thou ſeeft here dead,Lo, 
ey have finned againſt their own ſouls,dying 

ithout diſcipline and good order, If thou wilc 
ay, How ſhall we do by reaſon of the oath thar 

e have (worn ? Doſt chou not know, that he 
hat breaketh a wicked oath, doth nothing 

Kckedly himſelf cherein ? For a man is noc 
con- 
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conſtrained to perform any oath unto God, but 
to the keeping of his Laws ; and hereuponis it 
chat David ſaith, T have ſworn,and wil! per forms 
for neither vow nor oath that is made againf 
the Commandments of God,can be ratified be. 
fore God, And what more is, before we ſwear, 
our fathers ſware firſt long ago,at the Mount of 
Sinai, that they and their children ſhould keep 
the Law of the Lord. Moſes alſo made a Cove- 
nant wich chem upon the ſame, and not onh 
with them that werethere,bur alſo with ns. How 
then dare we be (ſo bold to ſwear, to break the 
Law of God, and become man: killers? Seeing 
ie is one of the ten Commandments exprelly, 
Tho! ſhalt not kall. Wherefore my Brother,chou 
ſhalc underſtand,that we need nor be ſolicitous, 
nor careful for the oath that we have made, 
but rather to break ic, for God will neverbe 
diſpleaſed wich us for that : Forl being afraid 
of theſe wicked perſons that lie now here dead, 
invented this ſubtile means and way to (wear 
that I might ſave my lije : Now therefore,my 
Brother, if thou wilc be ruled by mine advice 
thou ſhalt ſave thy life and mine, and I wi 
caſt no lots, nor perfcrm the oath that 
made, which is not good in the Law 3 if hot 
wilt not, | will withſtand chee, and fhghe wi 
thee, co kill chee, and ſpare my (elf: And wit 
this 7oſ. ph leapt back, and drew out his {word 
ſanding over again# him at his defence, to ſet 
what his fellow would anſwer : His companiaſbe d 
hearii'g this, Rtirred neither hand nor foot 
8411; 
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gainſt him, bur ſaid : Lo, I am contenr,do what 
thou thinkeſt good, becauſe thou art a man of 
God. And bleſſed be the Lord God of Iſrael 
that bath not withdrawn his mercy from me, 
bur made me to be in thy lot, whereby my ſoul 
is ſaved from going to hell: Thy lot is a juſt 
lot : For the Lord will not leave the ſcourge of 
ſinners, upon the lot of the juſt. Much beſides this 
ſpake Foſephs Companion to him, for he was 
ſore afraid of him, leſt he ſhould have killed 
him, if they had encountred together ; for Fo- 
ſeth was a better man of his hands, and there- 
fore Foſeph choſe him into his lot, rhar he 
might be able ro make his party good with 
him. In this point Foſeph played the wile mans 
part, for he eſcaped by this means, both from 
the hands of thoſe wicked fools, and alſo from 
his fellow. Therefore Joſeph called our of the 
Cave to Captain Nicanors and ſaid to him in 
thiswiſe : Wilc thou promiſe me, that neither 
thou, nor any of thy men that be here with 
thee,or in the Romans Camp,ſhall kill us, before 
thou haſt brought us unto Veſpaſiar ? and let 
him do with us as he thinketh good. Nicaxor 
anſwered : So, and fo, deal God with me, if I 
fulfil not thy requeſt, if ſo be thou wile come 


forth unto me, together with the men that thou 
WT baſt with chee. Zoſeph anſwered him, I will come 


forth to thee, and ſo many more of us as be a» 


Flive : for it is come to paſſe, that ſome of us 


be dead in the Cave, wherefore, how can they 
come forth? Then ſaid Nicazor, Never think 
( friend 
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(friend Joſeph) that I come to deceive thee, 
Come forth and truſt in thy GOD, for thou 
needeſt not to fear, Joſeph (aid ; Swear unto me 
this, by che God of Iſrae!, although he be un- © 
known to thee. Nicanor an{wered, 1 ſwear un © | 
to thee by that God that made the World by | 
his wiſdom, that thou needeſt nor to fear me, Þ| ' 
bue boldly mayeſt come forth unto me. So 1 
Nicanor made a covenant with Foſeph and his * 
fellow, confirming and ratifying ic in writing, f 
after the manner of the Romans, and reaching i 
ic into the Cave upon a ſpear,holding the point Il © 
of the ſpear in his own hand, Foſeph rook the"! 
writing, read it, and believed Nicaver : Theanf© 
came he forth to Nicanor, and his tellow wich L 
him. 

When Nicanor fitting upon his ſeat of State 
that was made him in the wood nigh to the 
Cave, (aw F ſ-ph come coward him, he roſe uy, 
and embracing him, kiſſed him, ſer him on hi 
right hand, an wept wich hintabundantly : he 
honovred his f-llow alſo, placing him berween 
Pllerinus and Gallicanw, whom he had then 

reſent with him. Then Nj:avor a*ked him for 
che reſt of che m:n that were with him.deficing 
that they hovid come forth, and he would h j 
nour then allo, and do them no haim. Joſey 
declared che whole matter unr0 im, and coll 
him what was becums of chem 

Nicanor hearing of the pertinacious ſhybbort 
neſs of the Jews hearts, and their wicked i 
tents, was wonderfully inoved, So chcu he role

| If ye do not, ye ſhall ſee him one day again 
aſe an Army againſt us, and deſtroy us, Bnt 
Joſe Joſeph did find friend(hip at Titus Veſpaſian ſon's 
{ col(Þ#a2ds, which came of the Lord, 
; Therefore when he heard choſe wicked mens 
bor$'2rds, that defired Veſpaſian to put toſeph to 
ed inÞ<th,be diſapproved their advice,andpartly in 
1c roſÞckage he raunted them, ſaying, Will you 
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cell my Father what he hath to do ? will you 
give him ſo wicked counſel, to Kill that man 
that yieldeth himſelf co us, upon the truſt of 
our Jeague and band of friendſhip, which you 
now.g0 about to break and fruſtrate? Did na 
Captain Nicanoy in my fathers name and Ce 
ars, with all the Roman hoſt, make a Covenant 
with him? Take heed what you ſay : Is ir rea 
ſon to break the Ceſarean fidelity ? Morcover, 
who can tel] whether it may ſo happen, that 
ſome of us be taken by the Jews, like as Foſez 
is priſoner herc with us? VVhen Yeſpaſin 
heard his ſons words, it pleaſed him, and he 
ſpared Fcſeph, nor ſuffering him to be (lain, but 
committed him to a certain Captain of his,and 
carried him about with him through the Citie, 
cogether with King 4grippa, After this Veſps- 
fian removed his Camp to Thalmida, which al 
ſo is called Acho, and from thence he went tt 
Ceſarea,a great City. 

When they of the City ſaw Joſeph, they cry 
ed unto YVeſpaſian, Kill him, kill him, or elſe he 
will one day be an occaſion to ſtir great wa 
againſt thee, But Veſpaſian gave rio ear to thei 
Whiles he was at Ceſarea, tidings came to hi 
that the Citizens of Papho invaded and \poilet 
the Ifles that were ſubje& under his Dominion 
with a Navy. Veſpafian heating thereof con 
manded to lay wait for them, that they might 
be met withal, So there was an ambuſh laid 
with@utthe Town, and it came to paſle, that 
when the Pyrates were gone out a rovin: 
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Yeſpeſian entred the Town and took ic without 
great refiſltance, becauſe their ſouldiers were 
abſent. 

oft When the Rovers therefore returned with 
no their Navy, and ſaw the Romans in the City, 
"2. they laboured to ſer a land ; bur ſuddenly a 
ant huge tempe, and a mighty ftorm, drove all 
ea their ſhips againſt che rocks chat were in the ſea 
ver, (hore, ( for there was no haven for ſhips ) and 
hat there they were luſt many of chem, and thoſe 
ſei that ſwam to land the Romans flew : they that 
far} were drowned in che Sea, and (lain by the Ro» 
| beff mans, were in number four thouſand good men 
 buÞof War, belides them that were (lain in the 
Town 40000. all }ews. 

This done, Yeſpafien (et forth Valericus and 
.MTaribzs, two Roman Colonels, with his fon 
WTitz, who went, beſieged, and wan the Towns 
Wof defence that were in Gali/ee; And thus did 
Titus uſe them, They that yielded unto him, 
he ſaved their lives 3 and whoſoever withſtood 
him, he flew. Moreover, all the Cities that be» 
Wonged to Agrippe in Galilee, he reſtored them 
ito him again, only Tiarve excepred, which 
;Weutterly raſed, and flew all che Males, eſpe- 
eially ſuch as were apt to the Wars, ſold alſo 
heir wives and children. And this was the 
conÞaly City in all Galilee, that Titus ſhewed ſuch 
night rigour and extremity unto, 
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CHAP. VII. ul 


Joe departing thence , took hi,,: 
journey to Gamala, which is a Citie 
upon the top of a Mountain ; the name 
thereof is called Gamal/z , of an Hebr 
word Gamat!, that fignifieth to Requite, « 
to do a good turn, becauſe ic is the bell. 
Ciry that belongeth to Agrippa, and the inhaſ 
bicants thereof were ail very rich, The Cj: 
ty alſo, called Seleucia, was not far diftant 
from it, a Countrey repleniſhed with gogt 
Towns, Gardens, Brookes, and all kind 
of fruicfull Trees z Agrizp: beloughr Veſſee; 
paſian that he would not deſtroy this Ci 
ty; Lec me go firſt ( ſaith he) and offepco 
them peace, peradvencure they will take ithno 
that they may ſave their lives from deſtr 
&ion ; Veſpaſian was entreated , ſaying un 
to him, Go and do as thou wilc , for thinſyec 
honour's ſake I will do ſo much for theeh 
So Agrippe went to them, and ſpake friend 
lily and peaceably unto chem, and th 
received him in like manner, but theſhem 
meant deceit, ſaying; Thou art our Loi 
and King, to whom therefore doth 
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that is of any price, or to be deſired in all If- 
rael belong bur unto thee ? Therefore come 
near unto us, and debate the matter with thy 
Servants. 

Agrippa crediting theſe Words, came cloſe 
up to the City, and as he liftned to them that 
talked with him,one caſt a great ſtone from the 
EVall,which lighted juſt between his ſhoulders; 
SE wich ſuch a violence,that it ſtruck him proſtrate 

Meco the ground,and brake his back, wich one of 
Whis arms alſo. But his Servants ſtept to him, 
took him up,and carried him to Veſpaſian z who 
ſeeing him ſo ſore hurt, ſware he would never 
yofrom thence, till he had taken the City, and 
JWordered chem in like manner as he did at Tiar- 
c,to leFre not a man therein. The Roman 
Why licians did beſtow ſuch diligence about 
rrippe, that they cured him. 

Veſpaſian in his rage againſt the Selencians, 
["Wecauſe they had wonnded their King, beſieged 
d aſſaulted them The Jews wichin the Town 
couraged one another,ſaying, Lec us ſtick to 
now, and play the men,for we have no other 
pe to ſave our lives, ſeeing we havethus uſed 
he King. Certain ſtout men of them therefore 
lued out, and encountring with the Romans, 
net Fade a great {laughter amongſt them, Aﬀeer 
1encgat, the Romans made ready their Engins, 
lanted their batcering Rams, playing with 
em againſt the Walls; and by chat time night 
me, bear ſo great a part thereof down to the 

mh; that Veſpeſan and much people with him 
_ N mighr 
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might enter at their pleaſure. But V-ſpaſinſh 
gave commandment to his Army, that theſ 
ſhould not enter that night into the T own, by 
ftand and compaſlſe the walls untii the morron, 
that they mighc the better fee how to win it. 
Norwithſtanding, they would not be ruled lyſſh n 
him, but entred, Then the Fews came upoſtha 
them, drew the chains croſle their ſtreets, 
cloſing the wayes of che Ciry, intrapped rheid: 
in ſuch fort,that they could go neither one waſſþlo 
nor other. After that,ſecting upon them, be 
them down even there; (on that they were 
{]ain,ſave ten men that fled with Veſpaſian, a 
a Captain named Bu»tizs, one of the beſt men on; 
War in all the Rowan Army, yet him the lf 
purſued and flew. But Yeſpaſian and jis,fled 
the Mountains, that he might be there in ſa 
gard : and from thence he ſent to Titus his i 
that was in Syria, for the Roman Army that 
had ſent with him to Perſia, which Titw | 
into Jury, 
Shortly after, Veſpaſian gathered ſouldie 
and,repairing his Army, joyned with Agrippþ 
company, and returning to Seleucia, wani 
and flew every man, leaving none alive : 
afterward going again tothe Cities of Gali 
rook them, ſerving them in like ſort. 
thar, he came tothe City called Naſce/a,whi 
was a walled Town, and of all the Towns 
defence throughout all Galilee, none left | 
it 


Thishe beſieged , becauſe thither reſort 
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fafnany cut-throats and wicked perſons, withoue 
therBche fear of God, ſuch as were robbers and ro+ 
» buffivers of the Land of JF»dea, Amongſt whom 
ron,hvas 4 certain man named Fehochanen, learned, 
n it. Friſe, and prudent, eſpecially co do miſchief 3 
:d ip wicty Counſcilour, and of ſuch eloquence; 
upoWhar he could perſwade cunningly, and dif- 
, afyade men from that they had purpoſed. Be- 
cheafides this, he was a murcherer, ready to ſhed 
e wifſlood, and to do any miſchief ; a greac robber, 
, beaſſnd one that ever gaped for othermens goods, 
:reahy which means he was become very rich : 
, nFherefore there reſorted unto him all vain per- 
11 ns man- flayers,rebells, and ruffians like him«

confirming it by Writing ſealed, for the better 
aſſurance thereof. So chey opened the gates, ant 
Titis came into the Town with his whole Ar 
my, and the Jews received him with great joy, < 
honouring him very much, i 
Then Titxs enquired for Jehochanan and hi 
confederates, The Citizens declared unto hin, 
how he fled by night with all bisunto Jer:ſs 
lem : Tits hearing that, ſent after to purl' 
him,yert they found him not, he had made ſuc 
ſpeed. Notwithſtanding, many of the peopl: 
that went out of the Town with him, thac th 
might efcapethe danger, both men,women,and 
children, old and impotent perſons they ove! 
took, {lew them every one, and returned wit 
a great ſpoil, After this, Titzs won all the Citi 
in Galilee, and fer Rulers in them, Then Veſp

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fan diſlodged from hence, and came to the 
8 Mount Tabor, which hath ſnow on ic continu- 
It ally ; the height thereof is chicty furlongs, and 
upon the top is a plain twenty three furlongs 
Jong : Thither ſent Yeſpaſian one of his Cap- 
taingcalled Palgorus, which took the Mountain, 
and the Town that ſtood thereon,

For out of all Counff of 
tries within the {and of Jadea, there repaire{ wha 
thither all men of War, to defend rhe Saritul was 
ry of cur God, and Aani the high Prieſt r$ ligh 
ceived all chat came, Theſe,ſeeing Jebochandff Fhe 
and his valiantneile, revolced from Anani tif ing 
high Prieſt, and clave to him, conſulting vill perſ 
\ him concerning all their affairs: So he con(pand 
red with theſe cut-throats to lay hands up The 
the rich men of the Cicy, and to ſpoil them ger, 
their goods ; and this was their manner . Whaſin (i 
they eſpyed any notable cich man cf the Cir ſides 
they would after this ſort quarrel with hin Tem 
Art not thou he that haſt ſenc letcers co the ball th 
mans,and to Veſpaſian, to betray the City unſlain 
them? Thus would they examine him beforettree: 
people,and whenhe would anſwer, God torbidipeop 
ſhould doſo; then would they bring in godltans, 
perſons,limbs of the devil,of their own comp; 
co bear falſe witneſsagainſt him, that he mis 
be condemned to death by the law for a rebdvith 

Thus dealt they with Antipzs and Lobigof che 
both Noble men and of the chief of che Cirfmain:

tious {eized for themſelves. They pick*d quaiple to

vice of God,for coyes,gaudes,and trifles,So the 
lot fell upon one that was called Pani the fon 
of Peniel, a carterly husbandman, ignorant of

was utterly unworthy of the Prieſthood : fo 
light a matter made they of the Prieſthood. 
Fhe good and the god'y men of Feruſ:lem,lee- 
ing the power of theſe ruffians, and wicked 

rſons bear (ſuch ſwinge, they ſtuck together 
and determined co withſtand them by force, 

mo peopre therefore earneſtly moved with an - 
S ger, {ſer upon them, and encouutred with them 
Min ſuch fort, that the fight was great on both 


wi ſides,in the Streers, in the Market-place, in the 


Temple,and in the entrance of the Temple, till 
allthe Cicy was filled full of dead bodies and 
ſhin men. For there was not ſo much as one 
freet,buc there was ſome skirmithes in ic. The 
people at length got rhe upper-hand ot the ruf- 
Y tans, for they were eagerly (er,& earneſtly benc 
wainſt chem, The ſeditious therefore ſeeing

Ao che Lord, ſhut ic afcer them, and there re- 
mained, Bur A#axi the high Prieſt, ſeeing the

Edommites, and came out of T4wmez, to viſit thid 
Lord God and his Temple, and co ſee in what 
caſe his people ſtandeth : for thus we come ac- 
cording to our accuſtomed manner as ever here- 
tofore, Anani anſwered, You are difſemblers, 
and not as your words do ſhew, neither come 

e to ſeek God and his SanQuary, nor yer to 
aid his people, but rather ro the ſupporting of 

chochanan grand Captain of Thieves, Were 
it not better for you toafliſt the Sanctuary of 
God, than theſe finfull ſeditions perſons, that 
cover nothing e's then to lay walte the Hoſe 
of God, and to deſtroy his People ? They in 
the molt holy City of God, do thed the blood 
of Juſt, Godlys and Innocent men z through 
whoſe wickedneſs the Romans have the upper 
hand of us, becauſe we have civil wars at home 
with the Seditious, and external with the' Ra- 
mans, Yea, the wickedneſs of the Sediciowus is 
grown fo far, that che moſt part of us had ra« 
ther be (lain by the Romars, than of our bre« 
chren the' Fews.” Io be ye be come to main 
tain them, ye ſhall underſtand that ye offend 
our Lord God exceedingly, to help (inners 
and murtherers, that tread che people of God 
under their feet, like as men tread grapes in a 
wine-preſs,-and make the Temple of che Lord 
2 dwelling-place of man-killers and wicked 
perſons. Ye ſay, Ye come to feek the Lord ; 
ow is it then that ye are thus in Arms, after- 


*— the manner of war ? Ye fkall underſtand, we 


ſhut nor che gates of the Town becaule of you, 
left 
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kf ye ſhould come in, afrer your accuſtome{ 
manner : but becauſe of your armour and wea. 
pons that you have with you, wh'ch are inſtry« 
ments of deſtrufion, a very unmeer faihion tg 
come and viſit the Lord ; You ſhould rather 
havecome with offerings, ſacrifices, confeſſion, 
and praiſe, Notwithitanding, if ye will enter 
Inco the Town for devotion ſake, ye are wel- 
come: bur ye mult lay away your weapons and 
fo enter in peaceably. 

The Edomites anſwered, We marvell not a 
liztle at thee which arc the high Prieſt , our 
Lord and mediator, and zt the re(t of the Prief 
of che Lord, wich the Elders and Judges of che 
people that be preſenc with cheez and your 
wo: ds ſeem ftrange in our ears, For we under- 
ſtand you rake us for your enemies, and theres 
upon-you ſtop us of our entrance inro the City, 
to vilit the Lord God after our accuſtomed 
manner, In chat we be armed as ye obje& un- 
to us? Do ye not know that Veſpaſian drawerh 
nigh to come to this holy Cicy ? This we hea» 
ring of, was the cauſe that we took our wea- 
pons with us, to come to ayd you, and keep 
the Town, as wt have been wont theſe many 
years. Bur how {hou'd ye gather this, that we 
come to ſupport the wicked and ſedirious that 
be wich you: when as from the firſt day that 
ever we and our fathers were circumciſed, we 
never {waived fiom the Law and command- 
m-nts of che Lord? Tell us if there be any 
commnandme,yt in the Law , that biddech a 
man 
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man to ſtrengthen and maintain the power of 
the wicked, to the which we are bound to 
hearken, and to ayd theſe? God forbid we 
ſhould do this, for we all both that be here, 
and the other Edgmites alſo, be ſervants of the 
Lord and his people, to maintain and defend 
the Law, the people,and the houſe of the Lord, 
Whiles they were thus calking together, there 
aroſe up a great cloud, and li..hrnings were 
ifeen wich fire, and darkneſs with mighty thun- 
der-claps, and ſhowers of hail, thar all that ſaw 
it were wonderfully afraid. Wherefore the 
people fled wholly 3 left nor only the walls, buc 
Anani alſo : for they could not abide to tarry 
any longer, But Anni took - heart unto him, 


| and abode it, to mark thofe horrible figns of 


heaven which did zppear, that he mighc judge 
what they berokened, 
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And he gave his Judgmentindeed ( bur not 
according to the truth ) thar the thunder and 
bail with darkneſs, ſignitied Gods help, by che 
hope wherecf they ſhould defend the Sanftua- 


if 
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ry of the Lord. So likewiſe judged all the 
Elders that were with him, without perceiving 
that all theſe figns berokened the evils that 
ſhould come upon Fernſalem and all Iſrael. 

When they that were ſhut in the Temple, 
perceived that they that kept the Watch before 
the gate of the Temple , were fled alſo for fear 
of the tempeſt, they went and opened che doors 
of the Temple, and in that darkneſs, which 
although it was ſo great, that one could nor 
ſee another for the thickneſs thereof, neither 
durſt any of the Town once look ont of his 
doors (they were ſo afraid of thoſe terrible 
ſigns of the Element) yet came thoſe deſperate 
fellows , the Sedicious our of the Temple, 
drew toward the walls withour all fear, with 
ſaws and other inſtruments, to cut afunder the 
barrs of the gates. And when the craſhing of 
the thunder and hail was greateſt, then labour- 
ed they hardeſt, in wreſting alynder the locks 
and bolts of che gates, leſt they ſhould be per- 
ceived. And ever when the thunder-clap was 
paſt then ſtayed they and left off :3)] it came a- 
gain, Thus plaid they till they had broken 
and opened the gates, and let the Edomites in- 
tothe City : who being once come in, wandred 
here and there , for that night, deviſing how 
they might ſer upon the Citizens of the I own, 
and utterly deftroy them. 

They call'd our firſt their confederates, that 
remained in the Temple, broughe them chence, 
and joyned together with the Edomites, ſwea- 
ring 
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Ting one to another, that they ſhould be one 


people and one Army, And forthwith, being 


fo confedeiate together , they flew the ſame 
night, $500. of the people of God, all good 
men of God, all g men of War ; beſides in- 
numerable other, that they killed of the com- 
mon people. In the morning they laid hands 
on the rich men, haled them before che Judges, 
and Ixx, Elders, which otherwiſe is called $a#- 
bedrim, whom they called together : And there 
wicked Jebochanau the Galileau, ſpake unto 
them in this wiſe, 

Why condemn ye not theſe rich Cobs, that 
have made a conſpiracy with the Komans, and 
determine to betray chis holy City i»to their 
hands? namely, one Sechariabu a juſt man, a 
peife& , godly, and vertuous, one that feared 
the Lord, and loved both God and man ; but 
For his riches only which were great, this 7e- 
hochanan { Captain of the Seditious ) appre- 
hended him, willing the Elders ro condemn 
him to death, for that he had joyned with 
their enemies, ( as he ſaid) to berray the Ci» 
ty to them. The Prieſts, Elders, and Judges 
hearing his words , and perceiving that 
both he and the reſt of his bloody band, defi- 
red nothing elfe than to make this man away, 
although they knew him co be moſt innocent, 
they wept and fighed greatly : Jehochanas ſee- 
ing them weep for Sechariahy, and thar they 
would nor condemn him, reſpeC&ing his juſtice 
and integrity 3 What, quoth he, do you begin 
to mourn before there be any corpſe _—_—y 
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1 would I ſhould never come where God hath 
todo, but if ye order it thus m your judgments 
ye ſhall be the firſt chat we will lay hold of, and 
we will fit in judgment our ſelves, to diſcern 
the matter for the people of. God according as 
we ſhall think good. Then laying apart all 
ſhame, with an obftinate mind, the wicked ſorc 
hoyſed away Sechariahs, carried him out of 
the place of judgment, and brought him up to 
the cop of a high Tower, at the Eaſt end of the 
Town, ftrem whence they caſt him down head» 
long , and he died at the walls {ide in the vale 
of Feboſchaphat, The Prieſts therefore were 
ſore afraid fur their own parts, and he Juacges 
alſo with the Elders, ſecing%*he wickedneſs of 
Jehochanan, and the reft of the Seditious: For 
_ had given them warning and ſaid, 
xcept ye give {etitence on every man that we 
fall bring unto you, according to our minds, 
beye aſſured, all ye ſhall go the ſame way that 
Sechariahs is gone before you. After that,they 
nn yr a juſt man, and a rich, that was 
beloved of all the Town, whoſe name was Go-= 
rinian, ſurnamed Valiant, and he was a valiant 
man indeed, moſt expert in wars, thereto wiſe 
and witty, and a man of a pure and perfc life, 
one that was ever the formoſt in battell, when- 
ſoever they had any conflift againſt the Gentiles 
that bekeged Feruſa/cm : And this was his ac- 
euſtomed manner, when the enemies marched 
to joyn bartel wich the Jews, he would run 
upon them with all his might, and make 
lich flaughter of chem, that in ſpight of 
their 
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cheir hearts he would force them to retire ;$8** 
and by that means his body was full of skarg 
his face and head wonderfully mangled with {*Y"* 
the wounds that he had received in the battel, 
that he had been in for the people of the Lord;

Then repaired he again allthe Towns tha Emp 
he had ſubdued, and made up their walls, pf 2-1 
cing Garriſons therein, to ayd him, what ting] fuch 
he thould behiege Feryſe/em, That done, her on 


turned to Ceſarea, to take muſter of his whe ye ha 
Army, and prepared to go to befiege Fer Pre 
lem. day; 

But in the mean ſeaſon , came Meſſengej W 
from Rome, and brought him word that Ne ficir 
the Emperour was dead, and how that as bf /*/p» 
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was a hunting in the Country, the fireofthe 
Lord came down from heaven, and fell upon 
him, that he died of irc. 

After whom reigned Ga/ba, not one whole 
year : for,afore it was fully ended, he was [lain 
by che noble men of Rome; and Vitellins crea- 
ted in his ſtead, a fool, yer a ſore cruel man, 
much given to Drunkenneſs, ſo that he was in 
all points unworthy of the Roman Empire. 

The Noble men of K ome that were with /ſ- 
peſian hearing this, greatly diſdained at char 
matter, and ſaid , Was there never a Noble 
man in Rome lefr, to be placed in the Empire, 
but ye muſt chooſe a drunken wine-ſucker ? 
why did ye not rather ele& che mighty Prince 
Veſpaſian that 1s here wich us, a Sageand a 
Wile man, theretoalſo moſt valiant, one thac 
conquered many Cities, and vanquiſhed many 
Nations, and thoſe moſt fierce ? What puiſſanc 
Kings hath he ſubdued under che Roman Em- 
pire /- How far and wide hath he enlarged the 
Empire of the Romans? And now when as the 
Empire ought to have been beſtowed upon Veſ- 
peſian, or ſome one like unco him, and none 
luch could be found among you, ye beſtow ic 
upon a fool, and a blowbole drunkard, wherein 
jehave done very undiſcreetly, Well, che Em- 
pire of Kowe ſhall have a betcer Emperour one 
day,and God ſay Amen. 

Whereupon the Princes that were there, laid 
their heads rogether, and decreed co make 
Veſpsſian Emperour. 1 aecefore with one _ 
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ſent they went unto Yeſpaſiax, and ſaid unto 
him, Thou ſhalt be our head, for the Empire 
belongeth co ſuch a one, and thou ſhalt have 
Dominion over us. But Veſpaſian refuſed to 
take it on him, and would in no wiſe conſent 
tothem. Notwithſtanding they compelled hin, 
and placed him upon the Throne of Majeſty, 
ſetting an Imperiall Crown upon his head, 
which he would have put away, and pulled of 
with his hand becaufe he would not be Empe- 
rour. Wherefore the Roman Captains dren 
out their (words and ſaid , Thou ſhalt bg Em 
perour and reign over us, therefore refuſeir 
not: if thou do, thou ſhale dy upon our 
ſwords, Veſpaſian therefore ſeeing himſelf cons 
ſtrained, being afraid of his life, he was con- 
tent to ſuffer himſelf co be proclaimed Empe- 
rour. Then all che Army was (worn unto him, 
and he (are ypon the royall ſeat, as Emperour 
and King of Kings. 

The civil wars at Fer»ſ!/ew encreaſed mort 
and more, and much blood was ſhed through 
the wickedneſs of Zehochanan, Captain of the 
tneeves, a limb of the divel, and through 
the cur-throar murtherers that were with 
him, who had all even ſworn the utter deſtru- 
&ion of the City of the Lord, and the deaths 
of the people. | 

There was alſo another cut- throat Ruffin, 


of a noble houſe of Fudea and Fervſalem about} 


the ſame time , called Schimeon, who bega 
allo to follow F:hochanans manners in ſlaying 
Innocents 
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innocents, and robbing and raving in Feruſa= 
lem. For Anani che High Prieſt had once ap« 
pointed him Prince and chief Captain of Jera- 
jalem: and afterwards finding him an enemy, 
baniſhed him che City. Where'ore Schimeorn 
went and gat him a rout of unthrifts, murthe- 
rers, and theeves, caſting in his mind, and 
ſaying , Excepc I joyn my ſelf with ſuch good 
fellows, I ſhall never be able co berevenged 
of Anani and his aſſiſtants, that have thus ba- 
niſhed me out of Jeruſalem into exile wrong- 
fully, unto my great diſhonour, Shall I chat 
have been in ſuch eſtate, now be caſt our of 
my dignity , and be conſtrained ro wander 
here and there as a baniſhed man ? He wene 
therefore: through all the Cicies of 1udea and 
Galilee, cauling to be proclaimed in the ſtreets 
and market places, and ſent his letters where 
he could not come himſelf, in chis manner 
and form : IWhoſoever liſteth to be rid from the 
lndage of bis maſter, or hath had any injury in 
bie Country , or what ſervant ſoever deſireth to 
be ſet at liberty, or whoſo cannot abide the rule 
of bis Fatber or Maſter; all that be in debt, 
ind ſtand in fear of their Creditors, or fear the 


lews for ſhedding any innocent blood, and there= . 


fore larketh ſolitarily in woods or mount ains, if 
there be any man that is accuſed of any notori= 
w crime, and in any danger therefore ; Tobe 
bort, whoſoever is diſpoſed to rob and to do 
imury and wrong, to haunt whores, to ſteal, 
ts muriber, ts eat and drink at other mens coſt , 
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without labour of his hanas, let him reſort to me, 
T will deliver him from the yoak, and danger of the Þ hat 
laws, aud will find bim bis fill of booties and the 
ſpoils. There afſembled unto him about ewen-£ flau 
ty thouſand men, all Murtherers, Theeves, Þ mai 
Rebels, Lawleſs perſons, wicked and Seditiouf raſa 
men. the! 
Then began Schimeon alſo to vex the Iſras mar 
lites, to turn all upfide down whereloever he few 
came. When the Citizens of Jeruſalem, theft 
Prieſts, Elders, and A#a#i heard tidings offff on 1 
Schimeons deſpightfull wick edneſs, how he held} whi 
on ſtil oppreſſing the people of God, they were Jer: 
very penſive, ſaying: Now will this fellox 
more trouble us than Fehochanan, be he neve 
ſo cruel. They conſulted therefore and agreed 
ſecretly to ſend a power againſt him, t 
might ſuddenly fall upon him, and overthre 
him. Peradventure ( ſay they ) they may ( £ 
him, or take him alive, before this wickednelſ} - 1 
grow to further inconvenience, and joyn hin} as h 
ſelf with our foes; then ſhall they aflail us bot he v 
within the Town and without. ng 
They ſent out therefore againſt hima great 
Army of Iſraelits and Fews, with Chariots and the: 
Horſe-men , and foot-men in great number oth 
waich came where the Camp lay, and foundff der 
him in thecorn fields deſtroying of the grain} call 
pulling down of barns, and burning all botl ther 
corn and Olive trees: Then the Fernſolemitaſ} Pro 
divided their Army, & ſet upon Schimeons tentif Lea 
Iuddenly, ſmote them down, and made a greiff him 
flaughter upon the Seditious, Bu 
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Bat ſhortly afcer, Schimeon gat the upper 
hand of the People of God, for he came upon 
them in the night ſeaſon, and made a ſore 
ſlaughter amongſt them ; Then they that re- 
mained, took themſelves to flight cowards Fe- 
roſelem, and Schimeon purſued them, killing 
them unto the hard gates of Feryſalew, ſo that 
many of them were {lain in the way, and very 
few eſcaped. 

After this, Schimeon went and moved war up- 
on the Edomites, to ſubdue them unco himſelf, 
which before were under the Dominion of the 
Jeruſolemites. And firſt, he came to che City 
fſa, otherwiſe called Gaza, for it was the firſt 
City within the borders of Edow:, as men came 
from Jeruſalem. But the Edowites mer him in 
the field in great number, and joyned bartel ; 
"neither part had the Vidtory , therefore at 
length they retired both. 

Then was Schimeon in ſo great a rage, when 
as he could not overcome theſe Edomites, that 
he wiſhe him out of his life. So he ceaſed fight- 

jinga while, and encamped himſelf in the bor- 
ef} ders of the Land of Edom, right againſt it, and 
nl] there abode, thinking to ſet upon them at an- 
x other time, And as he was deviſing how to or- 
FF der all chings, there came untu him an Edomite 
in called Jacob, one of the chiefeſt men among 
otlf them,and a Warriour, He hearing of Schimeon's 
#8 Proclamation, was moyed to come and enter a 
nf League with him, and thereupon ſaid unto 
ell him : Never letit diſcomfort thee, that thou 
By couldeft 
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couldeſt not overcome the Edomites at the firft 
battel : If thou wilt be ruled by my counſel, 
thou ſhalt win all the Cities in the whole land, 
and [ will deliver them inco chy hands 

Schimeon defired to know how : therefore 
ſaid he, Let us hear thy counſel, and ſhew us 
how it may be brought about, and when ir is 
come to paſſe, then wijil we honour thee, and 
regard thee accordingly. 

acob ſaid, Give me one half of thine Army, 
which I will lead wich me into an ambuth : then 
ſbalc thou in the morning betimes ſer thy men 
in aray againſt the Edowites for a tale ; and 
when thou ſhalt perceive them to come againſt 
thee, then make as though thou fleddeft; until 
thou haſt faled them out of the Town into the 
fields to purſue thee, 

Then will I with my men come our of our 
ambuſh, and make ſpeed to the gates, where we 
ſhall kill the Warders, and (ſuddenly enter the 
Town; and killing all char we find there,ſet up 
a flag upon the Tower of the Town. Then when 
the Edomites ſhall ſee that, their hearts will be, 
dead for ſorrow;and ſo mayeſt thou turn again 
upon them,and beat them down at thy pleaſure: 
Or if chou like not this device, hear yet another 
way. I have been a Caprain againſt them a long 
while,therefore | will return in the night ſeaſon 
into the Town;it the Watch examine me from 
whence I come, I will tell them I come from 
Schimeo»s Camp,whither [ went as a Spy ;Then 
will 1 go co the Elders of the Town,and dehre 
chem 
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them ro let me have a company of the beſt 
fouldiers, and I will bring Sch:meon into their 
handsif he ſet upon us again, For | have view- 
ed the Camp, and his power, and underſtand 
that he intends to morrow to fall on us, which 
thou ſhale do indeed. And when thou ſeeſt me 
to iſſue our againſt thee, thou ſhalt ſer thy 
Spear in the Reſt, and come towards me ; then 
will I take me to flight, and caſt a fear in the 
Edowmites hearts , that they ſhall flee alſo; 
which done,thou mayeſt purſue and {lay them, 
at thy pleaſure overcome them, and enter 
the Town ; then that Town great 4ſz once 
taken, thou ſhalt quickly win all the reſt. When 
Schimeon heard this, he went and deliberated 
with his own Councel, and chey liked the laſt 
advice beſt, wherefore that they concluded up- 
on. yo Facob the Edomite returned by nighc 
to Aſx, and declared to the Ancients of the 
Town, how he had been in Schimeons Camp,and 
had viewed his Army, whereby he had percei- 
ved good hope, thar he ſhould deliver Schime- 
"into their hands ſhortly. The Elders there- 
fore made him grand Captain, and chief of ail 
their men of War, charging every man in this 
wile : Foraſmuch as none of you are ſoexpert 
in the knowledge of warfare as is Facob, there- 
fore it behoverh you to follow himin all things, 
If he ſer forward, ſet ye forward 3 whereas he 
pitchech his rent, pitch ye alſo; if he ſtay, ſtay 
ye ;3 if hefleeth, flzeye; To be ſhore, when he 
returneth, then recurn ye, and go nor one 
hair 
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hair breadth from that that he ſhall command 
you,neither one way nor other, [Ipon the next 
morrow Schimeon ilflued out of his Camp, with 
all his Army, and upon that, aſſembled Jacg 
his men, and went out to meet him ; But when 
they came to the point ready to joyn,and Schi- 
mweon with his company had charged their 
ſtaves againſt them ; by and by Jacob left the 
Field, turned his back and fled, and the chief 
ſouldiers that were about him, fled with him, 
The reſt of the people ſeeing their Captain 
flee, they took themſelves likewiſe to flight e- 
very man:then S$chimeon purſuing,made a great 
laughter of them,and won the Town, bringing 
them under his ſubjetion, And when he had 
ſacked the houſes of them that were (lain of 
the Edomites, and ſpoiled their goods, which 
was very much ; the reſt that he took priſoners 
and kept alive, he made peace withal , and 
joyned them unto his own Camp. 

After that,he departed from thence, accom- 
panied with 40000. good fighting men, part E» 
domites, and part Jews, and came to Chebron, 
which he won, and deſtroyed all their grain, 
and corn fields : Yet after, he repaired their 
Walls;and ſuch of them as were lefc alive,made 
peace with Schimeon, who received them into 
League wich him, and they became his men, 
and followed him in all his Wars. So he dif- 
loged from thence with all his Army, which by 
the acc. {hon of che Chebronites was now won» 
dertuily encreaſed, and derermined co invade 
Teryfalcm, And 
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And when he came nigh unto the City, he 
ranged here and there, deſtroying the fruits 
that were upon the ground, and alſo their 
corn. 

Captain Fehochanan having intelligence of 
$chimeons coming to beliege the Town, and 
how he had deſtroyed the fields, thoughe to 
have gone out of Jeruſalem, and to fight with 
him, buc he durſt not; for his Spies had told 
him that he ſhould not be able to overcome 
him, he had ſo puifſant an Army, and fo well 
appointed. Yet neverthelefſe he ifſued out,and 
lay in ambuſh for Schimeon. In the mean ſpace, 
by chance Schimeons wife ( that was fled our of 
Jeruſalem, with her men and women ſervants 
towards her husband, for fear left ſhe ſhould be 
ſlain for her husbands ſake, if ſhe ſhould have 
tarried at Jer»ſa/em) paſſed by where he lay in 
his ambuſh : Her he took, and brought again 
to Jeruſalem, not a little proud of ſuch a prey, 
thinking, Now we ſhall have Schimeon at our 
n——_y we have his Wife our priſoner: 

e loveth her (o entirely,that he will do for her 
ſake whatſoever we will have him. This came 
to Schimeons ear,who had taken that time many 
of Jehochanan's men, and cut off their right 
hands, ſending them with ſuch ſhame to Jeru« 
ſalemto their maſter. He ſent moreover Em- 
baſſadours to Jehochanan, willing him co ſend 
bim his Wife, in ſuch ſort, thac (he mighe come 
to him with all that was hers : or if he refuſed 
to doit, he ſhould be extremely handled ; > 
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he would takethe Town ere ic were long,and, 
to Jechanar's ſhame, cut off the hands and leg, 
of all chem char did inhabite it. 

Febochauan hearing this, was ſore afraid, and 
all char were wich him, and therefore they ſent 
him his Wife 3 whereupon Schimeon kept hin 
within the Town. And as Schime2n played 
the Tyrant without, ſo likewiſe did Fehz 
chanan within, For Fehochanan's ſouldier; 
raviſhed che Iſraelites Wives, and ſhed innc- 
cent blood, 

Shortly after, Schimeon left the Town for x 
ſpace, and recurned into I4umee ; for he had 
word that the men of moſt power,and the rich. 
eſt ſorc of that Country rebelled. Whereupon 
he ſacked and ſpoiled all the Towns of I1umeg, 
and left them noching : inſomuch that he wa; 
become very rich, and then returned to Fery- 
ſalem, bringing the E4omites wholly with him, 
that were meet for war : and many of the Few; 
reſorted to him, and with his power he be- 
fieged Feruſalem, even at the very gates. Yet 
the Tyranny of Fehrchanan and his Complices 
ceaſed not, but increaſed more and more dail 
in Feruſa/em,inſomuch that they raughe the Ch 
tizens of Feruſalem ro murder their neighbours, 
and to commit adulrery with cheir wives : by 
which means fornication was rife and common 
inthe Cicy, Yea, many of the people and youth 
ſhaved their beards, Jetting the hair of cheic 
heads grow,and accompanied themſelves with 
women,that they might exerciſe cheir —_ 

arcſy 
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ſafer, and not be eſpied ; which fin did wonder- 
fully defile che City of Feruſalem, and wichour 
doubt furthered che deſolation thereof, The 
gates alſo of che Town were cloſed up, that no 
man might go in nor out. And whoſo wene 
our, fell into the hands of Schimeon, and was* 
ſlain : they that carried within,were conſtrain- 
ed to ſee before their faces, their ſhame in every 
ſtreet and corner; and if any found fault, he 
was (lain ſtraight by Jehochanan,that moſt cruel 
Captain of che ſedicious Rebells, 

The Citizens therefore ſeeing the ryranny 
of Jehochanen, to be without meaſure, they aſ- 
ſembled all cogerher, and encountcred with fe. 
bochanan, and were flain a wonderful ſort of 
them in chat conflict. And except the Edomites 
that were fled co Jernſalem from the tyranny of 
S$chimeon,had ſucconred the Citizens,the whole 
people of Jeruſalem had been ucterly deſtroy. 
ed, and (lain every mothers ſon by Jehicbenan; 
his power was fo great. 

Then Anaui the high Prieſt, and the other 
Prieſts, wish che ancient, faichful, and Sages, 
and the reft of the people of Jeruſalem; ſeeing 
the wickednelle of Jebochanar, and that th 
could not ſuffer ic any longer, conſulced coge- 
ther to deliver the Town to Schimeon, and 
bring himin, and make him their King,to hel 
them againſ Jehochanan, whom they took to be 
far worſe than Schimeox, hoping that ic mighe 
come to paſſe, that Schimeon ſhould ſlay Fe- 
bochanan at length. They ſenc therelore _ 

cas 
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the high Prieſt ro Schimeon, to bring him inte hide 
the Townz But Schimeon craftily denied it, 
ſaying ; What ſhould I come into the Town th 
you that hate me,and of Jate baniſhed me your 
Town ? Yet they ceaſed nor, bur ſent the ſameSji 
Amittai to him again, to entreat him in the 
name of all the people, to come into the City, 
And by this means, upon a certain night ap-f 
pointed,he entred into Jeruſa/em with his whole 
Army: Notwithſtanding,he was no ſooner with» Yoni 
in the Town, bur he brake his promiſe and 
league that he had made with the Cirizens; Rh; 
entabemcs he had promiſed to ſuccour them, 
and aid them, now he was alcered, an4 became 
their enemy, joyning himſelf with Jebochanan; 
And thoſe two Rebells reigned in the Ciry o 
Jeruſalem by courſe, one one moneth, and an- 
other another. So,where before Schimeons cont 
ing, they thought much to bear the yoke and 
oppreſſion of one ſeditious perſon, now were 
they conſtrained to hold down cheir ſhoulders, 
and bear the yoke of two. Man 
Yet within twodayes after,there fell a vari- 
ance and diſcord between Jehochenan, and Schi- Thohe 1 
meon, about Eleazar the Prieſt,the fon of 414i buld þ 
the high Prieft.This Elrazar was the beginner, fhown | 
and firſt ſower of {edition amongſt the 1ſ-ae-YTheſ 
lites , whum Schimeon would now have putÞlan / 
to death, to be revenged of his father char ba Yiz,ar 
niſhed hin; out of Jeryſa/em ; bur Tehochanas fre we 
took Eleazers part, and defended him; Forf6d me 
Eleazar was alway es Jbochanan's friend, andit he 
aide 
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ided him. His father was high Prielt, and bare 


great rule in Feruſa/em, wherefore Eleazar 
vas of a great eſtimation and authoricy with 
he Elders, fo that they durſt -nort apprehend 
im; and his father alſo looked negligently un- 
> him,and let him do what he liſt, becauſe he 
ad no more ſons but him. So he was the firſt 
hat aſſembled naughty perſons together, and 
ed ever on Jeho-hanans fide, from his farit 
ming to Jeruſalem. And for his ſake,fell di- 
ifon and difſention between Jehochanan, and 
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$; Mchim-on, ſo that they became enemies, and 
n, Fired che one upon the other ever atcer, as we 
ue Wall declare hereafcer, 
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SIN this while, Veſpaſian had ſent Antony, and 


Mankimings, ( two Noble men, and of his 
uncil ) ro Rome againſt Vite/l;zs, that chey 
phe make him ouc of the way, and then 
uld he come co Rome to receive the Imperial 
wn there. 

e-Y Theſe rwo Caprains went therefore and rai- 
wan Army, by whoſe aid they (er upon Vz- 
+ Y'is,and flew him not withouc much ado; for 
a» Fre were {lain that day at Rome, $o. thouſand 
or 6d men of war. When Veſpafian had word 
ndfit he was diſpatched , he made ſpeed 
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to Rome to his Coronation, dividing firſt h 
Army into two parts; whereof he took thec 
with him to Rome, as a ſafegard for himſ: 
whatſoever ſhould happen, and che other hele 
with Titus his ſon, to beltege Jeruſalem withal 
So departing, he lefc his fon Titus at Alexa 
dria, commanding him to remain there, ti!l ſud; 
time as he ſhonld {ignifie unto him other 
by his Letcers,and ſhew him what he ſhould df 
and that in no wiſe he ſhoald attempt the lie 
of Jeryſalem in the mean (pace. Tits anſwerel 
T ſhall do ( dear Father ) accoyd11g vnto 
commandment, for, to y'u it belongeth toc 
mand, and unto we to obey. 

Veſpaſian cook with him King Azrippa, 
Munabas his fon. he fearing leſt they would 
bell, and me Joſeph Prieſt and prifoner all 
faſt bound in chains; for ſo had his Counciln 
ved him, ſaying : We cannot fay the contra 
but that we have found no ſign of rebellion! 
Joſeph hitherto, neither think we that he 
gone about any; bur, Who can te)] when we 
gone he-ice, whether he will not flee to Jer 
lem,and help ofet them ar unity and concorl 
then they make him their King, and after he 
the ſorer enemy unto us ? Belides this, yt 
ſhall have need of himin this journey,ke bei 
a man of (uch great prudence, and wiſde 
that whoſoever followeth his counſel , | 
bring his matters to good and fortunate (i 
cefie,V-ſpaſian liked well their advice,and ted;

Thou knoweſt, Titzs was he that took pit 
on thee,and would not ſufer thee to be putt judg, 
death; Yea he hath ſundry times moved me 
releaſe thee of thy bonds, and to honour the 
which | have deferred to do,only for this ca 
that I ſkewed chee.

Jews receive thee peaceably, and will ſubmit. 
bemſefves under the Roman Empire, then bewaye 
bo endamage them in nothing, but rather repair 
betr Cities, and let them be free from all Tribute 
w the ſpace of two years :yet on this condition,that 
brice every year they ſet a Flag with the Arms of 
Romans upon their walls;that is to ſay,at their 
bree ſolemn Feaſts, whenas al! the I[raclites were 
ont to reſort unto Jeruſalem, and to appear before 
be Lord their GOD. Moreover they ſhall offer for 
ewery Feaſt a Sacrifice,upon the mojt holy Altar 
Whit 3 i Jeruſalem. And if they refuſe to make 
Wecce with thee,thou ſhalt utterly raſe their Towns; 
md whoſoever are left alive,and eſcape the ſword, 
bſe ſha't thou lead away captive.Tf they deſire to 
ve Joleph to be their King,we are content there= 
Ith, In any wiſe remember to be ruled by Joſephs 

Wwe! 3 be ſhall be thy father,and thon his ſon. 
Afcer this, Joſeph departed from Rome, and 
ame to Alexandria to Titms, who hearing of 
Joſephs arrival, was wondrous glad, and alt 
he Antient wiſe men, with him 3 For Joſeph 
P 4 W245 
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was full of che (pirit of wiſdom,underſtandin 


counſel, valiantnefſe, knowledge, and fear of 


God. 

Wherefore we went forth to meet him, ac- 
companied with the Captains of the Roman; 
Army, and received him with great honour, 
Then Joſepb delivered to Titus his fathers Lets 
ters : which Titzs having read, ſaid unto Joſeph, 
Whatſoever my father hath written in theſe 
Letters, I would have done no leſſe by mine 
own accord : but ſich my father hath admoni- 
ſhed me of the ſame, ] ought to do it the more, 
Wherefore remain here with me, and I will be 
thy ſon,and thou ſhalt be my father,to rule and 
govern me with thy counſel. 

So Joſeph abode with Titus at Alexandria 
whole moneth after he came from Rowe, Then 
conſulted they together to goto Jeruſalem and 
beliege it 3 for Jſeph underſtood well enough, 
That this came of the Lord, and that bi word 
could not be letted, or hindered. Tits therefore 
and Joſeph with him,departed from A exandris 
with all cheir Army, and pitched their tents at 
Nicopol; 3 from thence they came-by water to 
Thaniſa, fo forth to Traclea, and leavmyg that, 
came to Pelifis; from thence they travelled 
through the Deſart to Baale ] avin,after thatto 
Dicron,lo to Gaza,next to 45kalon,then to | 
buam,after to Japho,and ſo to Ceſarea. In thelt 
journies he won Aſam, Askalon,and ] apho,witl 
allcheir Towns,and Caſtles lying abour them. 

The firſt yrar of the reign of Veſpaſian, the

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10. month, and the 7. day of the ſame, came 
Titus with Toſeph and his Army to Ceſarea, a 
famous City built by King Hered. In this Ci 


'ry he ſojourned untill his whole Hoſt were 


come together, as well of R:mavs, as of other 
Nations that were under the dominion of the 
Romans, and came to ayd them in che ſiege of 
leruſalem. Therefore Titus Army was wonders 
fully huge and puiſſant, wherewith he abode 
at Ceſare, till the cold of winter was paſt, and 
the month of Tu/y drewnigh: The ſame years 
the civill wars grew and increaſed in Jeruſalem; 
for the Citizens flew one another without any 
truce, reſt, or quietneſs no not in winter, when 
45 wars were wont to ceaſe; but ſummer and 
winter both, tle wars never ſtinted between 
Schimeon, Tebochanan, and Eleazar, For the 
Lord that year had ſent amongſt them of Te- 
ruſalem, a vertigincus ſpirit cf giddineſ(s, that 
the people were divided into three parts : 
whereof the firſt and beſt followed 4nani the 
Prieſt, who at that time had ſtained, unhallow- 
ed, and ſuſpended his office of Prieſt-hood, 
Another part followed ſeditious lebochanen; 
the third was for Schimeon. So that in the 
midft of Teruſalems was civill wars, and without 
the ſame, the Roman Army maderoads from 


| Ceſarea,cven to leruſalem,by the means wheres 


of no man durit go forth , leſt he ſhould fall in» 
tothe enemies hands, nor enter into the Town 
tobring any necellaries thither. Anani being a 
perfect godly man, and ſeeing the common- 

wealth

wealth of Jeruſalem governed by the pleafure 
of che Seditious, gave over his third part that 
ſtuck to him, to Eleazar his ſon, which was the 
firſt author of ſedicion, and he that gavethe 
firſt occaſion , and the cauſe of all the miſchief 
that befell in Jeruſalem, and in the whole Land 
of Fudea, For he began a conſpiracy againſ the 
Roman Garrilons, and ad Iſrael to Re» 
bel againſt the Romans, and to lay hands upon 
them, 

Wherefore there aſſembled unto the ſeditious 
Eleazar, Jehudah, Chezron, Schimeon, and (hiſ- 
kibu, young men of the Nobles of Jeruſalem, 
Eleazar with his company took the Temple, 
and the Courts about ir, appointing of his men, 
ſome to be ſpies, and ſome to keep watch and 
ward about the Temple of the Lord. 

Bur Jehochanan, who becauſe of the great re- 
ſort of che people unto him, was ſtronger than 
Eleazar, he took the marker place and ſtreets, 
and the lower part of the City. 

Then Schimeon the Jeruſolemite, took the 
higheſt part of the I own: wherefore his men 
annoyed Jehocbanaus part fore with Slings and 
Croſs- bows. 

Between theſe three there was alſo moſt cru, 
el battels in Jer»ſa/em for the ſpace of four 
daies, withour ceafing or any breathing, and 
every day were very many lain, ſo that the 
blood of the Jews that were then ſlain, ranin 
every place molt abundantly, through the Mar- 
ket-places and ſtreets, yea even to the Temple 


of 
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of the Lord, like unto a flood chat had come 
of great ſhowres ;z and unto the threſholds of 
the gates of the Temple, thedead bodies over- 
whelmed one another by heaps, for no man bu- 
ried them. Jehochanan having the middle part 
ofthe Town , had Schimeon onthe one fide of 
him; and El-azar on the other. 

Bur Schimeon had the belt place; from whence 
he might annoy borh Jehochanan and Elcazer. 
Eleazar did alſo what hecculd to endamage 
Sch:meow, And Jebochanan that was in the mid- 
deſt, encombered them both, norwithſtand- 
ing to little purpoſe. For Schimeons company 
flung ſtones, and ſhot at them ſore: bur when 
as Jebochanans part flung likewiſe at them, the ' 
tones rebounded back upon themfelves, Thus 
amongſt theſe three the battel] was fore, and 
encrealed every day, that all men were in great 
terrour afid fear thereof, 

Then afſembled ro the Temple much people 
of the Prieſts and Elders, beſeeching theſe Inte= 
tine and Domeſticall enemies, nor to pollute 
and detile the Tewple with their flanghcers,and 
were a)moſt ail {lain for their labour, The ſame 
day was f{ain the Prieſt Anani, & Joſpra a Prieft, 
both of che chiefclt Prieſts. Sechariaha allo the 
moſt faichfull Prophet of che Lord. 

Then had the continuall Sacrifice ceaſed 36. 
daies : for ever until that time, was there ſome 
good men or other of Jeruſalem, that offered 
away ſacrifice to the Lord. 

But now when they would have continued it, 


and 
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and the Priefts laid the facrifice upon the A]. 
rar, the Seditious would run upon them and 
kill them , ſo chat the Prieſts bodies and their 
cattel that they would have ſacrificed, ſhould 
fall dead to the ground together. They that 
reſorted alſo out of the Country of Teruſalen 
for devotions ſake, the Seditions flew, and ut- 
terly deſtroyed them , that almoſt no one of 
them was left alive. 

- Moreover, the dead bodies of men lay caft 
in the Temple, and that without number troad 
under feet: yea, the dead body of the Prief 
that was offering ſacrifice, lay upon the earth 
together with his offering. And when any 
man would offer any ſacrifice, ſtraight way 
one or other of the Seditious would ſtep to 
him aad kill him, that the blood of che ſacrifice 
and ſacrificer, ſhould be mingled rogether; In 
ſomuch that the pavement of the Temple be- 
ing all of marble, was made fo ſlippery with 
the blood and fat of chem that were {]ain, that 
no man could go upon it withour falling. And 
the Prieſt ſhould no ſooner Jay hands on the ſa- 
crifice, but he was (lain, and ſtraight another 
dead body ſhould fall upon him ſtranger or 
other, they ſpared none : So thus the dead bo- 
dies of the good and bad, cleanand unclean, 
wicked and vertuous, theef and true man, 
lay one upon another, and their blood mixt 
together in the midit of che Temple, wichout 
re\ſpe& of any man, of what degree or condi- 
tion ſoever he were ; Wherefore the fight and 

{laughter 
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ſlaughter waxt great, both in the Town, and 
in the Temple, Nay, whomſoever the Sedicious 
overcame, they ſer fire on their houſes alſo; 
whereby the fire took into the great men's hou- 
ſes that were nigh che Temple, and into the 
ſore-houſes, whereas againſt cimes of neceflicy, 
and beſieging of the Town , were laid tpin 
ſtore, corn, wine, and oy1, to the number of a 
thouſand and four hundred ftore-houſes, all 
filled full of victuals. For the Elders and other 
godly men, what time as Veſpaſian was in Ge- 
hlee, they made up the doors of thoſe Garner- 
houſes, and laid i vituals into them, ſuffici- 
ent for two hundred thouſand men twenty 
years, and now in this one batrel of the Sedi- 
tious they were burnt every one,ſtick and tone, 
which was a ſpeedy cauſe of famine, and hurger 
in Jeruſalem. 

Art the ſame time alſo, the Seditious pulled 
down and razed all the fair houſes, and goodly 
buildings, that there ſhould be no monumenc 
of any noble houſe, left co any inthe City of 
leruſalewr. So thus you ſee at thattime the Lord 
viſited the Citizens of Teryſa/em with four kind 
of plagues, ſword, peſtilence, hunger, and fire: 
befides this, a fifr was added, the ruine and de- 
cay of all beautifull and glorious buildings, 
And whereſoever a man turned him, there was 
nothing but defolation, pollucion, (namely of 
the Temple and all holy chings ) uproars.wich- 
out all reſt and refuge ; no help, no ſuccour, 
but every corner of Jeruſalem was full of how- 


ling, 
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ling, and yelling, wailing and weeping,ſobbing 
and fighing of women, and children, Here 
ſhould ye hear the roaring & groaning of woun« 
ded men, not yet thorough-dead ; there the 
mourning and Jamentation of the Elders, youns. 
ger children crying out for hunger; to be ſhort, 
moſt ſorrowfull oppreſſion of them that lived, 
done by the Seditious : Such lamentarions were 
made every where, thac happy and fortunate 
was he that beforcthis day died, and unhappy 
and in a wotull caſe were all ſuch as remained 
alive to ſce this day, 

All chefe things when I Foſeph heard tydings 
of, I tore my hair with my hands, and caſt 
aſhes on my beard, fitting in great ſorrow on 
the ground, bewailing the milery and calami- 
ty of Feryſalem. And this Jamentation made 
Foſeph upon Feruſalem: How is the City { quoth 
he) laid waft, that was wont to be more hap- 
py and more renowned than all the Provinces 
upon the earth ? How is the City that was 
hererofore in {uch hrghneſs and dignity, now 
broughr under the foot, through che ſons of 
the Citizens thereof? Whereas lometime was 
the dweliing place of the faichfull, now bear 
rule there fuch men as provoke and ſtir Gods 
wrath againſt ic, and turn ic away from rheir 
God , waſting it as theeves. In the which 
ſometime remained the brightneſs of the GGod- 
head, it is now become a by-word, and mock- 
ing-ſtock to the enemies, repleniſhed with blood 
of wounded and ſlain men. Inſtead of mirch, 

gladnels 
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gladneſs , rejoycing , harps and pſalteries ; is 
forrow, fighing, heart- breaks, mourning, and 
penſiveneſs come in place. Even as heretofore 
the prieſts executed the ſervice of the Lord in 
offering ſacrifices 3 ſo likewiſe now, ſeditious 
perſons murthered godly and faithfull men: 
where was wont to be the dwelling place of 
muſt wiſe and prudent men, now itis made a 
common hoſtry of wicked murtherers & cheeves. 
0 Lord God of Iſrae/, havenor Angels in time 
| come down from heaven to earth to fighr 
thy batrels? Have not the floods of the ſeas per- 
ſecured chem, that perſecuted thee ? Hath nor 
the earth ſwallowed up them that deſpiſed chee, 
and the winds ſcattered them a- ſunder thac 
made inſurreCtions againſt thee? hath not cthun- 
der from heaven deſtroyed thine enemies, and 
ſtars fought againſt thy foes ? What means this 
therefore? and how cometh it to paſs,that thou 
hideſt thy face from us? to whom haſt chou 
delivered the ſheep of thy paſture? Look upon 
us our God, and behold thy people and inheri- 
tance, that thou broughreſt our of Egypt with a 
mighty power, and a ſtrong hand, with wonders 
and figns, leading them untill chis day in thy 
faith; cake pitty upon them in thy mercy, and 
extend not thy wrath againſt thy ſervants, 
Where art thou Moſes the fon of 4Amyan? ftand 
up and ſee thy people and flock of ſheep, which 
thou feedeſt all thy life with thy wiſdom; ſee 
how Wolves and Lions tear them ; ſee how 
the Iſraelites are become foes to their own 


lives 
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lives and ſouls ; yea waſters and deſtroyers are tom 
ſprung up of their own ſelVes. Behold the pes. Bing 
ple of GOD, for whoſe ſake thou lifred'ſt up 
thy ſtaff over the ſea, wherewith thou ſtruckef 
and divideſt it, that it was made dry ground, 
ſo the If aelrtes paſſed through, and eſcaped 
their enemies.

C the fields, Such is the guiſe intkee now adaies, 
wither the father ro bury the ſon, northe fon 
voy the father; che Seditious watch fo diligently 
thoſe that be dead, leſt any man (ſhould bury 
them, which if they do, they are alſo flain by 
them, and lie unburied themſelves. The Tem-

ind (weet muſical Poet of Iſrael, ſpeaketh of ; 
Lord, the Gentiles are come into thine inheritance, 
they bave polluted the Temple of thy holineſs. And 
dfnould ro God it had been the Gentiles only 
MeJthat had exalted themſelves againſt thee, and 
dJpolluted chus the holy Temple tha is in thee :

pieces, for elſe they rhought they were not (ufflpoach 
ficiently revenged; alchough that in ſo doingfifu, 5 
many times the ſtinch of the dead, rook wortlyſhiin © 
vengeance again of the living, by caſting thenker 
into incurable diſeaſes. All theſe evills are conefhers 
upon thy people, becauſe they have forſakafky, in 
the law of the Lord, and have tranſgreſſed thefhte ear 
Covenant that he made with their brethreniÞ-ſaye, 
becauſe alſo they have ſinned againſt the Lordhhere: 
God of their fathers, in ſhedding the blood 

juſt men, and innocents that were within thee them, : 
eveninthe Temple of the Lord. And therefore} Fro, 
are our ſorrowfull ſfighings multiplied, and outings f 
weepings daily increaſed, for that we have beand 1+ 
the cauſe of all theſe evils that are befallen usHorſem 
and are not yet ended, O Lord our — ) vie

Afrer theſe things, the third day of the firſt 
u-Enoach, in the firſt year of the reign of Veſpa= 
NoBier, Titzs his ſon took muſter of his men in the 
lin of Ceſarez, to know che certain number of 
MShem, which he had not done afore, fince his 

jers departure; and he found them very ma» 

z inſomuch that they ſeemed almoſt to cover 

he earch, This done,he rook his journey from 
rea with his people, and came to Samaria, 
ere the Citizens received him with great joy, 

4 much honored him, wherefore he ſpared 

em, and did them no harm, | 

From thence he came to Aje/ona, thirty fur- 

Jags from Feruſa/em,there he pitched his tents, 
d leaving them there , took fix hundred 
rlemen with him, and came to Feruſalem 
T© view the Town , to know of what heighc 
Q_4 che 
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the walls were of , what ſtrength there was in 
the Town, eſpecially of the Sedirious, of whom 
every where great, rumour was z finally to re- 
ceive peaceably all ſuch as were defirous of 
peace. So when he came to the wall he ſaw no 
man, neither to go out nor inzfor the gates were 
ſhut up, and the Seditious had laid an ambuſh 
without the Town to trap Titus , who went 
ſomewhat before accompanied with a few, the 
reſt following a pretty way behind. While 
therefore he was in viewing the walls, the Se- 
ditious ifJued out of their ambuſh that they had 
laid nigh unto 4jelona, and (et upon the back 
of Titus men behind. Then iflued another 
Party out of the Town, ſo that they had Tits 
between them, and running upon him, ſepers- 
red bim from his men, and environed him one 
very. {ide z where they flew {ixty of his men, 
and might have ſlain him alſo, ſave thar they 
covered to take him alive. Titus ſeeing hims 
{ſelf beſet, and forſaken of his own men, that 
thought it was impoſſible for him to eſcape,per 
cerving alſo that they went not about to kill him 
but cotake him alive ; moreover, that he could 
m no wiſe eſcape, except he would make anir- 
ruption and run through their bands; he tooka 
yood heart unto him, and valiancly brake 
through, {laying whom{oever camein his way to 
lay hands on him,and ſo he eſcaped. If chey had 
intended to have {lain him, they might bave 


_ done it, but being defirous totake him alive (s 


he ſaid ) chey abftained from ſtriking him, * 
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ſo they loſt him : And God did not deliver him 
into their hands, that by him be mighc ſcourge 
Irse/, But the Fews ſeeing him to be chus e- 
ſcaped, repented ſore that they had nor killed 
himz ſaying one to another, What meanc we 
thar we killed him nor while we might? it was 
illdone of us. - Therefore they purſued him, 
huling and ſhooting afrer him wich Engins of 
war, but they could not overtake him, for 
God preſerved him, that he might afcerward 
deliver Fer#ſalem into his hands. So he re-

& | Kings to be in the hands of God.

The next morning brought Titxs all his Ar- 


wi] my to Feruſalem, derermining to encamp him- 


ſelf upon the Mount Olrvet : wherefoce be firſt 


{| ſpake unto his ſouldiers in this wiſe. This day 
ni je go to fight againſt a mighty Nation, whoſe war= 
eff riours be as ſtrong 4s Lions, valiant 4s Libards, 
+} cad nimble as Fawns that run in the Mount ains,to 
ay merturn Chariors, and ſuch as fit upon them, Now

therefore take good hearts unto you,and be cour a- 
gious, for it behoves you, Do not think, them tobe 
like the Nations that beretofore ye have bad to 
dr withall : I my ſelf have experience otherwiſe 
of their valiantne'ſſe and ſleights of war. 

This ſaid,he marched in aray moſt trongly, 
that they ſhould not be ſcatrered aſunder,and 
gave them charge, eſpecially to the Vangard, 
to take heed of tumbling upon Wells and 
Cifterns, whereby they might be hindred, for 
a8 yet the day was ſcarce broken : and _ 
this, 
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this, Titzs had knowledge how the Fews fear. 
ing of his caming had digged ſecret trenches 
and pitfalls. Wherefore to avoid them, he led 
his hoſt ro Moune 01:vet, in which place it ne« 
ver came in their minds codig. 

Therefore when he came to the Mount 0/;- 
vet, he encamped there againſt Feruſalem right 
over againſt the Brook Cedron, that ran be- 
tween the City and the Hill, and many times 
' ran very ſhallow. Titus Camp was about fix 
furlongs from the Town. 

The next morning they of the Town ſeeing 
Titus to be encamped on the Monnt 07;vet, the 
Captains of the Seditious with their Compa- 
nies aſſembled together, and fell to agreement 
every man with another,intending to rurn their 
cruelty upon the Romans, confirming and rati- 
fying the ſame attonement and purpoſe, by 
' {wearing one to another, and ſo there was peace 
amongſt them. Wherefore, joyning together, 
that before were three ſeveral parts, they ſer 0- 
pen the gates,and all the beſt of them iſſued out 
with an horrible noiſe and ſhout, that they 
made the Romans afraid withall, in ſuch wiſe, 
thar chey fled before the Seditious, which ſud- 
denly did ſer upon them at unawares. But Titss 
ſeeing his men flee, rebuked them, ſaying, Are 
ye not aſhamed of this timourous cowardlineſs,when 
ye are ſo many, and a hundred for one of them? 
What ignominy is it, (0 many to be repulſed of ſo 
few? Wherewithall Titus ſtayed them, and 
brought chem manfully ro withſtand the Fews, 
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ſo that very many were ſlain on both fides.Buc 
the R»mwans were not able long to abide the 
force of the Fews, albeic chac Titus wich his 
choiſeſt and moſt valianc ſouldiers did manful- 

keep their ground , and never retrea- 
ted, Titus allo laboured and encouraged 
the reſt to ſight ; but chey were ſo diſauyed, 
that they wiſt not ug do, For toforlake 
Titus they were aſhamed, and to refit che vio- 
lence of the Fews,they were not able. Notwith- 
ſtanding Titus and all his Company made his 
party good againſt the Fews, who at length lefr 
the field,and withdrew themſelves comards the 
Town. Then Titus being wroth with his ſoul- 
diers,that they had fled from the Fews,ſaid unto 
them: Shall 1 »It be revenged of theſe Jews? Shall 
ſo few of them put us to flight, not able to jlend in 
their hands ? and will ye flee or retreat, ſecing me 
&ide by it ? 

The next day Titxzs took all his Army, fave 
a few that he left in his Camp to keep his bag- 
gage, and went down the Mount O!ret,ſerting 
bis men in batcel aray, even againit the gates 
of the City. 

Then exhorted he them to piay che men,and 
although they were come down the hill, yer 
they (ſhould not fear the Fews concerning their 
Camp that they had lefc behinde chem, for che 
Brook Ce4ron (faith he) is beeween our Camp 
and the Iſraelites. Wirch theſe words they were 
encouraged,and determined to encounter with 
the Zews under the walls bard to the gates 

of 
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of the City, truſting to the ſafegard and de. 
fence of the Brook Cedron. 

The Captains of the Seditions likewiſe uſed 
"policy : for they dividing their men, fent one 
company to palſe ſuddenly the Brook [ſedrw 
to invade and ſpoil the Roman Camp that was 
lefe in the Mount Ol:vet. Theſe therefore wene 
and fought with the Romans upon the Mount, 
and drove them our of their Camp. | 

Titns looking behind him, and perceiving 
that the Jews had gotten over the Brook, and 
were in hand with his men, he was wonder. 
fully afraid,ſeeing himſelf environed with bat- 
tels on every {ide. 

They within the Town, when they ſaw their 
fellows once at the Mount 0/ivet, they opened 
the gates, iflued out with all their power that 
was left in the Town, and encouncred with 
Titus, where he had ſer his men in array over 


againft the gate, where they made a great F. 


flaughter of the Romans, which ( deſirous to 
avenge the ſhame gotten the day before) fled 
not, but ſtoutly withſtood their force. Alſo the 
ews took heart to them, fought manfully, and 
down the Komanrs, fo that at length they 
becook them to flight toward Mount 01ivet, 
and in their flight many of them were flain by 
the Jews that purſued the chafe. Upon this, 
divers of T:t#s ſouldiers ( ſeeing themſelves 
beſet both before and behinde ) counſclled 
Trtvs to flee with them to the Mountains to ſave 
his life, leſt he ſhould be ſlain by the Jews, and 
they 
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they all cogether wich him. For thou(ſay they 
oo great Lord of many Kingdoms, and = 


ſhall one day bring thee to the Imperial Crown 
of our Lord thy father : Now therefore if thou 
ſhouldeſt be (lain of the Jews, we are all bur 
dead ; and what good ſhould-thy death do, 
acher to thy (elf, or to others, to be ſlain like 
one of us ? Titus would not be ruled by thems 
nor receive their counſel, bur kept his ground 
boldly, without once turning his face, ſaying, 
I will chooſe rather to die with honour, than to 
dive with ſhame : And with chat he ruſhed up- 
on the Jews that were nigh him, and compel- 
led chem to recoyl. 

Whenthe Jews that had environed the Ro» 
wen Camp, ſaw that, they left the Rowarns,and 
came flocking about Titus by routs, affaili 
bim on every (ide, indeayouring alſo with all. 


their might to overcharge him; Where in chat * 


place was a ſore and vehement fight, and guuch 
people {lain on both fides ; yea, Titus eſcaped 
narrowly from being flain in that fight, and 
bad die indeed, if certain of his valiant ſoul- 
diers had not returned unto him, and reſcued 
him out of _—— hands. That day were the 
chief of Tit#s ſouldiers (lain : Then the Jews 
retired to their place at the walls fide, 

They alſo who went to the Mount Olivet,re- 
turned homeward by the Brook Cedron : the 
Romans ſeeing that,purſued chem ; whereupon 
the Jews returned again upon the Romans, 
who fled by and by: Thus che Jows pur the 


Romans 
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Romans to flight thrice upon one day, 
Ir came to paſſe then, that the exrernal wary 
ed, and inteſtine civil wars returned moft 
cerribly amongſt the Seditious at Feruſalem, 
For the firſt day of the high ſolemn Feaft 
of Pafſcover, Captain Fehochanan and his men. 
came inro the Temple of the Lord, where he 
was hononrably received of the Prieſts and 
Elders, with the reſt of the commonalty. And 
when they were within, they caſt off their up. 
per garments, under which they were armed 
with coats of fence, and ſwords tyed to theis 
iohs. After that they beſet the doors, and 
laid hold of the Prieſts, flew them and the peo- 
ealſo, their hearts were fo cruelly bent a- 
inft their brethren; neither regarding the 
reverent countenances of old men, nor inclin- 
ing tothe prayers of them chat beſoughe them, 
without ſparing women or children,no not the 
ſacking babes, 
This done, Fehochanan ſtood up, and openly 
efted, that neither Schimeon nor K/eazar, 
nor any of the reſt of che Captains of the Sedi- 
tious, nor any man elſe, (ſhould have the 
ſoveraignty in that City but he, The other 
hearing that Jebochanrn had wrought ſuch diſ+ 
pleaſureto the people of God in the Temple, 
roſe together, and {Jew very many of Fehocha- 
warns part 3 but in the mean ſeaſon, what of 
the one part, and what of the other, the 7ſrae- 
lites went to wrack, and were (lain in great 


number. 
Tydings 
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Tydings came to Titus, how the Fews were 
at odds among themſelves, and flew one another 
daily ; whereat he rejoyced greatly, and came 
with his whole hoſt to the Town, where he 
found certain Jews without, that had fled, be- 
cauſe of the rage of the civil wars. When they 
ſaw Titus,they game and beſought himto enter 
the Town, and deliver them from the cruelty of 
the Sedirious, and they would be his ſeryants, 
for theſe wars had made them almoſt weary of 
their lives. Yet Titus gave little credic totheir 


| ale, although chey uſed many words to per- 


ſwade him that ic was true, For he remembred 
that within three dayes afore, he ſaw the Jews 
fight againſt him eagerly, all wich one accord,ſo 
arneſtly one reſcuing and defending another, 
that no diſcord appeared to be amongſt them : 
Wherefore he would not truſt their words, in 
thatchey required ſuccour,and offered to yield, 
And as they were thusdebaring the matcer, ſud- 
denly they heard an uprore in the Town, and 
nonderful hurly burly ; ſome crying, Open the 
eates, & let Titus come in,other cryed, Shut the 
gates, and let not the Rowans come in. Then 
certain upon the walls called to the Romans, 
ſpeedily to come unto the Town, and they 
would chen open the gates,that they mighc en» 
ter in; requeſting the Romans to deliver them 
from che ryranny of cheSeditious,leſt(ſay they) 
ve ſhould be all ſlain by the hands of theſe ra- 
linous, and cruel Seditious perſons. The Rz. 
»exs therefore ran to the gates, and when

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they approached nigh to the walls, and were 
——— danger, the Jews hurled flong by 
from the walls, and ſhot arrows at them, (lay. ſ,..

themin mockage. The Roman Captains Lecingh 
theſe things, they took greac diſdain at & 
matter, and in great ire would have tury 
back upon the Jews again, had not Titus caule 
the recreat tobe ſounded. Upon this, Titas 
ſembled all his CounſelJours, Captains, adSttough 
Souldierscogether, and ſaid unto them -in thiYof on:

Doyou not re- 
mber a certain Noblemian of our Country,in

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Much more ſpake Titzs to his men, rebuking " 
them ſharply, not mentioned here, but de | 
red at large in the Volume that we writ unt 4 
the Romans. When he had (aid theſe worgſ*\ © 
his Princes and Captains fell every one pn 
ſtrate to the carth,and beſought pardon of hi 
for their raſhneſſe, in that they had ſounad 
viſedly,and without order againſt his mind,er 
countred with the Jews. 

Then Titus taking picy of them, pardone 
them, requeſtin,; them to beware hereafter thufſf: 
they commic nothing againſ} his commandmer 
neither in word nor deed, and ſo doing, th 
ſhould have his favour, and avoid his diſple 
ſure,and danger of death for the contrary ; bu 
if they refuſed co do it,he would not (pare at 
man whatſoever he were that ſhould tranſg 4 on 
his commandment, but put him to death, af 
give his body to be eaten of the fowls of th,” 
air. They anſwered with one voice, We at 
content with chefe conditions, and will do wt 
ſoever thou ſhalt command us. 

After this, Titxs conſidering how earnell 
the Jeruſolemites were ſec one againſt anothak, 
how they were become ſuch cruel enemies,thaÞ; r 
each of them conſpired others death, he c bJo 
ſed the pits, ciſteriis, and trenches that wer: 
abouc Jeruſalem, ro be damn'd up, and ſtoy 
with earth, that the wayes might be levelle& 
for his Army, This done, he encampt himſd 
nearer the walls. Againſt which attempt th 
Jews iſſued not ouc of the City aiter their ac

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I ctomed manner, to put them back from che 
walls. For Schimeon was otherwiſe bufied, he 
Thad entertained ten chouſand men of the beſt 
ef the Sedicious Jews,and joyned himſelfco Ja- 
ab the Edomite, Caprainof nine thouſand Edge 
vites, with whom he had made a conſpiracy, 
utterly to deſtroy Captain Jebochanan. And (et- 
ting upon him, they compelled b1m to flee inco 
the court of the Temple, where he remained in 
"Ythe gate of the entrance of the Temple, with.

El-azar allo was againſt him, and joyned 
ith Schimeon, becoming an enemy to him that 
"Wefore had ſaved his life, and ſo chey both to- 
Ther alfailed Jehochanan, negle&ing the dee 
"Wnce of the Town.

per hand of them, cill T;r came with a ftrong 
| power of cheiſe men to ſuccour the Alexan- 
deriens, where twelve of the ſtoureſt Fews were 


In the ſame skirmiſh Jeb>cbanan a Captain of 
the Edomites that came to aid the Fews,was lain 
an Arabian that came behinde him,and ſhot 
bim with an arrow, whiles he was calking wich 
of the Romans that intreated him rocome to chem: 
For whom the Edomites mourned and lamented 
14 fore, for he was a good man of war. The next 
by night certain of the Seditious, chiefly of F-ho- 
al chan avs and Schimeons company,ifſued our, and 
oy eame to the three woodden Towers that Titw 
u6y had ereQed before the walls , to view out of 
ns them the Town, and to ſee what the m_ did: 
1908 within which, were placed, and withour alſo, 
lay 4 ſtrong party of able ſouldiers for their de- 
fence; Upon thoſe wichour fell che Fews, and 
aid] dew many; the other fled ro Tits Camp. The 
Jofy Rowans that were in the Towers, knowing no- 
KF thing of the matter, and truſting co them that 
v8 were

| 
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were ſet about the Towers for their ſafe-gard, 
ſlept all the night: Afcer the 7-ws had thu 
ſlain the Romans watch, and put chem to flight, 
they came to the Towers with faws, and cut 
the feer aſunder, ſo that they fell ſuddenly to- 
gether wich them that were within, which were 
very many , and flue them every one ; Tity 
hearing the alarum, and the. craſhing of the 
falling of the Towers, was ſore afraid, and all 
the whole Army; and not knowing what the 
matter was they durſt not ſtir roward it, ſo the 
Jews returned ſafe into the Town. 

On the morrow, Titzs brought his whole 
power tothe walls, and while the Fews were at 
contention in the Town, he addrefſed another 
Ram, wherewith he ſuddenly ſtruck the outer 
wall, and battered it through : whereupon the 
people that warded that wall, wereforc'd to 
withdraw themſelves within the ſafe-gardd 
the ſecond wall. Then Titzs commanded his 
ſouldiers to raze to the ground that wall that 
he had pierced, and to carry away the ſtones 
thereof, chat there ſhould be nolet nor hin- 
derance to his men; This was the moſt ſuþſtan- 
tiall and Rrongeſt wall of all, thicker than both 
the other, and was builded by Herod: The 
Romans lahouring earneſtly in the defacing of 
the outer wall, were flain in greatnumberby 
the Jews from the middle wall, before they 
could finiſh their purpoſe. The chief of the Fews 
perceiving that Tits had not only taken, but 
alſo quite pulled down the utter wall, and 

hon 
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how there was now but two walls left abour the 
Toxn, ir went to their hearts, and made them 
look abouc tens: I herefore the Sceditions be- 
gan now earnettiy to think of unicy, and con- 
cord among themſelves, fo that they divided 
the Town among them into three wards, Fe- 
bochanan was appointed to that ward that is on 
the North parc of the Temple, befide the 4- 
tuchia; that. part of the Town that was toward 
the Tomb'of Febochanan the high Prieſt, was 
aligned to Schimeon;z to Eleazer was commit« 
ted the keeping of the wall. Theſe ethorting 
one another to play the men, did valiantly re- 
fiſt the Romans , ſothat the conflicts then be» 
gan to be ſore and hard. The Romans for their 
renown and fame, Jaid on ſtoutly, and the Fews 
again ſtuck ſtiffely to their defence, ſeeing their 
end at hand if they were flack. Titzs now and 
tNen exhorting his ſouldiers to play che men, 
promiſing them that would valiantly make any 
enterpriſe upon the Fews, abundance of gold 
nd filver, and much honour withall, Then 
ept forth one of his ſouldiers named Longinus, 
and put himſelf amongſt the raucs of the Fews, 
that were ifſued our of the Town. where he 
lew a couple of the chief of chem, and preſent- 
ly recovered himſelf again within the array of 
the Romans; but the Fews ſhrunk not from 
the Romans, for they were in a fervent rage 
amd woiiderfull diſdainz and co further their 
courage, Schimeon came to his men, and cry- 
ed unco them wich a loud yoyce ſaying; _

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'the reverence of God ( friends ) flee not thi 
day;whoſoever doth flee, let him be ſure he ſhall 
dye for it, and his houſe be deſtroyed. | 

Titus alſo admonithed his to keep their array, 
and not to give back to Schimeon. Then wen; 
he himſelf to chat part of the Town where 7+ 
bochanans ward was; there he cauſed a batter. 
ing Ram to be planted, and bent againſt the 
wall, ( for there was a very large Plain.) There 
was at thattime in Feraſe/em one calied K anter, 
who got to him a company of the Sedicious, and 
ſhot from the walls into the Romans Army, 

where he ſlew very many, and compelled t 
reſtto retire. This Kantor, with nine other tall 
fellows, whereof he was the Decurion, defended 
one part of the Town: Now as the Komans ben- 
ded the Ram to batter the wall, K axtor cryed 
unto Titus, I beſcech thee, my Lord Titus, be 
mercifull unto this moſt famous City, that is 
almoſt beaten down already, donot deface it 
utterly, but take pitty of the Sanfuary thatis 


in it, and deftroy not the habication of the Lord 


God : Titws at his requeſt commanded his men 


to ſtay,and to leave off battering the wall;Then [ili 


ſaid he to Kantor , Come forth hicher to me, 
and thou ſhalt ſave thy ſelf, I will pardon thee, 
thou ſhalt nor be deſtroyed 3 Kantor anſwered, 
I will ſee if I can perſwade theſe my fellows to 
come with me. Bur he did it upon colour, for 
ncne other cauſe,than craftily to trifle out time, 
whereby he might cauſe Titus to leave off the 


aſſaule for a while; - So he ſpake unto _ fel- 
on 
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lows which knew his mind, that the Romans 
night hear, Let us go down and flee to the Ro- 
war Army; Then they drew out their ſwords 
uthough they would kill him,and ftriking up« 
an his harneſs, he fell down to the ground in 
the fight of the Romans, which were ignorant 
of his deceit. Then one of the Romans let flye 
a a: row, that wounded Kantor upon the face, 
ud glauncing from him,ſflew another that ſtood 
by bim: Then Kantor cryed out, What do ye? 
will ye ſhoot at us that deſire to be at peace 
with you» which ye granced your ſelves, and 
nw will break your promiſe that ye made un- 
was ? Is this the reward, my Lord Titus, that 
thou rendereſt me, for going about to flee un- 
to thee, that thy ſouldiers ſhould ſhoot at me, 
bearing me require conditions of peace ? Now 
therefore,my Lord, may ic pleaſe thee to ſend 
licher ſome man of honour, to whom I may 
ome down and receive afſurance of thy pro- 
wiſe, to be as one of thine own men: Titus think- 
as he meant good faith, ſpake unto Foſeph, 
illing himto go and make peace with the Fews 
in his name, chen to bring him anco him, chat 
te might find ſafe-gard of his life , from the 
common deſtrution; Foſeph anſwerd, Why wile 
thou ſend me? What have I offended thee ? 
Have I not ever done thee true and faithfull 

ſervice? Therefore if thou bear me any 
vill or favour, ſend me not unto him whom 
| cannot truſt, For Foſeph miſtruſted ſome 
lubtiley , knowing Kantor afore, So _ 
ene

ſent one Captain Fiarws, who ſaid unte Key 
tor, Com* down and lec us go together to Cz. 
ſars ſon. 

Kantor defired him to hold abroad his cloak 
ſap, that he might hurl him down his money 
that he had chere, (leſt the F perceivin 
it, would take itfrom him ) and then he wou| 
come down. And as Jiarus held up his lapty 
receive the money that Kantor ſpake of, K anty 
with all his might caſt down a great ſtone,which 
Jiarus eſpying, lept afide and avoided : but 
it lighted upon one of his fellows, and fley 
him. Titus was wonderfull wroth at this, and 
forthwith planted yet another Ram againf 
the wall, and at length laid it flat upon the 
ground. 

Then commanded Titus to make fires about 
che Wall, where the Jews ſhould think to ef- quer; 
cape; Kantor ſeeing that, would have fled, 
and as he made haftc to eſcape the fires, the 
weight of his armour bare him down into the 
fire, and there he died, more deftrous of death 
than life. 

Then entred the Romans within the ſecond 
wall, againſt whom the Seditious iſſued, and 
fought with ſuch vehement force that they pre- 
vailed againſt their enemies, (hue 191any of the f; 
Komens, and forced the reſt to recic* unto the 
firſt wall that they had bearcen down afore, 

In this skirmiſh Titus himſeif took a bow; [PV 
and ſhot ar the Jews in ſitch wil”, that not one 


of his arrows were ipeut in vain, bur thac it 
did 
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did Come annoyance unto the Jews. gy comm 

notwichſtanding gave them the repulſe from 
| the Town, and they were not able to make 
their party good with them. Within four daies 
after « came unto Titvs a new ſupply of ſoul- 
diers our of all quarters for ayd to the Rowans, 
by whoſe help they prevailed againſt the Jews, 
at ſuch.time as they 1fſued our of the Town, 
and conftrained chem io withdraw themſelves 
wichin the walls. 

Yer Twas pittying the miſerable tate of the 
City, Temple, and People of the Lord, at that 
time commanded his people ro withdraw theme 
ſelves from the walls, and to leave off the af- 
fault for a while, that he might offer peace to 
the Jews, to fee if they would now be contenc 
toſubmit chemſelves unto the Romans, to have 
querneſs and reſt witbour danger of deſtru&i- 
om, Wherefore he gave chem eruce for five 
daies : and upon the fift day he came to the 
nite of the City , where he ftraightway eſ- 
ped Schimeon and Jchsc hanan together prepa- 
ing fire to deſtroy the Romans Engins of 
nar: for all the Jews had agreed together 
wth cne mind, ſtill to withſtand the Rowans. 
Wherefore Titus perceiving the Jews to beſo 
eſperately bent rhatthey kad even vowed their 
lives co death, he began co offer and —_ 

to them condicions of peace, and ſharply co 
reprove and blame their obſtinate ſlubbourneſs; 
ing , 1 have now won tw» of gouur w14lls, 
d ye have but one lefc. Therefore, it ye 


wall 
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will continue ſtill in this ſelf-willed fre 
neſs , what will ye do ( moſt miſerable cre 
tures) when as I ſhall gain alſo the third wall, 
and quite deſtroy your City, pulling dowy 
your Temple and all?

on him : how chanced he did not kill him? 
\&*Or elſe when he alone purſucd Benjamin and 
his other brechren; could not he if he had liſt 
have (lain the man, and buried him, ſo chat 
F'tne marcer ſhould never have come ts iight? 
Notwithſtanding they did nothin (o, nor ſo: 
but Judas wiſely weighing the ex ilcacions, and 
directions , the promotions, and diſgraces, 
mich the common courſes of the world, retur- 
ned again with his brethren inco the City, 
-$ ment to Joſeph and befoughrc him, untill his 
bowels were moved to pity, and he was known 
of his bretkren. 
f *All theſe things doth the moſt holy law of 
F the Lord rehearſe unto us, and putrerh us 
Fin mind of, for this intenc, that we may 
learn to bear for neceſlicies ſake, the yoak 
of him that hath che preheminence and 
1& rule for his time. Neither ler any judg? 
Nor think that Joſeph offended God , in that 
ve be ſubmicted hunſelf under che yoak of P30- 
S 4 raoh, 
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©+a0b; for it is no ſhame for a wiſe manto 
© crouch unto him, whoſe help he ſtandethin 
© need of, whatſoever it be, much more ifh 
© be a King, or a Lord; know ye not that our 
© fathers were in bondage to King Phar.obin 
© Egypt ? But afrer the Lord remembred the 
© covenant «nat he made wich our fathers, and 
© had derermined co lead chem out of Egypt; he 
© ſent Moſes our maſter of famous memory,

© not God given me counſel, making me a wa 

© to eſcape and ſave my life. For they had al- 
© moſt (|ain me, becauſe I gave them counſel to

© chem, For ſaw chis was the time of the Ro- 
© mans co bear rule,and chat Gol had appoinced 
© chem to be Lords over all Nations. For chis is 
© his manner, like as above he hath made ſome 
©co be rulers over otherſome; even ſo be- 
* neath alſo he hath ſer Rulers over the Kings 
© of the Earth. Who can controll him that 
© is ſtronger then he ? The Romans at this pre- 
© ſent, have the Dominion over all Lands and 
6 People, over the Egiptians, Aſſyrians, Pryſi- 
© ans, and Chaldees, (to every oac of thele you 
© have been in bondage ) and over other Nati- 


© ons alſo, which nevertheleſs do till their

1. Then Pharaoh apparelled Sarah in precious 
JWerments,gave her gifts of Gold and Silver,and 
ecious Stones,and, ſent her home honeſt, pure, 
xd holy, to Abraham, living then at his own 
buſe. 1ſaac when he was driven out by A4bj- 
lech King of the Philiſtins, and had with him 
he bond-ſervants of his fathers houlhold, to 
number of $00, and 183. with whom A4bra- 
# had diſcomficed five Kings, beſide many 
her more of his family, ſo that he had Been 
mg enough to have invaded the Philiſtmes ; 
tt he would not do it, but with all meek- 
fſe and humility, he uſed himſelf towards 
King of that Country, Notwithſtanding, 
r he was driven out of the Land, the 
liſtines came unto him, and entreated him, 
ing, We perceive the Lord God i with thee, 
Ur. as icis written in the Scripture.

five: bur the years of my life are very few, evil, 
and full of tribulation and ſorrow, about three. 
ſcore and ſeven, neither have I lived yetfo 
long that according to Nature I ſhould deſire

that were priſoners, and the ſlaves into the Ci- 
9: By what means he Gifced from biumſclfche 
blood of the Jews, and laid ic upon the necks 
o cheir Maſters; for Titys took picy of chem 
through Joſephs Oration, and his good coune 
ll. The common people of the Jew: defired 
xthing more, then to have come forth, and to 


che Ill co an agreement, to make peace wich Tow 
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bur Schimeon, Eleazar, and Jehrchanan , Cap« 
tains of the Seditious , ſet ſtrong watch and 
ward ar every gate, charging them to kill all 
that ſhould go forth : Thus were miany killed 
which would have fled forth to Titus, and the 
City of Feruſalem was cloſed up, and non 
could ger out nor in. In the mean ſeaſon fell x 
great dearth and famine in Feryſalew, infomuch 
thac the Seditious ſearched every mans houſe 
and ccllar for food. 

And becauſe a certain houſholder withſtood Þ 
them, they killed him. Thus they dealt with 
all chem that dwelled at Feruſalem, till theyi. 
ftuals in the Town was all ſpent, that men be- 
gan to ſeek dung and even mans excrement 
to ext, by which means much of the prople 
died for hunger. Whoſoever at that time 
could ger any hearbs or roots, mice, ſerpents, 
or other creeping worms ( whatſoever th 
were ) to cat, he was Counted happy, becaule 
he had found-meat to ſuſtain and ſave his life 
withall, in that hard famine, and terrible hun- 

er. Moreover, whoſoever had any corn in" 
ore that no man knew of, he was afraid toſend 
it co the mill, or bake it, becauſe of the wick- 
edneſs of the Seditious , leſt they ſhould take 
away from chem their ſuſtenance 3 wherefore 
did eat che dry corn unground in theieF® 
cellars privily, | 

Ar that time alſo were many exceeding rich 

men in Feryſalem , which ſtole meat one from 


another; fo that che father ſnatched meat from 
the 
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. | the ſon, and the ſon from the father; the mo- 
6 ther ſnatche from her children, che chijdren 
likewiſe from their mother; and ſuch as fled 
our of the gates, or otherwiſe, let themſelves 
down over che walls in the night ſeaſon, who 
being ſuſpe&ed be tothe Seditious perſons, the 
Rowaps killed chem without, This evil therefore 
aad diſtreſs increaſed ſo long, that the people 
aſe | dad devoured all that ever crept on the earth, 
from the mouſe to the ſpider, frcm the newt to 
the weeſell; whereby a moſt grievous peſtilence 
followed, that innumerable of che people of the 
land died, and there was no man to bury 
them. | 
When they chanced to find any dead horſe, 
a other beaſt in the Town, a man ſhould ſee 
many Iſraelites ſtrive and fight for it ; inall 
ints like to famiſhed Ravens lighting upon a 
d carcaſs, ſo that in ſuch contentions very 
many were (lain. Therefore when divers men 
nich their wives and children, gat out of che Ci- 
to gather hearbs to eat, and chanced amon 
& Romans, the Romans laid hold of the little 
children, and killed them; ſaying, We witl 
diſpatch theſe , leſt when they grow once co 
mans ſtate, they make war upon us as their fa- 
do at this day. So many as came out of 
gates of the City now and then the Romens 


tilled and hanged thery upon gallowſes, over 


rich | the gates of Feraſa/em, co the number 
from (five hundred ; After the ſame manner $chi» 
From (842 » Jebochanen , and Elrazar dealt with 


thoſe 
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thoſe Romans, whom they conld by any train

unto the Romans, they hanged them likewiſe 
over the walls coche number of 500. But Tits 
gave commandment to all his ſouldiers, that ag 
man, upon pain of death, ſhould kill any d 
ther that fled our of Feraſalem, For he took 
pity of the Iſraelites, and ceaſed nor to ſpeak 
friendly, and lovingly tothe Feroſolemit-s; fo 
that he went yer once again to the walls, an! 
ſpake unto the Fews in this ſort.

:Þ Tits hearing the young King ſay ſo, ſmiled 
| ſaid; How chances it, that Lo of this 
ment, thou armeſt not thy ſelf, and makeſt 
g ready to do like as thou ſayeſt? Why 
eſt thou not out thy ſword to declare thy 
hood upon them? 
| Wherefore the young King incouraged him« 
fand called together all his Macedonian ſoul - 
then approached to the Fews, and began 
ikirmiſh wich them, ſhooting with their bows 
Slarrows apace. Bur at ſength the Fews hand- 
them ſo, that not one of the Macedonians 
xed,Cave only the young King,which by his 
ivelod foor- manſhip and ſwift running,gat away, 
returned to Titws.

;, toffown ſhame. For if we which are acquainted 
hap-Jwich chem, and know their manner of fight, 
f-w,Fannot ſuſtain their violence, How ſhall chey 
 Re-Ydo it that never had proof of the Rrengeh and 
kingIforce of the Jews ? T hey ſhall be co them like 
ſtandffiy ſſop which groweth upon the walls, in come

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Theother ſaid, nay, they ſhould do well e. 
nough wick them. And they urged T:tws ſo ins 
ftanrly,that they conſtraine4 him to grant thety 
their deſire. Then Titus gave them leave to ſex 
upon the Jews,thinking with himſelf,peradven- 
ruce the Jews may be put to the worle of thelx 
men that wiil fight wichourt fear, not knowi 

the force of the Fews: for the Romans that baye 
had crial of cheir ſtrength, fight fearfully and 
warily, So the Lords of the ſtrange Nations, 
choſe out of cheir Armies eighty thouſand men; 
Ten thouſand Macedonians, twenty thouſand 
Britains, five thouſand Aramites, ten thouſand 
Africans, ten thouſand valiant Burgundians, 
five thouſand Redarans ; laſt of all, ten thoy- 
ſand Perſians and Chaldeans, Theſe therefore 
went into the Plain which is by the Sepulcher 
of Febochanan the high Prieft, and from thence 
made an afſaulc upon the Fews that were upan 
the Walls, ſetting up their ſcaling ladders, Fes 
hochanan laid to Schimeon and Eleazar, his two 
Companions; If you think good, I will ifſue 
forth,and skirmiſh with ctheſeuncircumciſed,to 
let them (ee what I can do. Schimeon anſwered, 
Ler two of us dG it,and the third keep the gates 
and walls;for thou alone art able to do nothing 
againſt chem, they are ſo many. Eleazar al- 
lowed this advice, offering himſelf to bear Fe- 
bochanan company, Schimeon bad them go, ſay- 
ing, The Lord of the Sanfuary give them 
into your hands, and deal not with _

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this time according to your works, 

Then Jehochanan and Eleazar ifſued with 
age thouſand five hundred good men of War, 
he ninth day of the moneth Tebeth, which was 
thetenth moneth that Titzs had befieged Jerne 

m,and overthrew of the Gentiles of that hoſt 
ifty ſeven thouſand and five hundred men,be= 
jdes three thouſand whom they took prifon- 
rs: bur of the Fews were no more {lain in thac 
johe chan only ſeven, whoſe bodies with much 
xgjoycing and great triumph they carried with 
them into the Town,and buried them there,leſt 

dventure the uncircumciſed ſhouid have 
niſordered them. The Gentiles thar were lefr, 
wich great ſhame and diſhonour returned anto 
tw, who reprehended them becauſe they 
ould not believe the Romans, The next day 
flowing, the Fews bronghe forth the chree 
thouſand Nobles and Gentlemen that they had 
taken priſoners, and plucked our of every one 
ofthem an eye, and cut off every man the one 
hand, afcer ſent chem back with ſhame and re» 
proach to T it#s*'s Camp. 

Then Titws conſulted with all his Princes 
what were beſt ro do with the Iſraelites : and 
mhen every man had ſaid his mind,he liked ne- 
wer a mans counſel], bur ſaid unto them; Well, I 
lave deviſed this with my ſelf,which I will fol- 
bw, and no man ſhall bring me from my pur- 
n : we will keep the licge without any aſ- 

It or skirmiſh, for their viftuals failed 
tem long ago, and fo they thall be famiſhed.

Beſides this, when they fhall ſee us ceaſe wf 4, 


fight with them, they will fall at variance

This counſel was thought good of all Tity' 
Princes, wherefore they befieged the Tom 
as Titw commanded, and cloſed up all the 
wayes of the City round about, left the Jy; 
ſhould as they had done before, come upon 
them unawares, They appointed moreover, 
watch day and night,to rake heed chat no man 
ſhould come out of the Town to gather herbs 
for their ſuſtenance. 

Then encreaſed che hunger in Jeraſalen, 
which if it had not been ſo grievous, the City 
had never been won : for the ſouldiers of the 
Town were lighter than Eagles, and fiercer 
than Lions, There died therefore of the famine 
wonderful many of the Jeruſolemites, ſo tha 
the Jews could not find place to bury them in, 
they were ſo many in every place of the Tom. 
Many eaſt their dead folks into their Well 
and tumbled afterwards in themſelves and 
died. Many alſo made themſelves graves, and 
went into them alive, where they tarried day 
and nighr and died unmourned-for, For all 
mourning and accuſtomed lamentation for the 
dead was left off, becauſe of the unmeaſurable 
famine, which was ſo great that ic cannot be 
rold,and I cannot relate the thouſandth part of 
the miſchief chat followed of the hunger. Titw 
ſeeing the innumerable carkaſes of the dead 
that were caft into the Brook Cedron like 

dung, 
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dung, was wonderfully amazed with fear, and 
frerched our his hands coward heaven, ſaying, 


'f Lord God of Heaven and Earth, whom the Iſr ae» 


lites believe in, Cleanſe me from this fin, which 

ely I am not the cauſe of : for I required peace 
of them, but they refuſed it, and they themſelves 
are cauſe of this miſchief, they have ſinned againſt 
their own ſouls and lives : I beſeech thee,impute it 
wt to me for @ ſin, that the Jews die on this 
warner. | 

At that rime, certain wicked perſons of Je- 
nſalem ſlandered Amittai the Prieſt falſely, 
faying to Captain Schimeon, Behold, Amittaz 
the high Prieſt, which did ler thee into the 
City, goeth about to flee to the Tents of the 
Romans. Thou haſt experience of his great wit 
ad wiſdom, how he alſo knoweth all the (e- 
cret wayes into the Town, Temple, and San- 
Quary ; and whocan tell whether he will bring 
the Komans ſome night at midnight into the 
City ? Therefore Schimeon ſent certain to fetch 
4mittai and his four ſons unto him. 

They that were ſent, brought Amitta; and 
but chree of his ſons, for one was fled co the 
Rowans, and came to Joſegh, When Amitter 
vith the other were broughc to Schimeons pre» 
ſence, he beſought him he might nor live, buc 
tobe put co death. by and by, leſt (ſaith be) I 
ſhould live to ſee the death of my children. 
But Schimeon was hard-hearted, and would 
not be intreated : for ic was Gods will that 4- 
#itt4; ſhould be puniſhed, becauſe he was the

. Fore fell he into his hands, which for good re. 
warded him with evil. Schivreon commanded:

Why do not the 
Romans deliver and reſcue thee out of myhandy 
thee I ſay, which wouldeſt have fled away an- 
to them?

but Schimeon utterly denied him, 

Wherefore Amittai wept aloud, ſaying t9

When thou haſt done fo, the Komans ſhallcake 
thee up, and bury thee honourably, becaule 
that thou arc Joſephs Mother, who is their 
friend. She anſwered, How ſhall 1 do this 
evil unto my ſelf, to kill my felf, and con- 
ſtrain my ſoul to go forth of my body, before 
that God doth call it? if 1 ſhould do fo, 1 
ſhould have no hope left in the World to come; 
for no body will bury chem, whom they per- 
cave to have killed themſelves, 

Thele,and ſuch like,while ſhe reaſoned wilſe- 
ly the Sedicious heard,and mocked her: whert« 
fore [he wept the more abundantly, ſo thar the 
Ro 24s, and ſome godly men, hearing her wil- 
dom, cvuld not abitain from weeping. 

Jojeph when he heard the voice of h1s Mother, 
SOC ON armour, aud approached to the wall, 
accompanied with moſt valiant Romaxs, to de- 
fend him from the arrows of the Jews, aud 
ſpaketo his Moilier, 

Fear 157, my dear Mother, nor take any 
thon-hc tor me, for I have eſcaped the hands 
of tae Sedicious, God hath not ſuffered me 
to come uo their hands ; wherefore 1 have 


heard 
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heard the words of theſe wicked counſellours, 
that adviſed thee-to kill thy ſelf, and thine 
anſwer to them, which before thou gaveſt them 
} knew thou wouldeſt anſwer : God forbid, 
fy I, God forbid, that Joſephs Mother and the 
Wife of Gori2n, {bould content to the counſel 
of the wicked, Wherefore, (my dear Mother) 
be content, and bear the yoke of the Sediti- 
ous patiently,and humble thy (elf before them: 
Neither trive againſt the miſeries au4 calamities 
if this time, which thou can't not alter, nor re= 
wedy. For they ſhall periſh, bur we ſhall and 
and continue, 

There were certain men of Jeruſalem: at that 
time, that came to the Gates, overcame the 
Ward, and got out with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, and fo eſcaped to the Romans, becauſe 
they could no longer abide the famine,and rae 
miquity of the Sedicious, They were faithful 
Citizens, and of great authority z whom when 
Joſeph heard of, he ſo prevailed, that Zitus ipa- 
red chem, and received them to mercy. 

For Joſeph bare witnelle, and reported of 
them, that they were Noble men of Jernſalem ; 
wherefore the R:mans received them, and gave 
them food and ſuſtenance; bur certain of them 
could not brook nor take it, becaule of their 
great hunger wherewith they had been long 
pined, and when the meat deſcended down 
into their bellies, they died ftraight. Their

Titus ſeeing them die when they taſted the .q 
meat, had pity and compaſſion upon them, and Fl 
was very ſorry, ſaying unto foſeph, What ſhall] 
do for thy people, which affoon as they begiſſy,, 
to eat, dic ſtraightway ? Joſeph anſwered, MyB1,; 
Lord, I remember [ have een this experience, Tit; 
char they which faſt long, and afcer would take, 
mear, firſt they mult drink a little ſodden milk Nj, 
or elſe eat of a certain corn called Sime/, ſod. ff, 
den in milk, wherewich they ſtrengthen their 
bowels before they take meac ; elpecially ſuch this 
as walked through wildernefſes, whoſe bowellz 
were long empty, when they came to places in- A 
habited and found meat, they were wont touſeſſ,;, 
this means.

Bur when 
nce, F Titus heard of this he was wonderful wroch,and 
akeFommanded them to be apprehended char had 
lt done this wicked deed, and to be pur todeath, 
whoſe goods were given to the Jews that re- 
heir nained alive. They that were pur to death for 
luchW this fat, were two thouſand Aramites and A4ra- 
ell Fiiens rogerher., * 

SIS Afﬀrer this, Titus eſpyed the Princes and Cap- 
tains to have decked their Armour with Gold 
and Silver, ſome of them alſo to wear Golden 
Septers, and ſome Scepters of Silver, with 0- 
ther Ornaments upon their heads : hecalled 
hem together, and ſaid unto them, Lay away 
this vain oftentation, theſe things are they that 
movoked the Arawites and Arabians to work 
*Ftis wickedneſs, againſt cheſe poor miſerable 
"Wews which fled forth unto us , that they might 
Ive under our proteftion. The captains there- 
"Fore and Princes of the Romans bearing Titus 
ommandment were obedient, and ſtraight laid 
way from them thoſe Ornaments of Gold and 
ilver. Titus alſo gave commandment, that the 
| of the Arabians and Aramites ſhon'd be ba«

the Jews. Notwichitanding, when as any 4» amit; 
or Arabian could get any Jew far out of the

Of the Komans m the Camp, no man either 
did, or ſa'd, any evil unto the Jews, ſave cer- 
rain ungodly Ruftans, which had learned of fi 
the Aramites and Arabians, thoſe evil and wic- 
ked pranks : for they alſo when they chanced 
to meet with any Jew out of the Camp,if there 
were no man by, they killed him, and took 
away his Gold and Silver that lay hid in his 
bowels. 

When this came to Titus's ear, he com-$ 
manded to make Proclamation in this wiſe: 
Vi/ hoſoever he be chat hath ſeen, heard, or 
known any thing of this horrible deed, whid 
is committed of certain Romans upon the Jens 
or whoſoever hath done any ſuch ching him 
ſelf, ler him come and make relation unto 
Tit, which if he do, the matter ſhall be 
forgiven him, if nor, he {hall bear the bur- 
den of his own wickedneſſe, and ftand at his 
peril, if any thing be proved againſt him here- 
afcer.

Ill the Command of Ceſars Son our Lord and 
rain, And forthwith he took his Targer, 
id his drawn Sword in his hand, made to- 
ard the Town with a eleyen tall fellowes

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following him, whoſe valiantneſſe and cour 
Titus wondred at greatly, . 


The Jews kept their ward upon that part of 


the wall, wherethe Romans had a repulſe of late 
ſo when they ſaw Sabianns and his compan 
draw faſt roward them, they began to afly 
them with ſtones and arrows; but S«bzanrsſe 

ting light at them,charged home upon the Jew! 
Shortly one of the Jews mer with him,and gay: 
him ſuch a blow, that he felled him to t 
-Eround ; yer he gat up again, and fought for 


thac manfully; and,as one that had rather lead; 


his life,than the reputation of his valourghe di 
fight till another Iſrae/ite came and flew hit 
eut-right, Three a.ſo of his fellows were kille 
fighting valiancly in that placezthe other 8. re 
turned cothe C amp,ſo fore wounded,rhat ch 
died thenext day every one. Further,octher j

This their enterpriſe when they declaredidf 


the Standard-bearer of Titxs, he and « 
other of the Romans went with them. They 
ſcal ng together, and clammering up the bre 


ches, gar up upon the waillounding a Trumpdſn 


and gavea great ſhout. The Jews being at thelſy 


reft,as men oppreit with hunger and wearinelsy

forund to recover themſelves within the Town 
learglagain. The Fews ſec themſelves in aray a- 
c Uifrainſt the Romans in the very entry of 'the 
| hinfTemple:upon whom the Romans ran with their» 
KilleF drawn ſwords; for they had no other armour, 
8. reeJnor the Fews neither, being ſo haſtily caken ac 
 tneſuch a ſudden, The battel waxed very hard, and 
5 kyonderful vehement on both parties, the like 
jo thFyas never ſeen in Feruſalem,nor heard of, in a- 
ut 2Yoy time : for every man clave hard to his next 
| clow,8 no man could flee on any fide. Where- 
redae days battel waxt ſtrong, wich clamours and 
naFhouts on both parties : now the joyful ſhouts 
ey ot the vanquiſhers, now the wailings on 
bretfithe other fide, of them that were .put co the 
mpnorſe. The Romans encouraged and exhorted 
c thelfline another to fight, ſaying, This is the day 
inelyhich we have long looked for. The Jews again 
£ Reffook heart unto them, ſaying, It boors not to 
oninfee hence;but,for the glory of che Lord and bis 
cfaTemple, let us die manfully, as neceſſity con- 
rainecth us : and ſo doing, we lhall "be 
whe Y 4 counted 
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counted 'for ſacrifices and offerings, Which 
earneſtneſſe on both fides, filled the entry of 
the Court of the Lord with blood,that it ſtood 
like unto a pool or pond. And that fight 
continued from the morning, till that time 
four dayes. 

Then a certain ſonldier of Titws's , whole 
name was Golinws, a valiant man, as was ever 4- 
mongſt all the company of Kurtus, ſeeing the 
—_ prevail,and to have the upper-hand of the 

omans, which now had left off fighting, and 
fled, the Fews purſuing them : in a rage heran 
againſt chem, and met chem at the wall wh ch 
Herod builded, called Axtochia, drove them 


back, and made them to"rake the entrance off g 


the Temple again, where, preaſing into the 
forces of the Fews,he was wounded of a certain 
Jew,And when he perceived himſelf wounded, 
ke would have lept back, but flumbled at x 
fone in the pavement of the Court of the Tem- 
- ple,and fell down, where he fought yer till,cill 
2 certain Jew killed him out-right. He fought 
indeed very boldly and valiantly, but unwari- 
ly; for he conſidered not his ground wherein 

he had to do with the Jews, 
itws waiting for Golinws return, and hearing 
him te be ſlain,would have gone himſelf co re- 
fcue the reſt of his that were with him : bur his 
men would not ſuffer him, fearing leſt he him-

The Wars of the Fews. $gog 
alſo (which were killed) of their armour. 

Theſe were the names of the Fews that made 
the skirmiſh : Of the Company of Captain Fe 
hochanan, Elaſa, and Tphrach ; of Schimeons 
Company, Malchiah, and Faicob,a Prince of the 
Edomites;and Arfimon and Fehuda,of the Com- 
pany of Eleazer, the ſon of Anani. Theſe with 
their Companies made this ſlaughter of the 
Romans in the entrance of the Temple, and 
drove them back co Antechia, where they kept 
them up thac they could not ger our, Where- 
fore when Titus perceived that the Antochie 
was in the Rowans way, and hindred them,he 
cauſed it to be razed and pulled down to the 
ground ; Theſe things were done upon the 
fifch day of May, the third moneth, upon the 
even of cheſolemn Feſtival day of weeks, which 
otherwiſe is called Pentecoſt, and that was the 
14th moneth from the beginning of Tit»"s ſiege 
againſt this City. 

Shortly after,upon the third day of che Feaſt 
of weeks, the Fews as many as were at Jerwſa- 
lem, kept holy dayes,and celebrated the Feaft. 
Titxs taking with him Joſeph the ſon of Gorion, 
went into the houſe of the Santuary, where 
the Sedicious and ſouldiers of the Jews were 
gathered together 3 and called unto Jehocha- 
var, and the reſt of the Captains of the Sediti- 
ous, co whom he ſpake by the means of Joſeph, 
being his Interpreter, in this wiſe. 

What hath 'this Temple offended thee { thon 


upon 
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1 it this great euil and miſclyef ? If ſo be they 
yu ſo —_ to thy iremk Come forth to u 
with thy men into the fields, and we ſhall fight wit 
thee thy fill. Is not this your ſolemn Feſtival Dus 
Why then will ye fight in the place where ye ſhould 
fer your ſacrifice ?

foint. Either therefore if ye will fight no more, 
bumble your ſelves under our ſubjefion, that ye 
may ſave your lives : or elſe, if ye be determine 
Fill deſperately to fight with us, then get you forth 
from hence, and let ws go into the fields, thereto 
ſet owr battels in aray. Why wil.you defile your Sar 
Guarie, and binder the worſhipping of your God ? 

Much more beſides this ſpake Titws, partly 
blaming cheir tubbornneſſe, in that they had 
defiled cheir Temple, and yer ceaſed nor to 
pollute it more and more ; partly with fair 
words and gentleneſs,exhorting them to yeild, 
admonifhing them not to reſiſt ſo mighey an 
Army, when as they could not do ic without 

of utrer deſtruction. 

Theſe and many other things Foſeph exprel- 
ſed in Hebrew to the people, as Titus willed 
him, but the ir anſwered never a word; 
for F:b>cbangn had given charge, that no man 
thould ſpeak.

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Then Capegin Febochanan anſwered Titas 
himſelf, ſaying, We can offer no kind of ſacri- 
fice more acceptable ro God, than to devore, 
hazard, and abandon our own bodies and

© Titxs made him anſwer by Folt, (aying,

himlelf ; bur his Nobles would not ſuffer him, 
but willed him to remain upon a high place, 
where he might behold his ſouldiers fight : and 
when they (ce thee afar off,cheir hearts (hall b: 
comforted, and they ſhail fight according s 
thou wile wiſh them : bur come not at rhe en- 
try of the Temple thy (elf, leſt chou be deſtroy: 
ed amonglt orher. 

Titus followed the counſel of his Captains, 
and went not out at that time wich his men to 
the batte]. He made chief Caprains of that hoſt 
of thirry thouſand, one K ari/us and Roſtius,two 
great Commanders, wko had order to fer upon 
the Jew: that nighr, when they ſhould bes 
ſleep with wearinefle. 

The Komans therefore doing after his com- 
mandment ſet upon the Jews, bur the Jew 

having 
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having intelligence of the matter, kept dili- 
gent watch, and withſtood the Rowens all the 
night, But the Romans were not haſty to fight 
in the dark, fearing left it mighe turn to their 
own harm, As ſoorPf therefore as it was day, 
the Jews divided themſelves, and beſtowed 
their Companies at the gates of the entrance, 
and fouzhre like men, 

K arilus and Ro:tius beſer the Temple round 
about, that not one of the Jews might eſcape 
out, and (o the batcel encreated berween them 
for the ſpace of ſeven dayes; ſometimes the 
Romans getting the upper-hand of che Jews, 
driving them wichin the entrance : ſometime 
the Jews encouraging them(elves,made the Ry- 
mans retire, and purſued them to the walls of 
the Antochia : in this manner fought chey theſe 
ſeven dayes. 

Afcerward the Kowans turned back from the 
Jews, and would not fight hand co hand with 
them any more. Then Titas commanded, the 
walls of the Antochiar to be pulled down fur. 
ther, chat there might be place for all, his hoſt 
to enter. 

The famine in the mean ſeaſon grew more 
grievous, fo thir no food was Jett, For the Fews 
began now to i/fue ou:, and Real Horſes, Ales, 
and other beats, whatſoever they could catch, 
even our of the X+mans Camp, that they wmnghne 
dreſſe them ſome mear, and 1uftam therr hivesz 
which chey doing oftentimes, at length the 
Kemans perceived it, and were wonderfully 
L 2 diſplcated 
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difpleaſed at the! matter, wherefore they ſet 
Watch and Ward round about the Camp, lef 
by the deceit of the Jews, they ſhould be ſpoil» 
ed of cheir cartel. So afrer that, the Jews could 
ſteal no more thence. * 

Afterward notwichſtanding,they armed them- 
ſelves,and iſſued our ar the Eat Gate,and brake 
the Wall that Titns had raifed for his own (afe- 
ry,leftthe Jews ſhoull iſſue our upon a ſudden, 
and come upon kim at unawares. A ſort of tall 
fellows therefore of the youth of the Jews, ifſu« 
ed our at che breaches of the wall, and got up 
quickly to the Mounc O/ivet,where they found 
Horſes, Mules, Aſſes,and much other catrel;and 
{laying their Keepers, they drove them before 
them with great ſhouts into the Tuwn. The 
Romans perceiving it, purſued them. Where- 
fore the young men divided themſelves into 
two Bands : the one to drive the booty, and 
the other to reliſt the-Komans. So there wasa 
ſore fight between them ; bur the Jews gor the 
upper-hand, and went their wayes clear with 
the prey toward Jeruſalem. 

For the Jews came forth, conſtrained by the 
neceſlicy of hunger,and fought for their living: 
the Komans had no cauſe to tight, fave only for 
ſhame, to ſee their catre] driven away before 
their eyes ; for otherwile they put not their 
lives in jeopardy to fight unto death, as the 
Jews did,yer there was many of the Romans {lain 
m that fighe. 

The Jews while the Romans purſued them 

in 
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in vain, got into the Town with their ſpoil and 
prey,and ftraightway turned upon the Romans, 
and drove them back, purſuing them againrill 
they eame almoſtro Titus © amp, which when 
the other Romans (aw, they ifſ1ed forth to the 
reſcue of rheir fellows, and purſued thoſe 
young men, either to kill chem, or take them, 
albeir they eſcaped ro the T own withour any. 
bart, ſave that rhey rook a Boy; and brought 
him unto Tir. He rhat took this Lad, was 
called Pornns, 

So the Romans prevai'ed againſt the Fews at 

that time, and for-a certain token of the Viko= 
ry, they had this young Few priſoner. Pornus 
thar took him, was had in gr:ar eſtimation for 
thac a&, of Titvs and all the Romans. 
" Titus apparrelled the boy, anq commicred 
him ro Foſephus to keep. This boy had a brother 
amongft chem that eſcaped into the Town, a 
vile perfonage, eEvii-favoured,and of a low fta+ 
ture,his name was Fonathan. He ſeeing his bro» 
ther taken priſoner,cometh forth of the Tomb 
of Fochanan the High Prieſt over againſt the 
Romans,and cryed untoT itxs, and to all theAr- 
my, ſaying, If there be ever a man among you, 
ler. him come forth unec me, bere will I abide 
tim, and fight with him upon -rthis ground : 
id ye ſhall know this d»y, whether the Ko» 
nans or the Fews be the bercer men, 

The Romans deſpited tim yer dur tt they not 
neddle with him, bur (aid, ;t we kill him, we 
hall never be counted the batter men for 
£ 3 {ack 
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ſuch an a&, and if he ſhould kill any of ug, 
it thuuld be a great diſhonour to be ſlain ofa [P 
wreiched captive. Fon4than (aid to the Romany 
How much is the "manhood of the Romaus 10 | /* 
be regarded in our eyes ?

What were yoy 
then if bands and companies of the Gentzle 
came not every day toaid you? If they had fe 
not refrethed you, we had long ago eaten you 
up.

liant. When J-»athar ha i ſpoken thus proudly, 
there came ſorch one of the moſt valiant ſoul 
dicrs of che Romens,whole name was Pornus,the 
ſame that had taken the brother of this Joys: 
than,& brought him to 7 itw;he came no loonger vols 
at jonathan, but he was killed of him {iraight rf 
way leaving behind him a double and dittering iſe 
inhericance to J-yarban, and che Romans 3 Wh... 
Jonathan a fame of fortitude and valiantnelly, wy 
ro the Rowans of ſhame and reproach, of þ 

When Joxathai had lain che Rowan,the Jem4. 
changed his name, and called him Jebonathgyſp,.. 
by an bonoweble name, and gave him a Scep 
tr of dom:nion in his hand :; But jehonatk the | 
when he had gotten the vitory , gave ne 
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the power ro God, but aſcribed it to his own 
proweſs, and became very proud withall ; he 
was not content wich one victory, but would 
yer provoke the Romans, railing at them, and 
calling for another valiant Champion to be 
ſent him, that 1 may kill him (Caich he) and dee 
care my force upon him; and even as he ſaid 
ſo, ane of the Romans whoſe name was Porxan, 
truck him through with an arrow at unawares, 
and killed him; by whoſe example ye may 
_ It iz everie mans part chiefly to take 

ed, that when they overcome their enemies, they 
rejoice not over- muci,nor wax proud for the mat 
ter 3 for, who Kknoweth what end they ſhall bave 
themſelves ? 

Theſe things done, the Jews ſeeing the walls 
of the Temple, and three walls that compaſſed 


the Town, ro be razed and pulled down, 
knowing alſo that they had no help lefr, nor 
ay thing co truſt unto, they conſulced whar 
was beſt cobe done. There was a great houſe 
jpyning upon the {ide of che Temple,that King 
Slomon had builded, of a great height, whoſe 
walls alſo the Kings of the ſecond Temple had 
niſed on height, and had decked it with Tim- 
der of Firre, and Cedar-trees, The Jews went 


Jand annointed every wiere the Cedar Timber 


of che houſe with brinitone and pitch abun- 
dantly : So when the Komaxs came again to the 
Temple to affaulr the ſ-ws, and purtued chem 
mco that Palace: They entred the Palace after

fore with brimftone and pitch, and twergiuya 
the iide-walls of the houſe,avd rke wiioie lum. 
ding began to Le on a light tire, fo thar the 
Romans had no way to elcape, becaule the fire 
compalled che houte cn every hae 

The ]:ws allo ſtood in harnefs round about 
the Houte.leſt any of the Romans ſhould eſcape. 
Wherefore ſo many of rhe Romars 2s entied 
into the Houle, were deſtroyed with the fre, 
which was ewenty twothor'and mer: of war,T4 
ts hearing the cry of the Raman thar periſhed 
in the thre, made ipred wi: all 1s men to come 
and reſcue them, bur he cond nor covet them 
out of rhe fire, 1 burnt {© vehemently ; where 
fore {itus and his men Vw EUc bt te! 'y. The Rte 
mans that were above npon the Honſe *-when 
they ſaw chetr Vaſter Trryvs weep, nd the fre 
to be berwcen chem,thar rieucher con!d comero 
ore another, they caſt theniſrIves down heads 
ſong f:om the batriements of the houſe, which 
was very high,and died, f:ying, We will dicm 
{1tns?s prefenceto ger us a 1:ame : hereby, 

The Jews kept the gates of the Paluce, and 
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if they perceived any man go about to eſcape 
out of the fire, or to come down off the bacrle- 
ments, them they killed wich their ſwords. 

In that fire was a certain great Commander, 
of the ſtock of Kings, whoſe nzme was Longines, 
to whom the 7-ws cried, and floured him, ſaye 
ing,C ome hither unto us, that thou mayett ſave 
thy life, and not be deſtroyed: bur he durtt nor 
go our at the gate, fearing le&.the Jews would 
kill him. Wherefore he drew out his ſword, 
and chruſt himſelf thorow before their faces. 

Another great Commander allo was in that 
fre, whoſe name was Artorizs, who looking 
forth from the top of the houſe, ſaw one of his 
dear friends by Titzs, which was called Eurims, 
to whom Arytorius called, (ay ing, My dear friend 
Lucics, ger. on thy Armour and core hither, 
that I may leap down upon thee, and thou way + 
ef receive me. If I dye, I make thee my heir, 
if thou dye,thy children ſhall inherit my £oods. 
Wherefore Lucius ran and held his lap open at ' 
the houſe fide, and Artrorins Jeapt dewn, and 
light upon him with ſuch weight,chat they both 
died therewith. Titus commanded the covenant 
that they two made before their death , tobe 
written on a {word with blcod,and their friends 
ſhip ro be noted m the Chronicles of the Romans, 
that it might be an example to;a}l men co leare 
true fricyd ſhip by: At thartime therefore che 
Jews revenged themſelves meetly weil upon eas 
Romans. The fire burne ti}] ic came tothe Chiis 
k-jabu King of Febudah 3 and had aimott raken

the Temple of the Lord, which the Romans ſees 
iag, fied out of the Town,and got them to their 
tents, a great part of them being deſtroyed by 
the cruelty of the Fews, fo that few of them re. 
mained, The reſt therefore lay ſtillin their fiege 
round about the Town, ſaying, We ſhall not be 
able to win the T own by the (word, bur rather 
we mult be fain to drive them to yield by fa- 
mine , wherefore they compalied it on eve 
ſide: In the Town was now no vittuals lefc, 
There was a certain rich woman at Fe- 
ruſalem, of a Noble Houſe alſo, whoſe Name 
was Miriam, Her dwelling was beyond For. 
dan; but when ſhe perceived the wars to grow 
more and more in the time of Yeſpaſian,(he came 
np with her neighbours to Feruſalem, bringing 
with her not only her men ſervants, and women 
ſervants, and all her whole family, but alſo her 
goods and riches, which were very great. 
When the hunger was grievous at Jeruſalem, 
and the Seditious went from houſe to houſe to 
ſeek meat;they came allo to chis womans houle, 
and took away from her by force, all char ever 
ſhe hed, and left her nothing remaining. By this 
means ſhe was opprelled with very great hun+ 
ger, fothat lhe wilhed her ſelf our of the world, 
buc her time was not yer come to die ; wheres 
fore that (he mighr (Jack her hnnger,and (uſtain 
her ſelf, ſhe began e-» (crape inche chatte and 
duit for bea'ts dung, buc conl.l tind none. She 
had one ton, and » hen (he ſaw the famine wax 
greater and greater upon her, (he laid atide all 
Woman» 
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goman-hood and mercy, and rook upon her an 
horrible cruelty : For when ſhe heard her boy 
peep, and ask for meat, which ſhe had not co 
ive him, fhe ſaid unto him, What ſhall ] domy 
Fd For the wrath of God hath environed the 
ghole City , in every corner thereof famine 
igneth; without the Ciry the (word killerh up 
all, within we ſtand in fear of che Seditious; our 
enemies prevail without, in the T own are fires, 
burnings, and. ruines of houſes, famine, peſti» 
lence, ſpoyling and deſtroying, (o that I cannot 
feed thee my fon.

hear him ; For as a vehemenc floud of Water 
breaketh chrough all chinzs, and drives then 
down before it; with ſuch a furious violencethe 
Genriles ruſhed upon the Lords Temple, the 
fire flaming every where our of mcalure, 

When Titus ſaw he could not reſtrain then 
from the Sandum Santorum with words, he dren 
out his Sword, blaming the Captains of his oun 
people, and others that were not Romans he kil- 
led; and he cried ont ſo long and fo loud upm 
them, chat he was grown hoarle. 

The Prieſts chat were within the Sanfum Sv 
forum withitood rhe Komars (toutly, till they 
were able no longer to life up their hands 
Wherefore when they ſaw there was no other 
ſafeguard lefc, they leaped inco che fire, and di- 
vers other Fexs with them, and fo burnt all to- 
gecher, ſaying, What ſbould we live any longe 
now there is no Temple f Yet Titus ceaſed nortto 
ſtrike the peopie, and chaſe them from the 
Temple, ati! being grown ſo weary, that all his 
ſtrengch ftail'd h:m , he feil upon che ground, 
and forbore crying up 1 chem any further. 

Aﬀcer that the Sandi umn Sanffor 1m was burnt, 


Titus aroſr, and eniring therem:o, heſaw the 


giory and magn/ficence thereof, and believed 


it was thehoute of the Lord-z for as yer the fire 


had noc coutumed ali, theretore he {aid ; 
Nov 
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* Now Iwell perceive that this is no other then the 
Houſe of God,and the dwelling of the King of Hea-« 
ven, neither was it for nought that the Fews (toad 
ſo earneſtly in defence thereof; nor did the Gene 
tiles alſo without good caſe ſend gold and ſilver ro 
this Temple from the fartbe(t parts of the World; 
fer great is thr glory of it, and it ſarpoſſeth all the 
Ruman, an Temples of the Gencites that ever I 
ſew, The God of Heaven, wha i the God of this 
Houſe take vengeance of the Seditinus, whoſe miſe 
chiev:us and haincus deeds have bronght this evil 
won them. 


CHAP. IV. 


He Seditious thar yer remained at Feryſas 
lem, (ceing the Sanitum Sanforum to be 
burne, they ſer the reſt of the Temple a fire 
themſelves, with all the houſes .hat were filled 
wich treaſure, and all forts of precious jewels; +: 
11d where they knew there remained yer ſome 
viuals, chey (ec it alſo on fire, Jeſt the Romans 
hould receive benehi chereb /, | 
Afcer this the Romees quenched the fire, and 
ſet up their Idols and +magesin the Temple, of- 


irnt{fering burne offerin; $unto them, and blaiphe= 
| thejming, mocking, and railing ar the Fews, and 
-vedtheir laws, m preſence of theic Idols. Abour 
; firethat eime arole one who propheſied a lye unto

the Sedicious that remained yet in Jer-ſa/em, 
A a 2 exhorting 
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exhorting them to play the men, and oppoſe 
their enemics; for now, ſaith he, ſhall the T em+ 
ple be built by it ſelf, wichouc humane hands, 
that God may declare his power un 0 the K9- 
mans, who now glory in themſelves, to have o- 
vercame the F-ws ; therefore if you fight ſtout- 
ly this day the Temple thall ere& ir (elf; here- 
upon the Sedirious ſet furiouſly upon the Ro- 
mans, and flue many of them, which made the 
Romans who had favoured them formerly, to 
ki:l chem like ſheep, 

Thetc trings hapned, becauſe they gave cre» 
dit to a faile Prophet, and marked not the ligns 
thet appeared tormerly: For the year next be» 
fore the coming of //eſprſian, there was ſeen a 
ſtar on the T emple fo bright, as if a man had ſo 
many drawn (words in his hands 3 And the 
ſame time this Star zppeared, which was at the 
folemn paſsover , that wholenight the Tewple 
was lighe and clear as mid-day, and continued 
{o leaven nighrs together, Underſtanding men 
knew well enough chat this was an ill augury, 
though others thought it god. T he ſame time 
allo they brought a heifer for a ſacrifice, whuch 
when ſhe was knocked down. ſhe calved a Lamb, 

Belides, there was a certain gace called rie 
Eaſt gate, that was never opened nor ſhut, but 
twenty men had enough co do about ir, and the 
creaking of the hinges might be heard a far.off 
This gate was found open without any mans 
help, and they could nor ſhut ic, cill a great 
number joyned their ſtrength. 

Moreover there was diſcerned on the SanTJun 

Sanctorum, 
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Senfforum, a whole night long the face ofa man 
wonderfu!l cerribie, 

There appeared alſo the ſame time, four Cha» 
riots with horſemen, and great blaſts in the skie, 
coming towards Feryſalem, In the feaſt of the 
weeks, the Prieſt I1kewiſe heard a man walkin; 
in the Temple, and ſaying wich a great and 
wonderfull terrible voice, (ome let ws go away 
out of this Temple, let us hence away. 

Buc eſpecially there was one ſurpaſſe4 all 
theſe z a certain man in the City,of a baſe de» 
gree,called Foþ-2,began to cry upon the fealt f 
Tabernacles, in this wiſe; 4 voice from the Eaſt, 
a voice from the Weſt, a voice from the four winds 
of the Heavens, @ voice againſt Jeruſalem, a voice 
egain(t the Temple, a voice againſt the bridegroom, 
8 wice againit the oride, and a voice agamſt the 
hole people. 

Thus he cried very ofc, ſo that they of Fern- 
ſalem hated him, and (aid unto him, Why crieſt 
thou alwaies this cry 3 Bur the Governour of 
the City forbad them to wrong him, ſuppoſing 
he was mad : Therefore for four years ſpace 
he never lefc crying out, Wo to Feruſalem, and 
to the Sunduary thereof. 

When the wars had begun, and che Town 
was bcheged, ict forture as he wandrea up 
the walls. he added this a io unto hisc1y, Woe 
unto my ſelf, and with thac a ſtone came our of 
an Engin from che Camy, that daſhed our his 
brains, 

Ac that tim? alſo there was a Writing found 
graven in an old ſtone; What time the brileng, 
| Aaz of 
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of the Temple ſball be Lrought to a four ſquare they 
it ſhall be deſtroyed : Now when the Antocbia 
was taken and razed by the Rzmans , andthe 
Walls of the Temple were all bruited, the Jews 
making ſpeed to repair the ruines and dilapida. 
tions , without remembrance cf the old Wri 
ting, they made the Temple four ſquare. Be- 
fides, thele words were found in the Walls of 
the Santum Santtorum, When the whole building 


of th- Tempe ſhall be four ſquare, then ſhall a Kin 


reign over I{rae], and that King and Ruler ſpall 
re:g# over all th: Land of Iſrael. Some interpre- 
ted this of the King of /ſr:e/z3 bur the Priefs 
ſaid, Ic is the King of che Romans, 
1he whole Koman Army being now come in» 

to the Temple,and the ZFews fled ro Mornt Sion, 
the Romans lecup their Idols in the Lurds Tem- 
ple, and railed at the Fews ; It happened, that 
there came down to the Romana little buy of 
the Prieſts from Mount Sion to a Captain of t%e 
Wall, Keeper of che Temple, detiring him to 
give him ſome water; he taking pity on the 
bcy, gave him ſome 3 the boy taking the vebie| 
the water was in, firſt drank him{elf, then ran 
away with thereſt : the Captain made ſhew w 
Tun afrer him, but ler him go of purpoſe. 

Once when the Romans were at their (acrifce 
with 7itws,ſome Priefts came and beſought him, 
that he would nor kill thew, he anſwered, Why 
do you wiſh to live now, and not rather dye 
with your brethren who have ſuffered death for 
Gods lake,and for the fake ot this Houſe, where 
upon he commanded they ſhould be all Bain. 
| Aſter 
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Aﬀrer Schimeon and Fehochanan ſent to Titus 
for peace: he anſwered, i bis thing ye ſeek too lates 
but bow cometh it to paſs, that you beg your lives 
ww being ſo few, and that ye have waſted all things 
ſo deſperately * ye deſire life and yet perſevere in 
your malice,ſtili holding your ſwords in your hands; 
bave we not now taken your City, Temple, and tht 
Sanftum Sanftorum, Phat is there left for you. to 
put hope in? Therefore caſt away your ſwords, and 
lay d;wn your armour; and then if you come to mey 
Ikniw what T have to do, peradpenture I ſhall be 
gracious unto you. 

Schimeon and Fehochanan anſwered ; We have 
ſworn by the Lord our God, who is God of Heaven 
ond Earth that we will never bear thy yoak nor 
ſerve thee, or make any pez.e tobeſubjeT to thee x 
therefore if it be thy pleaſure to ſhew us mercy, we 
will take our journey into the wilderneſs : in gran- 
ting this, we wall report to bave found favour; if 
wt, we will remain in this place to ſee what man- 
wer of death we ſhall dye, 

Tits hearing this, was much incenſed and 
ſaid,remains the pride of ysur hearts,and the hard« 
veſs of your neck [till with you, though ye be Cap» 
tives? dare ye yet be ſo bold as to ſay,ye have ſworn 
wt to endure our yoak, | 

Then Titus gave commandment to the Ky- 
mans not to omit any opportunity to ſet upon 
the Seditious,, and by one means or other, to 
deſtroy Schimeon, and Fehochenan, There was at 
that cime, a certain man of the Royall Blood, 


| whoſe name was S:rach: he accompanied wich 


all his brethren and Sons that were there with 
Aa 4 hira 
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him of the Kings blood, came down from the 
Mount Sion to Tityvs, who received them hono- 
rably, and gently ordered them. 
When Fehochanan and Schimeon underſtood 
that Serach and the reſt were gone, and had 
yielded chemſelves to Titus , they went andit 
fire upon all chat was in the Kings Pallace, tha 
the Romans ſhould have no commodity thereby, 
© From thence rhey went co the Temple, where 
they found certain Commanders,and C aprtains, 
whom Ti;:w had pur in authority about the 
Temple, of whom chree were chict : one Cap 
tain of the horſemen, the ſecond of the Chart 
ots, and the third of the footmen, him they kil- 
led and coui his companion, alive. One cf them 
belought chem that had t:ken him , that he 
mighr be brought to Sc-b:meon their Captam: 
Lec him (faith he) do with meas he litt,andin 
this one thing let me tint favourat your ku79, 
They agreed and brought hjm co Schimeon, Viu0 
commanded his ſerv2ncs, as ſoon as he was come 
to flay him. Bur while he that was appointed to 
this buſineſs made delay, and killed him nor by 
and by, he whipr down off che hill, eſcaped, 
and came to Tit.: : who commanded him out 
of his {1ghr, being wroth with him, chat he had 
not fought unco death, rather then to be taken 
alive, 
Bur with the Tews was he wonderfully dif- 
_ that they had ſo deſpizhttully ordered 
is men: Whereforehe commanded to kill all 
the Jews , as many as could be found, in the 
{trcers of the Cicy, whom he would have ſpared 


before 
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before, and cauſed proclamation to be made 
throughour all his Camp for cheir ſafety, Then 
died many of che Jews, (o that every place was 
fall of dead bodies. The men of War of the E- 
dom tes which were wich S. bimeon, perceiving 
how the matrer wente.(ent En:baſſadors to Titw 
to defire prace,and to ſave their lives : which 
when it came to Schimeons ear, he went unto 
them,and (]I:w the chief of chem,and their No- 
blemien : the reſt of the people of the Edomires 
fled unto Titus. From that time forth, Titus 
commanded his mien to uſe no more cruelty to 
the Jews. Soon-after fled ]ehorhanan and Schi- 
we-n,and hid themfelves in certain caves, The 
reſt of the chief men of the Jews that were with 
them, ſeeing them now to be fled, came down 
from che Mount to Titws, and fell down upon 
their faces before him upon the ground, whom 
Tit received gently; As for the Seditious 
that were with Schimeon and ]ehochanan, they 
hgh till they all died together, 

Then came- forth unto Tirw one Joſ-na a 
Prieſt, ſon of Schafrai,the High Prieft. bringing 
with him two-Candleſticks of gold which were 
inthe Sanfuary, and the Tables of gold, with 
other veſſels of filver and gold, and allo the 
holy veſtures decked wich gold and precious 
ſtones ; all thoſe he gave to Titus, who made 


if-] bim chief Pricft over them that remained, nexr 


unto Joſeph the Prieſt : for Titus gave | cſeph au» 
thorigy as well over the Prieſts and Levites, as 
over the whole people of the Jews. Then was 
Gorion the Father of -Joſeph that writ this Hi- 

ſtory, 
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tory, brought our of priſon, wich his wife and 
children ; among whom was one Boxian, Joſephs 
younger brother; he was a very wile and godly 
Prieſt, by whom God beſtowed many benefit 
upon the 1ſraelrtes ; for Titas left himat Jeruſa- 
lem,and took him not with him, as he did Jo. 
{ep6. Joſephs father lived afcer the City was ta« 

en,cwenty monechs,and died. They cook alſo 
one Phineas a Prieſt, wha was keeper of the trea- 
ſure-bouſe : he bewrayed and detefted to the 
Romans, all the Trealures of the Prieſts, and 
their Veſtments 3 He gave alſo unto Tims a 
moſt precious oi], with (weet odours, and per- 
fumes, and garments allo of purple, which che 
Kings« of che ſecond Temple had give ;. Where« 
fore boch this Phrmea, and Joſhua whom we 
mentioned before, rranſgreiſe.i the Covenant 
of the Lord, and offended God, in that they 
deavere4 lis Jewels ro the enemies of his peo» 
ple, which chey ought nor co have done, but 
racher co have died for the glory of the Lord, 
as the other Prictts did, which caſt themſelves 
inta che fire. 

Thus was the City of Jernſa/em taken, with 
all che precious things that were therem : And 
Titis wene up to Mount Sion, rook it, and 
r1zed the wails cherevf, Three days after, Je- 
bocbanun{ore vex; with hunger, lefc tiis place 
where he lurked, and came to Titrs, fcll down 
bet. bvn, and kilied his feet, \aying, Yave 
mc Q Lord King. Titus commanded him to be 
fetrered with iron chains, and when he had 
cauſcd im to be carryed about the Catup, (0 

bound,

bound, and ro be mccked of all men, by the 
ſpace of ſeven dayes, he commanded to hang 
him, and ſo got he a juſt end, and fic reward 
for his cruelty. 

Afterward cameSchimeon allo forth of his den, 
being driven to it with famine. He had pu: on 
Kingly apparel,and ſhewed himſelf afar off, to 
the Roman hoſt; who ſeeing him, were afraid to 

o to him ; bur he called unto them, and asker 
br ſome Caprain : Then one came forth and 
ſaid unco Schimeon, Tell me whothou arc, and I 
will not kill chee; Schiwe x anſwered therefore, 
and told him | am Schimeon,thart Seditious Cap» 
tain of the Fews, which have made you {o much 
ado; now | beſeech thee, ſhew me (o much fa- 
your as to bring me to Titus thy Malter, which 
he did : Titus therefore when he law Schimeon, 
he commanded him ro be faſt bound, and to be 
led about the whole hoſt, chat he might be de- 
rided and mocke : Afterward, he was pur to a 
ſore death; firſt his head was ſtriken off, then 
he was cut in many pieces,and caſt unto dogs; 
yo he died an abomunable death, being puniſt+ 
ed for his iniquity. 

The number of che Jews, 2s wel: Citizens as 
others, that came unro the Fealt to Feruſalem, 
which were (lain, parely by the Rowans, partly 
by che Seditious, during the whole cime of 
th:ilc Wars, was known to be eleven hundred 
thouſand, beſides them whoſe number was 
not known ; only they were counred which 
were flain and buried : Beltdes them, rney 
alſo were not reckoned, thar atcer the deach of 

Febocbanan 
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ebacbanan and $:bimeon,died with Eleazar the 
on of 4nani the Prieſt: They that were led 
priſoners by Titus to Kome, were {ixteen thoy. 
ſand men. 
So Titus with Joſeph went to Rome, leaving 
Bonian, Joſeph; brother at Jeryſa/em,who was ap. 
ointed ro be the chief Prieſt of them that a+ 
de there ; for Joſeph did requeſt it of T :»;, 
which he performed. The Seditious were ali 
flain,in the battel which they took in hand for 
the peoples (ake,and the Temple of the Lord: 
thoſe alſo that Titzs took priſoners,were put to 
vile deaths ; for he referved many to be mock- 
ing-ftocks in every City,wnere he paſſed by in 
the way to Rame 3 and 1n every Town he com- 
manded ſome of them to be brought forth, and 
caſt unto the Lions,till they were all conſumed,

CHAP. V. 


"Here were certain people at that time, 
3 dwclling amongſt the Mountains of Ara» 
. rat,that were called 4/anites, whole power Alex» 
ander King of Macedonia fearing,cloled chem on 
every (ide. This prople although they had no 
knowledge of the ule of Iron, nor Armour;yet 
this was their manner, That one of them with 


a great pole burnt a ittle at the end, would pur F; 


to fl:2hct a hundred good ſouldiers, were they 
never fo well appvinted,and armed. Until ths 
year they were alwayes ſhut in, bur now being 
Oppreiicd with a great dcarcth and famine 

. througi- 
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throughout all the land;they ſent Embaſſadors 
tothe people of Hurkan their neighbours, re- 
quiring them chat they would open theltraighrs 
of the Mountains, that they might come forth 
with their wives & children toſfeek rhem food, 

The Hnrkas granted their requeſts, and os 
pened them the entrances of the Mountains;zho 
they came foyth, wanderiag here and there, 
ſpoiling divers Countries, till. act length they 
took their journey toward the Mountains of 
the Land of Ma4ai, where they found horſes, 
namely, 1n the Defart of Madaz, amongſt the 
people of Ararat ; They goc choſe horſes, leapt 
upon them,and entred the land of Madai, The 
Prelident or Ruler of che Country hearing 


wifeand children behind him for haſte, he was 
ſo afraid of the A/anites,knowing their valiant» 
nefſe, Setra'ghtway he ſent unto them Embaſla- 
dours to make peace with them, and he would 
let them have victuals up--n this condition,that 
they would noc {poil his Countty : They made 
anſwer, If ſo be he would maincain them, and 
let them have food for the ſpace of one moneth, 
till che corn in their own Country were ripe, 
they would return home again at the monerhs 
end 3 for we defire not (ſay they) thy gold or 
llver,being men ſeparated from all entercourſe 


ntraffick with other people,nor any thing elſe 
than food do we leek. 

This cheir requeſt the Ruler granted them, 
and let them have a certain Grain cailcd Mill, 
lodden withone kind of fleſh or other. The 
number 
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thereof, fled inco the higheſt hills, leaving his. 
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number of them was ſeven thouſand one hun« 
dred and fifty, and five thouſand one hundred 
and fcrty perions. When the moneth was ended, 
and the A/anites underſtood the corn in their 
own Country was ripz,they departed our of the 
land of M4 :i, according as they had ſworn, 
and returned toward their own Country, 
And as they were in their way homeward, 
Mitbridates King of Ararat came againſt them 
to annoy them, minding to drive chem from his 
coaſts,1eft they ſhould waſte hisCountry, There- 
fore while they marched through this Country 
going toward their own, Mithridates made 
War upon them,bur his men were beaten down 
by the Alanites, like as graffe falls upon the 
ground when a ſtrong man creads upon ic, Then 
one of the young men of the A/axites, inde- 
ſpighc,put a rope about M'thridates*« neck, and 
drew him afcer him, unto his great ſhame. Mis 
thridates gat out his ſword,and cur aſunder the 
rope and led, To whom the A/a» res looking 
back ,ſai1l,Gothy way,.:et thee home and make 
no more war upon us hereafter ; for we were 
not minded to waſte thy Land, or yet co kill 
thy people, For if w= had ever incended it, 
Could wenot have done it long ago whens 
nothing is berwixt us and you, bunt che Moun- 
tains of Ararat ? But we were of this mind,that 
we ſhould greaiiy offend co kill men of our 
own ſhape and lik-nelſ?, See now how Alex» 
ender, which went about tolubdue the whole 
earch, and to declare his power, cloſed us up 


within our land, Why ? becauſe he was afraid 
MO 
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we ſhould come out upon him. Burt we laughe 
him ro ſcorn when he did ic, If we had liſted, 
we could have lerted him from ſhutting us in, 
and to make no peace with him : but we male 
no reckoninz of his doings. For it is our cuſtom 
to keep us within our own Country,we ſeek no 
other Land, when as our own {| and is bercer 
than any other.Ic pleaſed us well chat he incle- 
ſed ns, that the cruel wild beaſts which are in 
the Mountains of Arayer, could have no paſſage 
tous. The cauſe we came out now, was nothing 
elſe, theu that we were opprefſcd with a great 
dearth,and we determined to be no longer f-om 
home,then till our own fruits were ripe,& then 
toreturn,as you fee we do. If we had been min« 
ded to win your Land, had we not been able 
utterly to have overcome you,and to have got- 
ten the dominion over you ? But neither ye nor 


* | your Country did ever delight us greatly ; for 


our manners differ far from yours, 

Behold,che King of Madai, when he had kept 
us for a moneth, we harmed him not,we are not 
wont to hurt men as ye are,that cannot be con« 
tent with your own ſtate,bur muſt deſire other 
mens inhericance, Now thereforc go and re- 
turn to your own Country, and fo will we to 
ours, without doing you any more hurt:where= 
fore yeneednot be afraid of us,So the 4/axites 
went home to their own Countries, having (lain 
of Mithridates people, three hundred thouſand 
men,and never a one of their own was kitiled. 

Titus hearing of this, was deſirous to go unto 
them, to let them underſtand his valiancnefle ; 


buc 
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buc he could not compaile it, becauſe all hj 
beſt men were ſpent in che Wars at Feriuſalen, $* ly 
Wheretore he determined to return to Kome, f*pr 
after he had caken Feruſalems, where he abode f*he 
as ye: belides the Antochia. There he had in. fg 
relligence that divers of the Fews were gathered (fun 
cogether, with whom was Elcazar the ton of F'bec 
Anani che Prieſt, who during the tiege,fled un. F nel 
to a certain Hold, called M:zira, whereupon F' int 
many of the Fews reſorted to him, 

Titus hearing this, that many had joyned F'tim 
themſclves'to E/eazar, feared leſt afcer his de. F follc 
parture, E/eazar might from thence make an Fam 
inrode, and take Feruſa,em, and deſtroy the Fer 
Romans,which ihould bz no (mai damage to the F't bu 
Rowan Empire. Wherefore he made our againſt F their 
him,and ſent thicher one $:/{chaw a Noble man 
of Rome, with a great hoſt to beliege Mezira; hear 
but he couid not get it, 

Wherefore he ſent unto Titus for an Tron [Pt © 
Ram, to batrer the Walls withal ; which afcer F* 
he had received it, he beat down the walls of ider 
Mezira therewith. The jews ſeeing that,raiſed 
a great Countermare within of Wood aud 
Timber. which the Rowans let on hi e and burnt, 
After that,they a{jaulred the Town trom morne F 
ing till night, at whar time the Romens letc off, 
ſuppoſing they were not able co prevail agaiult 
Eleazars defence in ine dark. 

Eleagzary in the mean (eaſon, called an afſem- 
bly of all the chicf men of the ſews that 
were with him, and laid unto them in this 


wile; 


© Come 
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© Come hither yeſced of 4braham,and King- 
{ly Prieſthood, which have until this day ever 
(prevailed againſt the enemies of God ; [ er us 
thear your advice what is beſt tro be done a- 
' paint chis multicude that is come upon us at 
'unawares, Ye ſee that at this time chiefly it 
'becometh us to followthe courage and valiant- 
'neſſe of our forefathers, wherewich they were 
'in time paſt endued : Conhider moreover,that 
(every thing hath his end, and chere are ſome 
times in War, when as men are wont to 
follow the purſuit, ſometimes co flee from the 
lame whom they purſued, and to humble 
themſelves before them. 4-4 it is no ſhame to 
be bumbled and diſgraced,when as all things have 
their determinate end. Albeic, whoſo is of an 
haughty courage, he muſt ſo eſtabliſh his 
heart, that he quaii not with fear 5 then ſhall 
he be deemed a valiane man, If ye cherefore 
be of chat courage that ye fearnot death, then 
vill I call you valiant men and worthy. Con- 
ider the fortitude of Abraham our father,and 
the fa that he did : for having but one on- 
ly fon, whom Sarah bare unto him in her 
we, he never ſtaggered nor ſtayed at it to of« 
fer him up to the Lord God for a burnt-oftes 
ring : for he thought nor that he ſhould kill 
aſt Þim,but perſwaded hinifelf moſt certainly,chac 
be (hould promore him ro che life and light 
ofthe Lord,foratmnch as tor the love of God, 
md at his commandment, he ſhould have k1l- 
kd him. Weigh the rhing chat Joſiah rhe jult 


ing did, who ſerting at nought this wretched 
Bb c life 
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<life,and aſpiring to everlaſting felicicy, woult 
© not avoid che jeopardy of his life,when as he 
© might have done it. For although Pharaoh Ne 
© cho ſaid, He came not againſt bim, bur again} 
© the King of the Chaldees, yer would not of 
© hear him,bur rather proceeding againſt Phe. 
© +ach in arms, was (lain in the batrel, and went 
© unto that great Light in the Garden of Þ 
© radiſe, which is the lot ad inheritance ofthe 
© juſt. Ve know that in this world no manre- 
© ceives the reward of his righteouſneſſe, butit 
© is laidup for him in the other world : when 
© he ſhall reap the fruic of bis righteouſnelſe 
© that he hath ſown i:: his world. Neither doth 
© Jong life in this world prot a man tothe at 
© taining of everlaſting bliſfſe, except he work 
« righteouſneſſe,and lead his ſoul forth of dark

Where is now the City of Feruſalem,that great 
end populous City ? Where is chat moſt beaw 
tiful Ciry of Sion,and that holy Ciry which re- 
joyceth the whole Earth ? O thou worſhip of 
Iſrael, the mirth of our hearts, whither is thy 
glory come ? Where is thy magnificence, O Je 
ruſalem ? Where be the hills of the daughrerd 
Sion ? Where be her Kings and Princes? Where 
are be the Kings that were accuſtomed to come 
to enquire of her welfare in her gates ? Where 
are her Sages and Elders, her young and mol 
valiant men, which were jocund and merry it 
her ſtreets upon her Sabbaths and Feſtival 
dayes? Where is her famous Sanftuary, the 
Dwelling of the Almighty God? Where is 
the Houſe of Santium Sanforum, the habitath 
on of holineſs, wherein no man might ſer his 
foot but'the high Prieſt, which he never but 
once a year entred into, but in thee? O J+-

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raſalem, thou wa'ſt once repleniſhed with peo- 
_ renowned amongſt Kings, beloved of 
z in thee was eſtabliſhed the ſear of the 
Kingdom of Juſtice and Judgement, whoſe 
Streets were paved with moſt precious Marble, 
whoſe walls gliftred and ſhine.j with the ſame 
Stone 3 whole Gates were every one plated 
with Gold and Silver, whoſe Walls were buil- 
ded with great Stones moſt honourably, whoſe 
Prieſts in the midſt of the SanRuary, ( like to 
Angels of God, and Princes of Holineſfe, with 
Sacrifices and burnc-offerings)made the Lord 
loving to chee and thy people.

Now therefore, Br:th en and friends,t the coms 
paſſion of your ſelv:is, your wiverzand Childrer with 
the ol4 wen which be with you ; Lit them not be 
led into bondage without all mercy,vbat they be nat 
conjtrained ts mourn wider the hands of their ences 
mies. For if you do thu, ye loſe without doubt all 
places that are prepared for you in the world of 
rightegmoſſ. Heither ſhall ye have any part in the 
l1.bt of lije. Tea rather with your own hands kill 
them . Foy if ve will 4» ſo, they ſhall be Counted # 
jaorifi-es mol acceptable unto God. Aud that done 
7 , we 
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ye will, after, iſſue out upon our enemies,and fight 
agtinſt them till we die waliantly for the glory of 
the Lord, For we will never,ſaff-r them to bind us 
with bonds and chains,as bondſlaves in the hands of 
the ucircumciſed. Neither will we ſee 04Y ancieat 
men to be haled by the beards before our eyes moſt 
miſerably, nor yet our maids,wives,and daughters, 
to be prophaned,unhallowed,and defloured, n;r our 
ſms crying to us,and we cannot belp them. Forwhat 
ball onr life avail us, after that our land is deſo» 
latezour Saniftuary razed,th: Romans will raviſh 
wr Fives, and daughters before our eyes, and op- 
preſs our ſons with a molt grievous and hard yoke ? 
Now therefore it is better for us all to kill our 
wives an4 children, whoſe bloo4 God ſhall accept 
thankfully as the blood of barnt offerings,and after 
we will iſſue out up9u theRomans, fi 2ht rill we be all 
deftroyed,and die for the glory of the Lord ourGod. 
Theſe men therefore went and gathered ro- 
gether their wives and daughters, embraced 
them, and kiſſed them ſaying ; Is it not berter 
for you to die in your holy Country honour- 
ably, chan to be led away into bondage with 
great ignominy and ſhame into theLand of your 
enemies, and be compelled to die before the 
Idols of the Gentiles ? Theſe ſayings when the 
people had heard, they broke forth that nighe 
n to great ſorrow, and penſiveneſſe, weeping 
and making great lamencation ; bur they all 
confeſt wich one accord, that they had rather 
die than live. Therefore as ſoon as it was day, 
Eleazays companions killed their wives and 
children, and calt their bodies into ceſterns 
B b 4 and 
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and wells that were in M-zirah, covering and 
ſtopping them wich earth, Afterward iſſued 
E/eazar the Priclt forth of the Town, with all 
his men, and forced © barrel upon the Komanz, 
of whom the Fews killed a great number, and 
fought (o long, till chey all died mantully for 
the Lord God. 

Bur Titw«lefr a remnant of Iſrael in the City 
Fafnah, and the villages chereabout, and in 
the City Bitter, and Aofſa, and their villages; 
in which place Rabby Fochaxan, fon of $4itgii, 
was appointed chief. Bonian che Prieit,younger 
brother ro F-ſcph the Prielt, was pur in auchori- 
ty by Tits tor Foſepbs fake, over all the Jen; 
which were at Fernſalem. Atthe ſame time wa; 
Raſchivag a Prince of Tſrae/! pur to death, and 
Iſchmael (on of Eliſcha the high Prieſt: M mt 
over Titus was minded to have put Rubby Game 
liel;father of Raſchbag to deach;but R abby Fork 
nan lon of Sukkai made ſuice for him, and ob- 
tained pardon for his life. This Rabby Fochann 
was bc char came forth of F:ruſalem in the be. 
ginning, when YVeſpaſian, father of Titus, came 
het azainit Jeruſalem, whomVeſpaſian honoured 
greatly ; infomuch that when he returned to 
Rome, he commended this Rabby Jochanan to 
his ſon Titxs, commanding him to honour him; 
for lie perceived he was a wiſe man, 

 Titas reigned two years after he had taken 
Teruſaulem, and died. He wasa very eloquent 
man, expert in the Lacine and Greek T ongue, 
and writ divers Works in both Tongues, He 
loved moſt intirely, juſtice and equity ; for be 
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waſted che City of Feruſa/em againſt his will, 
and bring compelled therennto; yea all the azi(+ 
chirf that came upon ic, hapned through the 
malice and naughuneſs of the Sedicious, as we 
have touched before.

Ten Caprivities, 


OF THE 


JE W ES. 


| He 7ſraelites were Ten times led into 
Captivity : Four times by the hands 
of Sanherib , and Four times by Na- 
buch»Anezzar , Once by Veſpaſian, and, Once 
by ſuperſtirious Adrien. 

Firit invaded them Sanhberib, and tranſpor= 
the Rubexites, the Gadites, and the halftribeof 
Manaſſch. He took away alſo the golden Calf, 
which FJeroboam the ſon of Nebat had made : 
He led them into Helab Hal :y, to tlic River of 
Gezan, and to the Cities of the Medes, This 
Captivity was in the time of Pekah, the ſon of 
Remaliah, 

The ſecond Captivity: Heoſca the ſon of Els 
remained , and (lue Pekab the ſon of en 

After 
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Afﬀeer he became the ſervant and (ubjc& of Say- 
herib (even years : Then came Senberth the ſee 
cond time, and carried away the tribes of Aſar, 
Iſachar, Zebulon, and Nephtali, of whom heler 
go free only one of every eight; He took away 
alſo another C alf chat was im Bethel. 

Afﬀcer the death of Ahaz, raigned Z-dekiz 
his ſon in his ſtead four years. The fourth year 
of whoſe raign, Sanherib came and intrenched 
abour Samar:e, behieging ic chree years, and 
at length rook it, in the (ixt year of the raign 
of Hizkjabu. Soled he away the Iſraelites that 
were in Samaria,the tribe of Ephraim and Man- 
waſſe; This is the third Captivity. _ 

When Nebnchadnezzar had raigned eight 
years, he made wars againſt Feryſ:/en, bring- 
ing with him che Chutean Hereticks out of Bx- 
bylon, Ethiopia, Hemates, Avim, and Sepharva- 


vini; and as he warred upon Ch he cook in 


that Country a hundred and GIF Cities, in che 
which there were ewo tribes, Fife, and Sime- 
on, whom he took wich him. and cauſed them 
forthwith to be led into H alah, and Habar, un- 
till the King of the Eth:opians rebelted againſt 
him,* whoſe kingdom was on the hinder parts 
of Egypt. Then taking F142 and Simeon with 
him, he made war with che King of Ethiopiz. S0 
the holy and blelfed God placed them in the 
dark mountains. Here was four Capcivities, 
whereby ten tribes went into exile by Sanherib, 
There remained yet of 7442 one hundred and 
ten thouſand, and of Benjamin, one hundred 
and thirty thouſand in the City of Feryſalem , 

over 
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over whom rained Hizk;abu. Moreover San» 
br Came our f# Rihopia, againſt Feruſalens 
zo4in, leadin, with him one hundred and ten 
thouland , bur the holy Lord overthrew him 
there, a» it is writeen, And the Angel of the Lord 
ſuing forth, ſore 14 the houſe of Aſter 175 thou- 
ſand men. His people cherefore was (lain, and 
no man lefe bur $4nh-rib and his two ſons, and 
N-bus b.dnezzar,and Nebuzaraden; this (laugh- 
ter was im the fuurceenth year of Hizkrabn :; 
From + hich overthrow untill the time that Ne- 
buch14nezzar invaded the F:ws, inthe raign of 
Jeboj akin, werea hundred and ſeven years, 

The fourth year. of Feh;jakim, came Nebu- 
chidnezzar the tic cime,and carried away three 
thouſand, and ewenty and chree, of che cribes 
of Fuda and Benjamin, and of other tribes ſe- 
yen thouſand, all the able men,, and all cheir 
power, bindinghem with chains; This is che 
fife captivity. 5 

Seven yearsafter this Captivity, came Neby= 
thr1dnezzar another time unto Dophna a City of 
Antioch, from whence he led four thouſand and 
fix hundred of the tribe of Fu4a, and of B-u- 
jamin fifry thouſand, of the other tribes ſeven 
thouſand, 

This tranſmigration made he in Babylon, 
which is the fixc Captivity, 

Furthermore, berwixt the ſixt bondage and 
the ſeventh, were nine years of the raign of 
Zidkiahu. When Nebachadnezz ir had'raigned 
nineteen years, he came the clird crime unto 
Fernſalem, and overcoming Z+i4%j4hz he burne 

the 
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the Temple, and took away the Pillars, the 
brazen Sea, and the furnitures that $»/omgy 
made, and all the veſſels of the houſe of the 
Lord , and the treaſures of the houſe of the 
King which was in F-r»ſ«/em; all the veſſels he 
ſent to Baby/on. He flew alſoof the Iſraelites, 
nine hundred and one thouſand, beſides them 
that were (lain torevenge the blood of Zzche- 
ria, The Levites ſtood finging a ſong, whiles 
laughter was made of them; but they were not 
able co finiſh ir, before the enemies entred che 
Temple,and found them (tanding in their place, 
with harps in their hands. Therefore he carri- 
ed away in this Captivity, the Levites which 
were of the ſeed of Moſes, fix hundred thou» 
ſand, whom when the Genti/es had brought un- 
to the Rivers of Babylon, they demanded of the 
Fews, Sing ws @ ſong of Sim : And\by and by 
they gnawed off che tops of their fingers with 
their teeth, ſaying, How ſhall we ſing the ſong of 
the Lord in a ftrange Land? And the blelled 
Lord ſeeing that they would not fing a ſong, he 
enlarged them, and placed-chem on the further 
fide of Sambatia, Moreover he tranſlated and 
carried away eight hundred, and thirty two 
thouſand, which were all of the tribe of Fuda, 
and Be-ujamin, whereot he left in Feruſalem fix 
thouſand, ſetting over them for their Ruler, 
Geda/1a the lon of A5ikem, who was (lain after 
by Ihnze! the fon of N:itaniaz whereupon the 
Iſr ae/ite; being afraid, fled from their Country 
into Ezyzt. This is che ſeventh tranſmigration 

and bondage, 
The 
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The 27, year of the raign of Nebucbadnez- 
24r, he took Egypt and Tyre, drowned the 
Joes that were therein, and the Nations which 
deſcended of Amonand M»4b, and of the Land 
bordering upon Iſrael, and led Feremy and Be- 
rch with them into Egypt : This is the eighth 
Captivity, 

Then the Iſraelites that remained alive in E- 
gypt, departed unto Alexandria, and remained 
in ic untill chey grew and increaſed unto many 
thouſands ; and who ſo ſaw not their glory, 
ſaw no glory in his time. For there was in ic 
the SanQtuary, the Altar, the offerings, incen- 
ſes, the ordinance of bread, of faces, the houſes 
of ſtudies, and ſchools without number, men of 
great ſubſtance, riches, and power. But wick= 
ed Troganw made war upon them, and flew 
very many of them : After came Alexandgr a» 
oainſt them, who ſlew alſo many of them, T heſe 
are the eight Captivities or bondages, which 
befell in the firſt Houſe, and time of the firſt 
Temple. 

After the deſolation of the firſt Houſe ſeven- 
ty years, Cyrus the ſon of Eſther, ſent unto Nes 
bemiah, Zerubbabel,Baruch,and his whole ſocie- 
ty, and they builded the ſecond Houſe. Then 
after four years, of the reign of Cyrus, after the 
Houſe was deſtroyed, Ezrs went from Babylon, 
with forty thouſand in his company, and the 
Iſraelites were afflifted and vexed under Cyrus 
for the ſpace of 33. years. 

Then came Alrx ander the King of Macedo= 

vie, 
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via, and (lew Cyrus, and when he had reioned 
tvvelve years, he died. Afﬀrer him came trip 
Uſurpers, vvhich afflifted the 1ſrae/ir-: 158, 
years, But afcer char, the ſons of Hauſmo» mi 
came,and flevv thoſe Uſurpers, and cakxing the 
Dominion from them, reigned themici ves 103, 
years. 

Then reigned one H-rod, the Servant to 
Chaſmonani, vvho killed his Maſters,and their 
vvhole fainily, ſave one Maid vvhomn he lov:d, 
But ſhe climbed up to rhe top of an aouſe, and 
ſaid, There is no bo ly lefc alive of my tachers 
houſe but 1 alone: ſo the caf} her (elf head. 
long from che cop of the houſe, and dieJ. Hes 
yod did lay her 1n honey, an preſerved her 
for the ſpace of ſeven years ;3 There vvere that 
ſaid, he had carnal copulacion vvich her afcer 
the vvas dead. 

H-ro4 and A7rippz his fon and M14ag th his 
nephevy, pofſc:ied the Kingdom one hundred 
and three years, So haſt rhov four hundred 
and chree years of che ſecond Houſe, 

Then came Veſpaſi 14 Ceſar, and Titus his 
wives ſon, and waſted the fecond Houſe, car- 
rying away I/-ae/ unto Rom. | hisis cheninth 
tranimigratio:!1, Moreover, Bitter remained af- 
rer the delojation and waſting of the Temple 
fitcy two years. 

Afcer that, Atriauus who uſed ſuperſticion 
wich bones, made wars upon them, 2nd cranſ- 
ported Tjrae! from their Country afcer he had 
ſpoiled ir, conveying them into Spajy, This is 
the renth Capivicy, 

T his 
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This Adrian vanquiſhed the Jews, ( which 
rebelled the ſecond time againſt the Romans } 
with a final and utter deſtruticny forbidding 
and not ſuffering them, in any wiſe to enter in- 
to ——_ which he had began to fortify 
with very ſtrong walls, and cauſed ic to be cal- 
led Heli after his own name. He cauſed alſo 
a Sow to be graven over the chief gate of the 
City, and a Few under herfeet,carved in ſtone, 
in token of their ſubjeftion. 


A Corollary. 
= the ancient Nation of the Jews, which 


in former times might have been called che 
Fayorice of God Almighty, was utterly deftroy- 
ed, and their City demolliſhed; the famous Ci- 
ty of Jernſalem, which had been five times ſur- 
prized and ſacked before. 

Firſt, Aſochens King of Egypt, after him An- 
tiochus, then Pompey: And afcer him Herod with 
Sofius took it, yet did they not diſmantle,much 
leſs deſtroy ir. Bur before them the Kings of 
Babylon ruin'd it after they had poſlefſed it x 300 
years eight months and 11x dates after the buil- 
ding of it, The firft founder of it was one of 
the Princes of the Cananites, ;called in his own 
Language the juſt King: and indeed he was ſo, 
for he was the firſt !'ricft that —— to God, 
and dedicated a Temple there. calling the City 
Solyma : But David King of the Tews having 
driven out the Caunanites gave it unto his p2o- 
ple to be inhabited, and after 464 years and 3, 

months, 
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months, it was deftroyed by the Babylor' ans, 
And from King David who was the i: tt [ep 
that raigned there untill the time that Tiras de» 
ſtroyed it,were 1179, years. And from che time 
that ic was firſt Erefted untill it was thus ruined, 
were 2177, years; yet neither the Antiquicy, 
nor riches, nor fame thereof then ſpread uver 
the world, nor the glory of Religion, did any 
thing avail co hinder this hard deſtiny. 

Such was the end of belteging ler:ſu/em, when 
there were none lefr co kill more, or any thing 
remaining for the {ouldiersto get, or wherenn 
they ſhould exerciſe their courage, for they 
would have ſpared nothing thatthey could have 
ſpoiled; Titzs commanded them to deftroy the 
Cicy and Temple, only leaving ſtanding certain 
Towers that were more beautifull and ftron-er 
then the reſt, 2iz: Phaſelus, Hippicos, ard Ma» 
riemne, With the wall that ftood on the weſt 
ſide, intending to keep a Garriſon there, and 
theſe were lefr co ſtand for Monuments of cheir 
ſtrength, and the Roman valour, which had o- 
vercome a City ſo well fortified 3 All the re 
of the City they ſo flatted, that they who bt 
not ſeen it before would not believe it had ever 
been inhabited.

Hen the Fews had made the full mea- 

ſure of cheir fins run over by putting 
, to death the LORD of LIFE, 
«(ods judgements ( as they deſerved, and our 
aviour foretold ) quickly overtook them : 
", a mighty Army of the Romans befieged 
id ſacke the City of Feruſa/em, wherein by 
re, Famine, Sword, Civil diſcord, and For- 
in force,cleven hundredchouſand were pur ro 
ath, An incredible number ic ſeemech ; yer 
cometh within the compaſſe of our belief, if 
: conſider thac the fiege began at the time of 
e Paſſeover, when in a manner, all Judea was 
oled in Feruſalem, - private Synagagues 
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doing then their duties to the Mother» Tem- 
ple ; ſo that the City then had more gueſts 
than [nhabitants, Thus the Paſſoover, firſt ins 
ftituted by God in mercy, to (ave the Iſraelites 
from death, was now nſed by Rim in uitice, 
to haſten their deſtruftion, and to gather the 
Nation mto.a bundle to be caſt into the fire of 
his anger, Beſides thoſe who were {lain, nine- 
ty ſeven thouſand were taken captives 3 And 
they who had bought our Saviour for thirty 
p:nce, were themſelves fold thirty for 2 
pcny. 

The General of the Romans in this ation, 
was Tit, fonto Veſpa/ian the Emperour ; A 
Prince (0 good, that he was ſtyled the Darling 
of mankind, for [iis {weet and loving nature; 
(and pity ic was, that ſo good a ſtock had not 
been becter grofced ! ),So vertuoully diſpoſed, 
thathe may juſtly be counted the glory of all 
Pagans, and ſhame of moſt Chriſtians. He la- 
boured what lay in his power, to have ſaved 
the Temple, and many eherein ; but rhe Fes, 
by their obſtinacy and deſperateneſs, made 
themſelves uncapable of any mercy. . 

Then was the Temple ir (elf made a Sacri- 
fce, and burnt to aſhes, And of that ftately 
Strutture which drew the Apoſtles admirarion, 
nota ſtone left upon a fone.

Bur whileſt this Norm fell on the 
unbelic ig 7-ws,1t was ca mamongſ the Chris 
ans ; who, warned by Chrilt*. predi&ions,and 
many other prodigies, fed becimes out of che 
City to Pell2 ( a private place beyond Fordan) 
which ſerved chem inſtead of a little Zoar, 
to fave them from the imminenc deſtru- 
ction, \ 


Threeſcore years after, A4rian the Empe- 
rour re-builc the City of 7errſalew, changing 
the fituaction fomewhar weſtward, and rhe 
name thereof ro X/i:, To delpight the Chri- 
ſtians, he builr a Temple over our Saiiours 
grave, wich the [mages of Frviter and V-rug : 
another at Beth/ehew, to Alanis her Mmion 
An+,to enrage the 7ews, did envrave Swine Os 
ver the Gates of the City. Who ſtorming at 
the profanation of their Lind, brake into 12m 
Rebellion : bur were {ubdusd by Jrlins Seve 
rus the Empercour*s Lieveenant,an {xpuiicnced 
Captain, and many chouſa:ds {lain with B-zte 
cochab their counterfeir Meſſt.s (for lo hs ere 
med himCelf) chatis, the ſon of a Star; utarp- 
ing that Prophelie, Our of Facos {hall a Scar 
ariſe; though he proved bur a fading Comet, 
whoſe Blazing portended the ruin? ot that 
Nation, 


The Captives, by order from Adrian, were 
tranſported into Spain; the Country laid waſte, 
| Cc 2 whictt 
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which parted wich her pcople,and fruicfulneſſe, 
both rorether 

Indeed, Pilgrimes) to this day. here and 
there, lighr on parcetis of rich ground! In Ples 
fline, which God moy (rem to keve 1-Iry that 
men may taſte the former ſfyccinefte of the 
Land, before ir was ſoured for the peoples fins; 
and that they may gueffe rhe gooduels of the 
cloth, by the tinencile of che ſhreds, Bur it is 
barren for the generali:cy; The Creams of 
Milk and Honey wherewith once it flowed, are 
now drained dry ; and the whole face of the 
Land looketh fad, vor (o much for want of 
dreſſing, as becauſe God hath frowned on 
It. 

Yer great was the over- ſight of 44rien, thus 
totally ro unpeople a Province, and to be- 
queath-it to Foxes and Leopards, Though 
his memory was excellent, yet here he forgot 
the old- Komans rule; who to prevent delola- 
tions, where they rooted out the Natives,plan= 
ted in Colonies of their own people, And 
ſurely che Country recovered not a competen= 
cy of Inhabitants for ſome hundred years af- 
cer. 

For, though many Pilgrims came thicher in 
after-ages, yetthey came rather to viſir, than 
to dwell. And ſuch as remained there, moſt 
embracing ſingle lives, were no breedets for 
poſterity. Ifany ſay, that 44rian did wilful- 
!y negle& this Land, and proſtitute it to ruine 
for the rebellion of che people; yet all account 
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it (mall policy in him, in puniſhing the Jews,to 
hurc his own Empire ;z and by his vaſtatton to 
leave fair and clear footing for forrein enemies 
to faſten on this Country, and from thence to 
invade the neighbouring Dominions : as after, 
the Perſians and Saracens ealily over-ran and 
diſpeopled Paleſtine, And no wonder,if a thick 
Medouw were quickly mown, 

But to return to the Fews; Such ftragglers of 
them,not conſiderable in number,ascſcaped this 
baniſhment into Spain ( for few hands reap fo 
clean as to leave no gleanings ) were forbid- 
den to enter into Fer#ſa/em, or ſo much as to 
behold it from any riſe or advantage of ground. 
Yer they obtained of che after-Emperours,once 
a year (namely onthe tenth of Auguſt, where- 
on their City was taken) to go in and bewail 
the deſtruftion of their Temple and people ; 
bargaining with the Souldiers, who waited on 
them, to give ſo much for ſo long abiding 
there ; and if they exceeded the time they 
conditioned for, they muſt ſtrerch their pur- 
ſesto a higher rate: So (what St. Hierom no+ 
teth) they who bought Chriſts blood, were 
then glad to buy their own tears. 

Thus the main Body of the Fews was 
brought inco Spain, and yet they ſtretched 
their out-limbs into every Country : So that 
it was as hard to find a populous City without 
a common fink, as without a company of Fews, 
They grew fat on the bareſt paſture by Uſury 
and Brokage z though often {queezed by thofe 

Cc3 Chri- 
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Chriſtians among! i, hem they lived, countine 
them 1Jogs, and therefe ealily hnding a flick 
to bear them. And alwaies in auy. tumule, when 
any fence of order was broken, the Fews lav 
next harmes 3; as at the coronation of Kichars 
the firſt, when the Engliſh made great Feaſty 
buc che pillaged Fews paid che ſhot, Ar laſt 
for their many villanies ( as fallifying of coin, 
poiloning of Springs, crucifying of Chrittian 
children ) they were {lai in {oine places, and 
finally baniſhed our of others, 

Our of Eng/and Ann» 1298. by Edward the 
Firlt ; Frauce 1307. by Philip the Fair 3 Spein, 
1492. by Ferdinand ; Portuga! 1497. by Ew 
manuel, But had theſe two Jacer Kings bant- 
{hed all Jewifþ blood out of their Countries, 
they muſt have emptied the veins of their beſt 
Subjects as delcendedsfrom them, Still they 
are found in great numbers mn 7w«rky; chiefly 
in $2/0m1h4, where they enjoy. the freelt (lavery : 
and they who in our Saviours gime, fo {corned 
Publicans, are now molt employed in that office 
to be the Turks Tol! gatherers, Likewile in 
the Popiſh parts of Germany; in Poland a 
Pantheon of all Religions ; and Amilerdem 
nay be fortcited to the King of Spain, when 
the cannor {ew a pattern of this, as of all 0+ 
ther Sefts, Laſtly, they aceshick inthe Popes 
Dominions, where they arc kept as a teſtimony 
of the truth of the Scripauzres, and foyl ito 
Chriſtianicy z buc chiefly in precence to con- 
vert them, But his Holinefſe's converting 

faculty, 
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faculty, worketh the ftrongeſt at the greareſt 
diſtance : *For the Tx4ians he turneth to his 
Religion, and theſe Fews he converteth to his 
Profit.” Some are of opinion of the general 
Calling 6f the Fews 3 And no doubr,thoſe that 
diſſent from them in their judgements, con- 
cur in their wiſhes and defires. Yer are there 
three grand hinderances of their Converfion. 

Firſt, the offence taken and yiven by the 
Papiſts, amongſt whom they live, by their wor- 
ſhipping of Images; the Fews being zelots of the 
ſecond Commandment. 

Secondly, becauſe on their converſion they 
maſt renounce all their goods as ill gotten; and 
they will ſcarce enter in at the dovr* of our 
Church, when firſt they are to climbe over fo 
high'a threſhold. k% et 

Laſtly, they are debarred from 'the uſe of 
the new Teſtament, the means of their falva- 
tion, And thus weleave them in a ſtare moſt 
pitiful, and liccle pitied. Ports 

To give you then a riovht Charafter m brief ; 
They 'are a people that know how ro comply 
wrely the times, and the condition 'which chey 
live'in : efpecially if cher profic: be-concerned 
in ; reviled like dogs, and uſed" liketlaves, 
yertnever ſhew fo much as an anzry counte= 
nance,” A Nation which will chrive whereſo- 
ever they come; yet molt by Uſury and Brok- 
azes not lending any thing, bur on pawns, 
and thoſe once forfeited, never more redeem- 
able, The belt of both Sexes, are (aid co have 
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an unſavory rankneſſe, not incident ( if not 
cauſed by fluttiſhnefſe ) to other people, from 
whom they are as different in their habit,as in 
their Religion. And as for that, they rerain ſtill 
Circumcilton, as the badg & cogniſance of their 
Nation ; but mingled with many Ceremonies 
not preſcribed by rhe Law, nor obſerved by 
the Antients; placing a void chair for the 
Prophet Elias, whom they believe to be pre- 
ſent, though unſeen, at the Solemnicy. And 
upon this they are ſo beſotted, that they con= 
ceive the Female Sex uncapable of eternal life, 
becaule' not capable of Circumcition, And 
therefare uſe to name them with no other Ce- 
remony, then at the ſix weeks end, to have 
ſome young wenches lift up the Cradle with 
the child in it, which ſhe that ftandeth at the 
head, giveth the' name unto. Of their Sab- 
bath, ſo extreamly doting, that they have ad- 
ded to the ſuperſtitions left them by the Pha- 
riſees. And herein they are (o preciſe, that 
if a Few eravel on the Friday, and in theeven - 
ing fall ſo ſhort of his journey's end, that it 
amounts to m?re than 2000. cubits, or fix fur- 
longs, which they account a Sabbath-dayes 
pony there muſt he fit him down, and keep 
11s Sabbath, though ina Wood, or Field, or 
the High-way fide, without fear of wind or 
weather, of Thieves or Robbers, or without 
caking order for meat or drink; And fo far 
have they gone in deſpighe of Chriſt, as ro' de- 
clare it unlawful co lift the Oxe or Aﬀe out 
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of a ditch, permitted in the ſtrifteſt times of 
Phariſaical rigour ; So perrtinacious in retain- 
ing the difference of meats and drinks, that 
they will by no means fic at the ſame Table 
with other men: and fo preciſe in the dreſling 
of it, that they will eat of no fleſh, bur of cheir 
own killing only ; and that too, with ſuch cau- 
tions, and reſervations, that if any of the en- 
trails be corrupt or diſlocated,chey wil (ell the 
whole beaſt co the Chriſtians for a very trifle 3 
beneficial in that only to the neighbouring 
Chriſtians, 
Wine they forbear,except ic be of their own 
planting, not ſo much ouc of diſlike of chat 
liquor 3 for they are generally good fellows, 
and love their bellies, as for fear che wine 
ſhould be baptized ; A Ceremony much uſed 
in the Eaftern parts. Of the coming of their 
Meſſiah ſo full of hopes, that there is no great 
Warriour ſtirring, but they look upon him as 
the man, till ſome ſad Tragedy or other which 
ſuffer under that perſwaſion, makes them ſee 
their errour z promiſing to themſelves whenſo- 
ever he cometh.a reſtitution of cheir Kinglom, 
and ſuch felicicies therein, in the liceral ſen(e 
of ſome Texts of Scripture, which carry in 
them a more myſtical and ſacred meamng. 
That in good time (but Gods, not theirs) they 
ſhall be made partakers of the ſeveral bleilings 
which thoſe Texts do ſpeak of, is both the 
hope and wiſh of all pious men 3 who cannot 
chuſe bur grieve, to behold the natural bran- 
| ches 
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ches ſo lons diſmembred, and cur off from the 
Tree of Life, And this they neither hope nor 
wiſh for ; bur on ſome fair grounds'prefented 
tothem by Sc. P2/, who (aid expretiely,” thar 
when the fulnefſe of che Gentiles is once come 
in, that then all 7ſrae! ſhall be ſaved, Rom, ir. 
25, 26, The words are fo plainly pofitive, thar 
they need no Commentary : Or, if ehey did, 
we have the general conſent of the Anrients ; 
Beſides the conſtant current of mbſt Modern 
Writers, who cheriſh the glad hopes of their 
Converſion to the Goſpel ; which the Apoftle 
doth there aim at. Origen, Athanaſius, Hierom, 
Auguſtine, Chryſo/tome, for the Primitive times, 
Beda and Hugs Cardinali, in thertimes ſuc- 
ceeding. Farrare and Thomas Aquins,for thoſe 
of Rome. Calvin, Beza, Bullinger,-and Peter 
Martyr, for the Reformed - Charckes;; beſides 
divers others of great note ſo expound that 
Text, Nor want there: other Texts of Scrip« 
ture to affirm as much, whick he -chat doth de> 
fire to fee, may find chem wick the expoſicions 
of moſt Chriſtian Writers, in a Book writ by 
Dofor 1/i/let, entituted De generali & noviſ- 
Emma Fudeorum vitatione; And thither ] re- 
fer the'more cariotis Reader, Oar of all | ſha 
take'theſe words , De illorwm ſalute (pes ſmere 
fir. The Jews,-(tarth he) are not*to wholly 
fallen from the favour bf God ; but that there 
fill remain ſome} hopes'of heir /falvation, Of 
their ſalvation then by 'the Gofpel of Chriſt,

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in, we conceive good hopes : bur, whether 
there be any, of their reſtitution ro their tem

That che opinion of being reſtored by rhe 
Mefich to that temporal power which was ta= 
ken from chem by the R omazs,was prevalent as 
well amongſt Chrijts Diſciples, as the reſt of the 
Zews, is, as I take it, clear enough in the Holy 
Goſpel.

Savanur 
makes them no denial, as unco che thing, nor 
tells them that chey never muſt expeX tuch a 
reftauration ; but only purs chem oft as unco 
the Time,and bids chem reſt chemlel ves on rhe
